REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Board of Selectmen, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1927 has witnessed the completion of two of 
our major problems which were started in 1926, the high 
tension line connecting our central station with the central 
station of the Brockton Edison Company at East Bridgewat- 
er, and the Memorial High School. 

The new high tension line was completed and put in 
operation December 1st, so that now we are being served by 
two high tension lines, the one just completed and the ori- 
ginal one connecting with the Plymouth Electric Light 
Company. As the Plymouth Company is being served by 
two high tension lines from New Bedford and one from the 
Brockton Edison Company by the way of Kingston, it would 
seem that it must be a very unusual storm which would so 
interrupt the service as to leave us without electricity. 

The Memorial High School was occupied at the begin- 
ning of the school year in September. The original appro- 
priation was one hundred seventy-five thousand dollars, 
and a contract was let to complete the building as recom- 
mended by the Special Committee. As the building pro- 
gressed it seemed unwise to finish it without a balcony in 
the auditorium. The committee to whom was referred the 
matter of recommending a suitable Memorial for the Veter- 
ans of the World War recommended that the war bonus 
money returned to the town by the State be used to install 
the baleony, thus adding about five thousand dollars to the 
original appropriation. As the building progressed, still 
further equipment and other things which were left out, 
seemed so essential that the building committee asked for 
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an appropriation of four thousand dollars additional, which 
was granted. In the report of the Special Committee, an 
allowance for the grading was omitted. The building com- 
mittee asked for an appropriation of thirty-five hundred 
dollars to do this work, but only fifteen hundred dollars was 
voted ;therefore that part of the work has not been completed. 
An article has been inserted in the 1928 town warrant, ask- 
ing for two thousand dollars to complete this work. Other 
than the grading the building is completed and furnished 
within the total appropriation of about one hundred eighty- 
five thousand five hundred dollars. In addition to the 
number of rooms originally planned, three rooms were finish- 
ed in the attic. This was fortunate as the drawing teacher 
has been occupying one this year, and next year the two re- 
maining rooms will have to be furnished to take care of the 
increased enrollment. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


ELECTRIC. The men in the electric light depart- 
ment have been busy mainly in constructing the new high 
tension line, as that was done with our own forces, and is 
pronounced by those who know, as being the last word in 
line construction, in every detail. One long addition to our 
distribution system has been built into the Thomastown 
district. This was completed in time to give the customers 
along the line the use of electricity during the Christmas 
season. ‘There is one section of our distribution system 
which badly needs attention, and that is the line on Ware- 
ham and Center Streets from Clifford St. to Everett Square. 
This line carries nearly all the main feeders from the central 
station to all the territory west of North and South Main 
Streets, and extending to North Middleboro, and should be 
entirely rebuilt with new poles and wires. The present poles 
are in a dangerous condition and the wires are too small to 
give the service expected by them. The cost of rebuilding 
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this line is about ten thousand dollars. If this sum could 
be used toward putting these wires underground, it would 
materially reduce the annual maintenance cost, improve the 
appearance of our main street and eliminate the serious fire 
hazzard caused by such a heavy overhead electric line so 
close to the buildings in our main business center. 

GAS. Gas extensions have been made on the follow- 
ing streets:—North St. from near Nemasket St. to Everett 
St., Bartlett Ave. to re-enforce the supply to George E. 
Keith Company’s factory, and Court End Avenue from Elm 
St. to the Railroad Station. In South Main St. the old pipe 
which has been in use since the original installation of gas, 
was replaced by a six inch pipe from Webster St. to Court- 
land St., thus completing a six inch line from Wareham St. 
to the Lakeville Line. This year’s work completes all the 
gas extensions to sections of the town which can be served 
with low pressure gas, except the Barden Hill section. A 
line should be extended in 1928 on Wareham St. to Cherry St. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


This department still continues to keep its expenses 
within its income, and turns back each year its surplus into 
the Town Treasury. 

This year we have lost the services of Mr. A. R. Gurney, 
who felt it necessary to resign because of ill health. 

The conditions at the Pumping Station are still good, 
the pumps and boilers are in good condition and the sand in 
the filter beds has been renewed. 

A thorough inspection has been made of the hydrants 
and main gates, and any found in need of attention have 
been immediately repaired. 

The standpipe constructed in 1915, is, like many another 
built of similar material, showing a decided seepage, which 
is causing a spalling off of small sections of the outside coat- 
ing, and slowly disintegrating the whole structure. The 
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remedy for this is to reline the inside with some suitable 
waterproofing material. A sufficient amount of information 
has not yet been obtained to warrant a recommendation. 


HIGHWAYS 


With the exception of the work done on Rice St. between 
Peirce St. and Sproat St., and on Sproat St. from Rice St. 
to Oak St., all the graveling that has been done this year 
has been on the outside roads. The roads which have had 
extensive improvements are—Sachem St., River St., Thomp- 
son St., Fuller St., Wood St., Bridge St., Cross St., and Cedar 
St. A total of $4900.00 in labor alone has been spent on these 
roads. This sum does not include the operating and repair 
costs of the truck nor the cost of the gravel, as these expenses 
are charged to the appropriations made for that purpose. 

Marion Road, Perry and Miller Streets are now com- 
pleted to the Railroad Station at Rock. An article has been 
inserted in the warrant for an appropriation to finish Smith 
St. which completes the project. 

The roadside brush is a source of constant complaint. 
This year it has been cut on Marion Road, Tispaquin St.. 
Plymouth St., Thomas St., Chestnut St., Purchase St., 
Rocky Meadow St., River St., Sachem St., and Cross St., 
and this is but a small part of the work which should be done. 
The only way that any worthwhile results can be obtained 
is to make an appropriation of ten thousand dollars and 
make one job of cleaning it up; otherwise with this piece- 
meal work we are not getting anywhere and never will, as 
it grows faster than we can cut it. 


“STREET LIGHTING 


The question of improved street lighting in our business 
center is still a live topic. Something should be done this 
year, but this too should be combined with the general scheme 
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of placing all wires underground. If this was done and the 
trolley cars together with its poles and wires were removed 
from Center St., we would then have a condition to be proud 
of. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This department is comfortably situated in its new 
quarters and they have fulfilled all that was expected of them. 

The new fire alarm signal system is working well, but 
to be complete a repeater should be added in order that the 
fire alarm system can be cut up into smaller circuits. Then 
if there is any trouble on the lines, the repeater immediate- 
ly detects which one is out and the trouble much more quick- 
ly remedied. As it is now, when trouble occurs, half of the 
town is out and all the boxes in that section are useless. 

The fire apparatus is in poor condition, the oldest piece 
being fifteen years old, and the newest and the one which 
does the most work traveling the most miles each year, is 
eight years old. In order to safeguard the valuable property 
in the center of the town, a new 750 gal. triple combination 
pumping engine should be purchased this year. 


MOTH DEPARTMENT 


The gypsy moth situation in this town has not improved 
any the past year. There are several sections in the town, 
particularly adjacent to the surrounding towns where but 
little attention has been paid to them the past few years, 
that are badly infested. There were several thousand acres 
of wood land stripped this year so that it is still necessary 
to make every effort to at least keep them confined in the 
areas that are now infested. 

This department is still doing exceptionally good work 
in fighting forest fires, and in repairing and maintaining the 
school buildings. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This department is still performing its work with effi- 
ciency and courtesy. A comparison of the statistical re- 
ports for the past few years shows that the work of this 
department is constantly increasing. The two main causes 
are the illicit manufacturing and sale of intoxicating liquors, 
and the increase in automobile travel. Although no fatal 
atuomobile accidents have occurred this year, the number of 
accidents have increased thirty-five, and the people injured, 
twelve. 

The motorcycle patrol is doing very effective work in 
controlling the heavy automobile traffic. While there have 
been more automobile violations reported to Police Head- 
quarters, there are fewer arrests. 

The ‘‘stop and go”’ signal tried out at the four corners, 
did not prove satisfactory, and a raised platform and spot- 
light were substituted, this proving much more satisfactory 
in handling the traffic. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The combining of the offices of the Health Officer and 
the Attendance Officer in the work of one person, and the 
work of the Health Nurse and School Nurse in one person, 
is still continuing to show remarkable results. The total 
number of contagious diseases reported to this department in 
1923 was 815, whereas in 1927 there were only 178; a reduc- 
tion of 618 cases. These fine results can only be contribu- 
ted to two causes, the faithfulness with which this depart- 
ment attends to its duties, and to the fact that all absentees 
from the schools are reported to this department and im- 
mediately an investigation is made. 

While the contagious diseases have shown a remarkable 
decrease, tuberculosis is increasing, due to the ten year pro- 
gram which the State has inaugurated. The object of this 
program is to discover this disease in its early state among 
the school children and correct it before it is too late. 
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While many of the cities and towns in the state had an 
epidemic of infantile paralysis, we were fortunate in having 
only three, one of which was fatal, the other two having 
regained their normal health.

REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS 


Again we wish to call the attention of the Tax Payers to 
the necessity of having an accurate set of plans of the most 
valuable section of the town, for the use of this department, 
as well as for the use of all the other departments. While 
we have a set of plans which are useful, they are not suffi- 
ciently accurate or complete to allow us to distribute the 
burden of taxation fairly. 

As about two-thirds of the taxes of the town are paid 
on the property within the old fire district, it would seem 
wise to prepare accurate plans of this section first, after 
which the preparation of plans for the remaining section of 
the town could be taken up. 

The Assessors wish to impress upon the Tax-payers the 
necessity of filing a statement of personal property before 
May 15th. The state law adds a penalty of 50% for late 
filing. Until such statement is filed no abatement can be 
made.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Middleboro, Massachusetts, January 3, 1928. 
To the Members of the School Board :— 


I present here the annual report of the schools of the 
town of Middleboro and my first as Superintendent of these 
schools, having assumed that office upon the retirement of 
Charles H. Bates on August first of this school year. The 
organization of buildings, arrangement of classes, and filling 
of teacher vacancies was most admirably done by my pre- 
decessor whose untiring efforts and labors were enjoyed by 
the town during his twenty-seven years of faithful service. 

The opening of the new Memorial High School was the 
outstanding event of the year since it not only housed the 
Senior High School grades in a modern and well equipped 
building but also allowed a segregation of pupils of the seven- 
th and eighth grades in the former High School building, 
now the Bates School, in a semi-Junior High School organi- 
zation, thus relieving the West Side School congestion and 
eliminating the use of the undesirable Town House rooms 
and the portable building at School Street. 

The enrollment of the new High School building at the 
opening of school in September was 450, the largest enroll- 
ment in the history of the town. The advent of a new high 
school building has always tended to keep pupils in school for 
a longer period of time and this building was no exception 
to that tendancy. Not only did our own pupils continue 
their education in greater percentage but a greater number 
of tuition pupils were brought to us from our neighboring 
towns of Lakeville, Carver, and Plympton. Our new teach- 
er was added to the faculty to help care for this record num- 
ber. 

In June of this year a Senior Class of 60 pupils will be 
eraduated from this school while at the same time the Grad- 
uating Class of the Elementary grades will number 178. 
Under normal conditions and with the normal loss between 
the two institutions of learning there should be 158 pupils 
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enter the Freshman Class from our own system in September 
1928. In addition to these there are 35 tuition pupils from 
Lakeville, Carver, and Plympton who have signified their 
intention of entering. Thus with this entering class number- 
ing approximately 193 there will be an increase in the total 
enrollment of 133 pupils. 

What does this mean to the town? It means, using the 
present teacher-pupil load of 28 which is 6 above the average 
for the state, an increase of four teachers in the faculty of 
that school. By increasing that load it will be possible to 
get along with an increase of three teachers at a probable 
cost of $5,000.00. It means, that these 133 pupils must have 
text books and supplies. In the High School a pupil aver- 
ages five text books costing about one dollar each making 
the added cost for texts alone approximately $650.00 with 
supplies for these pupils estimated at $550.00. It means 
that since there are only 502 desks and chairs in the new 
building at present it will be necessary to purchase and install 
70 more in order that these pupils may be seated. A school 
desk and chair costs $11.49 making the expense of providing 
seating capacity $804.30. It means that at least one of the 
two unoccupied rooms on the upper floor must be equipped 
with blackboard surface for class room use. 


Does this mean that the peak will have been reached? 
NO. In September 1929 a present Junior Class of 83 will 
be graduated and a present Seventh Grade class of 190 en- 
tered with two small rooms at present unseated to care for 
the increase of approximately 100 pupils. In this year we 
should reach the capacity of the building. 

The Bates School contains the Seventh and Eighth 
grades of the town with the exception of a few pupils of 
those grades in three of the suburban schools. Here the 
work of the Eighth grade is departmentalized and that of 
the Seventh taught by the Home Room teachers. It is 
planned to departmentalize the entire school for next year 
and organize the school as a unit. 
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The School Street School now contains Grades three, 
four, five, and six. In this school the grades are very large, 
the smallest number in any room being 45 and the largest 
number 50. It is realized these classes are too large to be 
properly and advantageously taught however there seems 
to be no relief possible for the condition at present. 

The West Side School now has only the first six grades 
comfortably housed with reasonable and practicable classes. 

The Union and Forest Street Schools contain the pupils 
of the first two years with smaller classes than heretofore 
giving these teachers of the smaller pupils the much needed 
opportunity for individual work and group class instruction. 

All of the Suburban Schools are now units that can be 
operated well. Should one or two of these grow smaller it 
might be advisable to temporarily close them and combine 
with another or transport the pupils to the central schools. 

As required by Chap. 71 Sec. 40 of the laws of the 
Commonwealth children three or more years retarded in 
mental development are now being tested by the State De- 
partment and should there be ten or more found that should 
be in a Special Class for their instruction according to their 
mental attainments it will be necessary to form such a class 
under a specialized teacher, probably in the small vacant 
room in the Union Street School. The results of the survey 
will not be known until after this report goes to print. 

During Education Week, 525 parents of pupils in the 
schools, at the invitation of your committee, visited the 
various schools of the system. It is the earnest appeal of 
your Superintendent, Supervisors, and Teachers that parents 
visit not only during special periods or on special days but 
that they visit the classes at any time, become familiar with 
conditions under which the pupil is learning and thus cause 
better cooperation between teacher, pupil, and the home. 

Parent-Teacher Associations have been of distinct value 
to the different schools where they now exist and their co- 
operation is greatly appreciated. 

The Junior Red Cross work has drawn the attention of 
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the National body and is recognized as one of their finest 
chapters. Reviews of their work have been placed before 
the convention gatherings in Washington and Providence 
by representatives from the local chapter and in both placse 
were most highly praised for the amount and nature of the 
work accomplished. 

The work of the School Nurse has been exceedingly 
valuable to the entire school system. Health education, 
health habits, home visits, underweights, milk distribution, 
are some of the numerous points of contact that tend to keep 
our schools in their proper relation to health. I believe there 
is a grand opportunity for some club or society to do some 
real social work should they take the responsibility of finan- 
cing the milk distribution and through the agency of the 
School Nurse come in contact with the more unfortunate 
children of the town. 

Physical Education work in the Senior High School is 
now being conducted by student trainers and subject teach- 
ers. A graduate of a physical training school should be plac- 
ed in charge of this very important phase of our education 
program. Such an instructor could teach part time in the 
academic work. 

Teacher changes, withdrawals, transferals, Salary sched- 
ules etc. are appended to this report. 

It is gratifying to find such spirit of cooperation among 
the teaching force of the schools both among themselves in 
their Association and with the Superintendent and Super- 
visors. Such a spirit is reflected in the school-room and in 
the pupils themselves. It certainly is appreciated by myself 
as Superintendent and I wish to take this opportunity to 
publically thank your committee and the corps of teachers 
for the generous way in which they have helped and cooper- 
ated during these few months of readjustments due to the 
regrading and the opening of the new building.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. J. Stearns Cushing, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: 

I submit my report under the following headings: 
1. COLLEGE CERTIFICATE. 

The High School continues on the approved list of the 
New England College Certificate Board. It is also approved 
by Worcester Polytechnic Institute, Dartmouth College, 
and is in Class ‘“‘A’”’ for Normal Schools. This certificate 
privilege is secured for the school by the good work of its 
graduates. 

2. ‘TEACHING CHANGES. 

_ Two changes and two additional teachers were neces- 
sary at the beginning of this year. Edith M. Bernston, 
English and Spanish, was replaced by Lena E. Bliss. Harold 
C. Sears , who has been with us for seven years, left in Octo- 
ber, taking a similar position in Natick. His place was taken 
by Irving R. Hobby. The new teachers were Doris P. 
Chase, English and Citizenship, and Mary A. Wood, English 
and Algebra. 

Our High School is becoming larger than the average 
citizen realizes. In September there were 450 pupils. This 
makes 28 pupils per teacher. In a study made of twenty 
towns smaller and twenty towns larger in population than 
Middleboro in Massachusetts, the average number of pupils 
per teacher was 22. Next year we are expecting a still great- 
er enrollment and there is no question but that three addition- 
al teachers are absolutely necessary. 

3. EXTRA CLASSROOM ACTIVITIES. 

An organization known as the Memorial High School 
Student Body has come into existence this year. It takes 
care of all the extra classroom activities of the school. At 
this writing, 425 of the nearly 450 pupils are members, mem- 
bership being confined to those paying five cents a week.

The experience of getting up in Student Body meetings, etc., 
cannot but help in the growth and experience of students. 
New uniforms were purchased for both football and basket- 
ball, and uniforms for girls’ basketball have also been pro- 
cured. It is gratifying that bills are discounted by cash 
payments, so that good business methods are followed. 

Both boys’ and girls’ classes in physical drill have been 
formed. The help of a trainer from Bridgewater Normal 
School has enabled us to do more than possible otherwise 
with this valuable work. At present, three boys’ classes 
are being held one period a week, and six girls’ classes, each 
one period a week. The work is elective for the boys, but 
required for the girls. We would like to have one period a 
week required of every pupil in school, but have not the 
teachers available. 

Socials have been held monthly in the Auditorium, 
Glee Clubs, Orchestra, Band, Boys’ Quartette continue, 
as does also the school magazine, The Sachem. 

4. THE NEW BUILDING. 

Naturally everyone is anxious to know how the new 
building is working out. In one word, the answer is,— 
splendidly. The best thing it has accomplished is the plac- 
ing of study pupils by themselves, so that a recitation is 
held by itself with only those pupils belonging in that class. 
The opportunity to have assemblies in the Walter Sampson 
Auditorium, the use of the gymnasium, the general “‘roomi- 
ness” of the building, and other advantages, represent the 
attractiveness. 

At the opening in September, a Memorial High School 
Hand Book with floor plans, valuable information, etc., was 
presented to each pupil to help him in his new environment. 
At the Dedication, many visited the building, the number 
probably being nearly 2000. 

Several organizations and several classes have made 
presentations. School men visiting from outside the town 
have always stated the obvious fact,—that the town got a 
wonderful building for the money. It certainly reflects 
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great credit to the building committee. It perhaps is not 
out of order in this report to suggest that a tablet be placed 
in the lobby with the names of the building committee upon 
it. 

There are two matters in connection with the mainten- 
ance of the building that should be presented in forceful 
terms, one concerning the inside of the building, the other 
the outside. Mr. Goodwin works long and hard and faith- 
fully. He knows his job. The building is too big for one 
man to handle the janitorial work connected with it. The 
grading outside of the building will undoubtedly be improved 
soon. As it is, it detracts from the general finished appear- 
ance of the building. Tracked in by many feet, this gravel 
is harmful to the building. In wet weather, the condition 
is augmented. We realize the demand for economy in town 
expenses, and appreciate the fact that the new building is 
no longer a myth, but the foregoing warrants immediate 
action. 

5. CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, there is every reason for satisfaction at 
Memorial High School. Teachers and pupils are working 
together in a most happy manner. A spirit, most conducive 
for best results prevails. This spirit is due to the co-opera- 
tion and general good-fellowship existing among the Student 
Body, the Faculty, the Superintendent, and the School Com- 
mittee.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Middleboro, Massachusetts, January 1, 1928. 
Mr. J. Stearns Cushing, 
Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 
I herewith submit a report of the work of the music 
department for the year ending December 31, 1927. 
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The instrumental section is functioning in the usual 
manner. Drum corps in Bates School and the West Side, 
and we hope for one at School Street soon. We have an 
orchestra of thirty-eight members in the High School and one 
of fifteen members in the Bates School. Both of these or- 
ganizations have played at several public functions during 
the past year. The High School Band are fortunate in being 
able to retain the services of Mr. Belmont as instructor this 
season, and while they have lost a few members by graduation 
others have come up to take the places made vacant. 

Our latest development is the violin classes. Between 
forty and fifty boys and girls from the fifth to the eighth 
grade inclusive in groups from eight to ten are receiving 
instructions from Mrs. Belmont, it has been thoroughly 
demonstrated that class lessons are successful, and by taking 
them in this form reduced terms can be made. We have 
arranged with a large music supply house in Boston to fur- 
nish each pupil with a full equipment at a very low figure 
and on the partial payment plan if desired, these classes are 
held in the Bates and School Street buildings at times which 
do not conflict with their regular school work, we hope to 
be able to have classes on other instruments soon such as 
clarinets, saxaphones, slide trombones, ete. In this way we 
are able to have players for our band and orchestra coming 
along at all times and better still to give a greater number 
of boys and girls the opportunity to express themselves 
musically. 

Choruses in the High School and in the Bates School are 
preparing works for their annual Spring events. The Glee 
Clubs in the High School are flourishing, the Boys’ club 
numbering thirty members and the Girls’ club about sixty 
members, they in connection with the orchestra, band, the 
boy’s quartet and several readers are planning for the annual 
Mid-Year event to be held January 30 and 31, 1928. The 
Glee Clubs at the Bates School are directed by Sub-Master 
Henry Burkland and are preparing several selections for their 
Spring Concert. 
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In my survey of the music situation I have suggested 
a few changes from time to time and would make a further 
one at this time in introducing some new devices for pre- 
senting principles in the first six grades which I have seen 
demonstrated at the last music Supervisors Convention in 
Worcester and from study of the situation in several large 
communities. All of the pedagogical work is done in the 
first six grades and any presentation that will drive the 
subject matter home are worthy of a thorough trial and with 
your approval will use them in these grades. One other 
suggestion and that is, the introduction of music appreciation 
into the grades, to do this phonographs are necessary in every 
building with a good sized list of records to be used as a sort 
of circulating library. This stimulates the pupils interest 
in better music and is an incentive toward carrying on in 
the Junior and Senior High Schools. 

The music in the grades is standardized by using the 
same system of books throughout. The Junior High School 
is fully equipped with new material and the suburban schools 
will be equally well cared for by the new books which were 
suggested and which we hope to see installed soon. 

As these new plans are carried out we foresee an improve- 
ment in the already splendid condition of music in the Mid- 
dleboro Public Schools.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF ART

I herewith respectfully submit to you a report of the 
work of the Art Department for the year ending December 
30, 1927. 


The Art Department aims to shape the tastes and 
develop the powers of observation and appreciation, to meet 
the needs of the nation, not only for creative artists, but for 
finer tastes in citizens, to set up standards which will act as 
guides in choice, involving color design and appropriateness, 
to give to the young people a creative interest in order, and 
to make them dissatisfied with chaos and discord. ‘It is 
to be desired that all movements toward making Art intelli- 
gible to the people shall be offered every encouragement 
as contributing to the development, not only of knowledge, 
but adding to the intelligent interest and joy of life.” 

Most everyone today knows its unlimitable value in 
our every day life. The beginnings of the careers for the 
designers, craftsmans, architects, illustrators, painters, artists 
of the coming generation, are started in the Art class room 
of today. Nocity isa city without its architecture, no home 
a home without its furniture and decoration— no person is 
attractive without the costume design and so on; the in- 
stances of its importances goes. 

This much, however, proves that the teaching of draw- 
ing is no longer considered in the light of a fad or frill of lesser 
importance and that Art must be included in all subjects. 

The work in the elementary grades, builds a foundation 
in drawing, construction, and appreciation, whereas in the 
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seventh and eighth grades and High School this should be 
supplemented by a deeper appreciation, more specialized 
information and greater skill. 

By having an extra day added to the work in the High 
School, it has given the opportunity to a hundred and fifty 
pupils, a hundred more than previous years. From the 
Senior Art Class members have entered Art Schools and are 
doing splendid work. Freehand and Mechanical Drawing 
to pupils who have elected the subject and whose work given 
the right development shows marked talent, another good 
reason for doubling the time previously given. It is of great 
advantage to them. 

Each grade is visited once every week with the exception 
of the first and second grades, having visits every two weeks. 
The suburban schools are supervised and visited once every 
six weeks, however, the time spent at these schools is longer 
than in other years. The High School is visited two days a 
week—the extra day given to the work in the High School 
makes it possible to give the large classes in Mechanical and 
Freehand drawing a chance for more individual attention. 

The lessons have been outlined on the following subjects, 
construction work, theory of color, illustration, representa- 
tion, costume design, interior decoration, lettering, poster 
design, object drawing, nature drawing and design. The 
Primary grades have lessons on the above subjects on a 
very simplified basis. Elementary grades have lessons on a 
more advanced basis. The suburban schools have a course 
of the same outlined for the teachers to follow. High school 
work is carried on with an aim to cultivate good taste—to 
teach good judgment in selection and arrangement to train 
students to adapt to their needs, ideas and suggestions gained 
through a more complete knowledge of Art. 

Apart from the regular work numerous calls for posters, 
some for outside organizations and some for school activities, 
were made by the High School Art pupils. 

Book Week was observed by making Posters by the 
High School Class, prizes being offered for the best. The 
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exhibit of these was held in the Public Library. Much talent 
was displayed in the execution of the ideas worked out. 

An Art Exhibition was held at the Town Hall—June 9, 
1927. It consisted of construction, Interior Decorating, 
Costume Design, Architectural Drawings, Mechanical Draw- 
ings, Illustrations, Design Handicraft work, Manual Train- 
ing and Sewing. Work from every school was exhibited. 
Attendance at an exhibition gives one a better chance to 
observe and learn of the value of the work of the Art de- 
partment. 

The pupils should learn that Art, all they can receive of 
it in school, will return much value and great dividends, not 
in gold or material prosperity but in golden hours of vision 
and soul enjoyment that far surpasses Money. 

In closing, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
of the support always extended to me by the Superintendent 
and my gratefulness to the principals and teachers who 
have helped me in my efforts.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PENMANSHIP 


J. Stearns Cushing, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


In submitting to you my report for the school year end- 
ing December 31, 1927, it is with great regret that I am oblig- 
ed to announce the death of Mr. A. N. Palmer head of the 
A. N. Palmer Co. of New York and founder of the system 
of penmanship used in the Middleboro public schools. I am 
sure that the community will mourn the passing of so emin- 
ent an exponent of the art of handwriting. 

Coming as I did to Middleboro in the middle of the Fall 
term, I believe it may be somewhat premature to make any 
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announcement of statistics of attainment, but it may be of 
interest to you to know that in 15 classes reporting to date, 
consisting of 616 pupils, 424 have received awards of one 
kind or another for decided improvement in penmanship. 
Credit for this remarkable improvement is very largely due 
to the untiring efforts of the individual teachers in our public 
school system, in my opinion, for after all, the supervisor 
merely ‘directs’ and the teacher does the real work. I be- 
lieve that our Middleboro teachers are unusually fine in co- 
operation in connection with penmanship supervision. 

In a few instances students have reported to me that 
while they practice the Palmer Method most assiduously 
during school hours, they discard it almost entirely when 
preparing written work at home. This condition, of course, 
is detrimental to the student’s own best interests and it will 
be greatly appreciated if parents will cooperate, whenever 
possible, by insisting upon the student using the same system 
of penmanship at home as in school. 

It is to be a part of my policy to keep in close touch with 
any new developments offered by the Palmer Co. and to re- 
port the same to you for your consideration. At the present 
time the same system of awards is in effect as that outlined 
by Mr. Harold Sears in last year’s school report, that is, 
the Red Star Award, the Silver Star Award, and the Certi- 
ficate, each being presented upon the satisfactory completion 
of specified requirements. In addition there are the usual 
Palmer pins and awards for meritorious progress. 

At the present time I am visiting 28 classes, consisting 
of approximately 1000 pupils, and I find the chief reward 
for my efforts in the bright eyes and happy smiles of the 
boys and girls of Middleboro. 

In closing I want to thank you and the members of the 
School Committee for the helpful cooperation and interest 
evidenced in the work of this department.

I herewith submit my annual report. 

As usual, during the year all pupils were examined and 
parents notified of defects found. 

This department, apparently, is the means of stimulating 
interest in a portion of the parents in regard to the importance 
of having corrected the, so called, minor defects as shown 
by the fact that during the year, there were twenty-four (24) 
operations for the removal of tonsils and adenoids and nine- 
ty-eight (98) cases of defective teeth cared for by the family 
dentists. 

May I, through the medium of this report, call to the 
attention of the parents the importance of caring for the 
abnormalities herein indicated—thus to relieve the child 
of poisons that interfere with his progress in school,— 
prevent him from benefitting fully from the instruction 
provided, and which, may prevent him from ever reaching 
the high school. There is not a badly neglected mouth in 
our high school to-day. 

For the results obtained in this department, due credit 
must be given to our most efficient School Nurse, who, by, 
her untiring efforts, and efficient work is carrying into the 
home the message of better health conditions. 

I desire, at this time, to extend my sincere thanks to 
the Superintendent of Schools, the principals and teachers 
for their kindly co-operation.

I took four of our underweight children to the Health 
Camp in South Hanson for July and August. They all 
gained from 41% to 9 lbs. in weight and enjoyed their vacation 
there. I was discouraged to find that many home visits 
had to be made in order to find a parent who would consent 
to let their child go. For some reason or other the parents 
do not realize that they are taking the child’s health out of 
his hands by refusing to take advantage of this wonderful 
opportunity. The expenses of the children who went were 
paid from the Christmas Seal Sale Fund and generous do- 
nations of the Middleboro Lodge of Elks Senior Red Cross 
and The District Nurse Association. 

General Inspection was carried on in the way of clean- 
liness, personal hygiene, and contagious diseases. 

Meetings with the Girl Scouts every two weeks last 
Spring and every week this Fall and Winter were held and 
examinations given in First Aid and Home Nursing. 

Plans for a ‘Dental Clinic’? have been made and will — 
have the support of all local dentists. The following do- 
nations have been received:

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 

I hereby submit the nineteenth annual report and de- 
tailed statement of the duties performed by the Police 
Department of the Town of Middleborough, for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1927. 

The past year has been an unusually busy one. The con- 
stantly increasing number of automobiles has kept the Police 
Department very busy. It would bea great help in handling 
traffic at the crossing at Thatcher’s row at night, if a spot 
light could be installed, like the one that was recently in- 
stalled at the four corners. This would help the officers in 
getting directions from the operators of cars, and in helping 
the pedestrian crossing the street. Also would help to take 
care of the conjestion of traffic at this point, which is very 
heavy during the summer months. 

With the crime wave sweeping this section and the in- 
creasing automobile traffic, together with the continual dan- 
gers our officers face while enforcing the laws, I would re- 
commend that the officers be given an increase in salary.

No new mains have been laid this year, and no new 
hydrants installed. There have, however, been two new 6 
inch main gates installed and five services. 

The operation of the filter plant at the pumping station 
is as follows:—The raw water is pumped from the well to the 
coke filter, after passing through which it goes to the sand 
filter and from there to the clear water well from which it is 
pumped direct to the standpipe. As the coke does not re- 
move all the iron and other impurities, these are deposited on 
the surface of the sand filters, necessitating the cleaning of 
the surface. As this cleaning is done a small quantity of 
sand is removed so that in course of time the sand has to be 
renewed. This was the case this year, requiring 600 cubic 
yards of sand at a cost of $879.62. Included in this amount 
is the cost of the removal of the remaining amount of the old 
sand and the placing of the new. 

The usual care has been taken of the hydrants, main 
gates and curb stops. All main gates have been tested and 
put in good condition. The hydrants have been inspected 
twice and all needed repairs made. 

Each year brings to the attention of the department 
more and more old services which need renewing, many of 
which have been in use since the original installation of the 
system. 

The standpipe constructed in 1915 is, like many another 
built of similar material, showing a decided seepage, which is 
causing a spalling off of small sections of the outside coating, 
and slowly disintegrating the whole structure. The remedy 
for this is to reline the inside with some suitable waterproof- 
ing material. A sufficient amount of information has not 
yet been obtained to warrant a recommendation.

The suggest- 
ed Plumbing Laws would be alright for a large city but as 
they wil! increase the cost of labor and material one-third, 
your committee recommends that they should not be adopt- 
ed.

Department for 1927. 


State Standards :— 

The State Standards at Forest St. are in excellent con- 
dition. All State Standard weights were tested by the 
State Department and variations noted and are on file in 
the cabinet. The yard measure is excellent and very useful. 
The dry and liquid measures are also in good condition. 


Town Work:— 

The auto truck scale has been, and is very useful to the 
town. ‘The beams have all been newly painted and the scale 
is in first class condition. The 50 lb. test weights have all 
been painted and calibrated. The 5 gallon, 4 gallon and 1 
gallon gasoline test measures are in good condition, but the 
2 gallon and 3 gallon measures will have to be replaced this 
year. 

A number of peddlers have been warned about peddling 
without licenses, and all have conformed to the law. Gaso- 
line pumps seem to still be gaining in number and are a 
source of annoyance all the time and need constant atten- 
tion. 

Bakers and Butchers have this year been ordered by the 
State Department to take out State licenses; also the Trans- 
ient Vendor law has been ordered to be enforced. 

The regular office supplies will be needed for the coming 
year. 
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Men going through town buying chickens have been 
hard to contend with. Two were brought into Court and 
fined.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH DEPARTMENT 


I herewith submit my report of work done by the Moth 
Department for the year 1927. 

During the early months of the year the usual creosoting 
of gypsy moth egg clusters and gathering of the brown tail 
nests was carried on throughout the private orchards, shade 
trees, roadside woods and those woods adjacent to private 
property. From vear to year we find here and there a very 
slight infestation of brown tails, on some places as few as 
twelve nests, and once in a while we find as many as a quart 
in one locality, but the gathering of them is so complete that 
there is never a chance that they will get beyond control. 

However, the story of the gypsy moth is far different. 
This pest can never be eliminated by creosoting, for it is 
impossible to do a 100% thorough job, but it will eliminate 
a quick stripping of orchards and will hold a great mass of 
them in check on the roadside trees and woodland, thereby 
giving us a chance to get the poison spray upon the leaves 
before they are completely stripped. We can never hope 
to completely vanquish this pest by any present known 
mechanical means, but we do hope and plan to protect the 
private orchards and shade trees and to keep our roadsides 
as beautiful and green as possible. 

The tent caterpillar was not very abundant this year, 
therefore we did not spray for them excepting a few cases of 
private orchards. Fortunately for the town, there was no 
heavy infestation of the elm leaf beetle. This pest is easily 
controlled by the poison spray and a lack of them this year 
showed that a very thorough job of spraying was done in 
1926. To complete the job, spraying for this beetle should 
be done every year and about the first of July we started out 
to spray the elms but we found the engines of the two big 
sprayers could not be made to function. I believe that these 
two sprayers were purchased second-hand in 1912 from the 
State. These engines have worked for over fifteen years 
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at capacity, and now they must be junked. I do hope that 
in 1928 some new piece of equipment will be provided that 
will be powerful enough to force the spray poison to the tops 
of our tall shade trees. 

In April the department sprayed five private orchards 
with a dormant spray material. On May 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
the department sprayed twenty-five private orchards with 
arsenate of lead to control the tent caterpillar. Because of 
the late Spring, late blossom season and late blossom fall, 
the private apple orchards were not in a proper condition 
to spray until about the twenty-sixth of May, at. which date 
we started with two small sprayers on this work. From 
May twenty-sixth to June twenty-eighth we sprayed 259 
private orchards; after that date we sprayed 2 cranberry 
bogs and one potato patch of about twelve acres, making a 
total of 292 private jobs of spraying. This is an increase 
of 48 over the figures of 1926, and an increase of 204 over 
that of 19238. 

Space cannot be given up here to a detailed report of 
the numerous insects that prey upon our fruits, but one must 
realize that one application of a stomach poison will not 
control all the fruit pests. Arsenate of lead has no effect 
upon the insect that sucks the sap from the leaves and fruit; 
does not hinder the apple maggot whose egg is laid inside 
the skin of the fruit and has no detrimental effect on tree 
diseases. A detailed report and control of all fruit pests 
may be had for the asking by writing the Plymouth County 
Farm Bureau at Brockton. 

The spraying of the roadsides to control the gypsy 
moths was started just as soon as the leaves had grown large 
enough to offer a surface on which the poison could be held. 
This year we used a barrel of fish oil with the arsenate of 
lead spray on the roadside trees. This oil not only spreads 
the poison over a greater surface but it acts as an adhesive, 
when thoroughly dried, and the poison is not washed off 
by the rains. The year 1927 showed the heaviest infestation 
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of gypsy moths of any year since I have been connected with 
the department. Approximately fifty-six hundred acres 
of Middleboro’s woodland was stripped 100%. This strip- 
ping was found in the following sections of the town:— 
Spruce, Benson and Highland Streets, 1000 acres; Miller 
St., Marion Road and the Rock, 1500 acres; Center, Bed- 
ford, Clay, Pleasant and Plymouth Streets, 600 acres; Rocky 
Meadow, Rocky Gutter and Purchase Streets, 2500 acres. 
These figures do not take into account areas of the town 
showing partial feeling. The Federal Government liberated 
some four colonies of parasites in different parts of the town 
and specimen of egg clusters have recently been gathered 
and shipped to the Federal Laboratory at Melrose 
Highlands for the purpose of determining the percentage of 
parasitism. 

In conclusion I will state that the personel of the Moth 
Department is capable of property planting, grafting and 
pruning fruit orchards and shade trees, remove large or 
small trees and to take care of all cavity work, and all this 
at the cost price of labor.

The animals in Middleboro appear healthy as a rule, 
very little tuberculosis being found, only a very few quaran- 
tines being issued for this or any other reason. 

So far there has been no rabies in Middleboro, yet it 
has been very near in some of the surrounding towns, and 
in these nearby towns the dogs are ordered restrained at 
this time by the Division of Animal Industry under whose 
jurisdiction contagious and infectious diseases are placed. 
I trust Middleboro will escape this dread disease, as its 
prevalence means a great deal to all concerned and must be 
handled so as to stamp it out as quickly as possible.

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FOREST WARDEN 


There have been a total of 45 fires this year, burning 
105 acres of grass, brush and second growth land. Of these, 
12 were railroad fires, burning over 35 acres. The remain- 
ing 70 acres were burned over by the 33 fires caused by care- 
lessness or lighting fires without permit; one of these being 
caused by girls smoking. 

Three of these fires consumed by carelessness burned 
over 491% acres, resulting in a damage of $1,270.00. The 
largest fire and the one causing the most damage was caused 
by burning without a permit. The person was arrested 
upon complaint of the State District Forest Warden, but 
through a technicality of the law, was not convicted. 

Our fire loss will compare very favorably with other 
towns in this section and is due largely to the fact that the 
Moth Department is the “Flying Squad”’ in this department.

This year, as in previous years, the total expense of this 
department has been for labor and tools used in trimming 
the dead limbs from the trees in the center of the town, and 
the removal of dead trees. 

The water-proofing of our roads with oil surface treat- 
ment, and the construction of hard surface walks are slowly 
starving our trees so that in the years to come the trees 
which now beautify our streets will have all died and been 
removed. There seems to be no remedy for it as there is 
no place within the limits of our highways where trees can 
be set out with any possibility of their living.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


As has been the program for the past six years, nearly 
all the money that has been available for graveling has been 
spent on the outside roads. This work has been done on 
the routes covered by the school busses and the rural free 
delivery, as we felt that the getting the children to school, 
and the mail delivered, together with the delivery of the milk 
and produce from the farms to the customer, are the first 
things to be considered when a road program is established. 
Working along these lines substantial improvements have 
been made on Sachem St., River St., Thompson St., Fuller 
St., Wood St., Bridge St., Cross St., and Cedar St., at a cost 
of $4900.00 for labor alone, the cost of operating and main- 
tenance of the trucks and the cost of gravel being charged 
to items in the appropriation covering these. In addition 
to the graveling, all the outside roads have been scraped 
twice, in the spring and fall. This is the first year that fall 
scraping has been done and it is a question just how much 
good it has done. Our thought was that if the roads could 
be shaped up before winter set in that it would improve the 
drainage sufficiently so that the conditions existing when the 
frost came out would be greatly improved. The mild winter 
we have had has exploded this theory and I doubt if much 
good came from this expense. 


SNOW 


There were but two snow storms during 1927, The 
first occurred Jan. 11th when eleven inches fell, but as the 
temperature was about 32° the snow was damp, thus pre- 
venting drifting. The second storm occurred Feb. 19th and 
20th, when 51% inches fell. As the temperature during this 
storm was about 24° and the wind strong, there was con- 
siderable drifting, but caused no great inconvenience. 
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SOUTH MIDDLEBORO PATROL 


Mr. Haire is still doing very good work in this section 
as the improved condition of the roads in his section bear 
witness. The expense for this year has been $1921.91. 


MARION ROAD, PERRY AND MILLER STREETS 


The work done on this road was through co-operation 
of the State and County. A new layout fifty feet in width 
was made from Marion Road onto Perry St., and then Perry 
and Miller Streets to the Rock Station, thus straightening 
the road and flatening the sharp curves. One section was 
on a new location necessitating quite a heavy fill, and where 
the road passed through the ledge it necessitated the removal 
of about 650 cubic yards of rock in order to obtain the stand- 
ard width of road. 

The obtaining of easements for the road caused so much 
delay in 1926 that little was done that year, leaving nearly 
all the appropriation for the two years to be spent this year. 

The total cost of Long Point Road, Marion Road, Perry 
and Miller Streets, a distance of 3.73 miles, has been $35,618. 
96. Of this amount the State paid $138,000 the County 
$7000, the Peirce Trustees $4,000 and the Town $11,618.96. 
The total cost of the road per mile was $9,549.82 or the town’s 
cost was $3,115.00 per mile. This road was built of gravel 
of a thickness varying from 6 inches to 12 inches; thoroughly 
water bound and rolled with a binding coat of tar and a 
seal of wearing coat of asphalt. 


TOOLS AND EQUIPMENT 


Our tools and equipment are in good condition. There 
has been added to the snow removal equipment this year 
one Mead-Morrison five ton tractor and plow and one steel 
truck plow. 

There is great need in this department of a portable 
gravel crushing and screening plant in order that we may do 
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our work cheaper, and obtain better material to withstand 
the automobile travel. 


NEW SIDEWALKS 


From the special appropriation for new sidewalks, 
cement walks and curbs have been constructed on North 
Main St. in front of the new High School; Peirce St. north 
side from a point midway between North Main St. and 
School St. to Rice St., and on the southerly side of Wareham 
St. from So. Main St. to Clifford St. 


BRUSH 


The road-side brush is the cause of constant complaint 
and will be until a large sum of money is appropriated to 
take care of it. 

The appropriation has been spent principally this year 
on Thomas St , Chestnut St., Purchase St., Rocky Meadow 
St., Sachem St., Tispaquin St. and Cross St. 


BRIDGES 


This department has been under a very unusual main- 
tenance expense on bridges this year. Center Street rail- 
road bridge and the south railroad bridge on Grove St. were 
replanked. The retaining wall of the bridge at the herring 
way on Wareham St. and part of the bridge, was rebuilt. 
Later in the fall the abutments of the Auburn St. bridge over 
the Taunton River between Middleboro and Bridgewater 
gave away which necessitated its rebuilding. After a con- 
sultation with the selectmen of Bridgewater, it was decided 
that as this bridge is used but little, to rebuild it with a pile 
bridge. Mr. Frank Taylor of New Bedford was employed 
to do the work with creosoted piles and lumber; the expense 
being borne by the two towns. 

The total bridge expense for the year was $4,963.82.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK 


I herewith submit my annual report as Inspector of 
Milk for the year ending December 31, 1927. 

The inspector was handicapped in his collection of sam- 
ples of milk for analysis during the past year. The person 
who has collected the samples and analyzed them for a 
number of years could not do the work as often as required, 
owing to the increase of the collections in the city where he 
is employed. Would recommend that the Board purchase 
a collection sample outfit, and that the Inspector collect the 
samples of milk from dairies and take them to Brockton for 
analysis. 

July 25th, samples were taken from twenty dairies; 
sample analysis revealed that four dairies were selling milk 
under the standard required by the Commonwealth. 

July 20th, samples were taken from fourteen dairies, 
and three dairies from this collection were producing milk 
under standard. Later samples collected from some dairies 
were analyzed and revealed that the butter fat had been in- 
creased and the milk was of good quality. 

A license was granted one dairy to establish and main- 
tain a plant for the pasteurization of milk. 71 licenses were 
granted for the sale of milk, and 35 producers’ permits were 
issued.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


In submitting my report as Health Officer for the year 
ending December 31, 1927, I am pleased to report that the 
health conditions during 1927 were very satisfactory. It 
is very encouraging to note that according to the records of 
the Board of Health, the number of cases of contagious 
diseases reported has continued to be smaller each year for 
the past four years. There has not been a case of diphtheria 
reported in Middleboro for two years. Three adult people 
working in adjacent towns contracted the disease and came 
home to recuperate, but no other person was infected. 

If parents could be induced to co-operate with the health 
department in the immunizing of their children, most of 
the contagious diseases would be wholly eliminated in a few 
years. 

There was a small epidemic of mumps, 96 cases being 
reported. 70 cases were reported in April and May, and the 
other 26 cases were scattered through the year. 

There were 11 cases of scarlet fever reported, six in 
January and five cases during the balance of the year. 

Chicken-pox, measles and whooping cough were 
reported at different times. They were kept under control 
and quickly suppressed. 

During the epidemic of infantile paralysis in the Com- 
monwealth, 3 cases were reported in Middleboro. As soon 
as reported the cases were removed to a Boston Hospital, 
for expert attention and to prevent infection to others. 
One of the patients died; the others recovered and are now 
in normal condition. During this epidemic all the dairies 
supplying milk to the dealers who furnished milk to the homes 
of the infected children were visited, and all employees who 
handled the milk were examined as to their condition of 
health.

Jan. 1, 1927 Miss Canning, the school and health nurse 
resigned. Miss Helen Pasztor was appointed to the posi- 
tion. Miss Pasztor is a registered nurse, a graduate of the 
St. Elizabeth Hospital of Boston. She has been very suc- 
cessful in her work during 1927. 


Tuberculosis 


In co-operation with the ten year plan of the Com- 
monwealth for the eradication of tuberculosis, the health 
department has given to this disease a great deal of attention 
during the past year. 

All pupils in the public schools were carefully weighed 
and their heights recorded each month. The parents of 
the pupils ten percent under-weight were notified and in- 
structed in regard to change of diet. A great many improved 
by the change suggested. Those who continued to be 10% 
under-weight were requested to report to the clinic conducted 
by the committee of experts appointed by the Common- 
wealth to examine and tuberculine test suspicious pupils. 
More than 70 children with their parents attended the clinic, 
all were tuberculine tested and each given a thorough ex- 
amination and exrayed. Later a letter was sent to each of 
the parents instructing and advising what they should do 
to improve the condition of the children. 

To prevent duplicating in the town report, for further 
information of the health department see the report of the 
Health Nurse. 

Jan. 1, 1927 there were 6 cases in the sanitorium, one 
case was admitted in January., Feb. 1, there were 7 cases, 
two cases were admitted in February. March 1, there were 
9 cases, one case was discharged and 2 cases died in March.

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Nuisances 


The collection of garbage has been very unsatisfactory 
during the summer. The health department was flooded 
with complaints of the non-collection and poor service. No 
doubt part of the inefficiency was due to one of the collectors 
having his license to drive an automobile revoked and having 
to use a horse in his collections for sixty days, in the rush of 
the season. 

The conditions at the public dump were greatly im- 
proved during the past year. Having a man in attendance 
at the dump each day that the public is allowed to deposit 
rubbish has very much improved the service, also the un- 
sightliness of the premises.

Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to present herewith the fifty-second 
annual report of the Middleborough Public Library. 

The records show that the year 1927 has been a busy 
and a successful one for the library. Although the circu- 
lation has not repeated the phenomenal gain of 8,000 books 
that our last year’s report showed, we are well pleased to 
have sustained that interest and to be able to show a gain - 
over last year’s circulation of 3,061 books. 

Many innovations have been introduced with success, 
thus helping to make new friends and bring more people 
in contact with the library and its work. 

One of the most successful of the year’s activities was 
the ‘““Know Your Library’? campaign held during Children’s 
Book Week, November 13th-20th. The upper floor of the 
library was given over to exhibits. In the Community Room 
was a display of all classes of books to be found in the library. 
Among these were many of the latest books on the various 
subjects. The classes of books were indicated by attractive 
signs. The table of new novels was particularly popular. 
There were attendants dressed in appropriate costumes to 
eare for the books,—one in old fashioned dress for books on 
antiques and rare volumes, one in a genuine Swedish costume 
for travel books. Across the hall in the Trustee’s Room was 
a large display of children’s books, presided over by Mother 
Goose. 

In the Exhibition hall were Book Week posters made by 
High School students under the supervision of the Art In- 
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structor, Miss Sylvia Comley. Prizes for the posters were 
awarded as follows: To the boy whose poster was con- 
sidered best by the judges, a copy of “‘We,” by Charles 
Lindbergh, awarded to Nicholas Panesis, and to the girl 
whose poster won the vote of the judges, a copy of ‘‘The 
Girl in White Armor,” by Albert Bigelow Paine, awarded 
to Miss Staesia Strojny. Honorable mention was given to 
posters made by Cecelia Paradis, Edith Cronan, Florence 
Clark and Austin Ward. 

Also in connection with Book Week, a change was made 
in the bulletin of new books that is issued every three months. 
Instead of including the children’s books in each issue as 
has been the custom, a Children’s Bulletin was printed and 
distributed during Children’s Book Week. This bulletin 
included a list of the children’s books added to the library 
during the year, and was made attractive by illustrations 
from some of the books mentioned in the bulletin. 

A course in Modern Literature conducted by Mr. Ralph 
Dow of New Bedford and held in the Trustee’s Room, was 
much enjoyed by the large number who attented the class. 
We have had many requests to have another course of a 
similar nature, which we hope to do. 

An experiment which has proved most interesting has 
been the Visitor’s Register, instituted in July. Since then 
we have had visitors from many states in the Union, from 
Honolulu and from England. 

A feature that has been popular with the public this 
year has been the display of new books that were to be put 
into circulation the next week. These were placed in a 
conspicuous place with a sign stating that they were to go 
into circulation the following week, and if one wished, they 
could place their name on the reserve list for any of the books 
they would particularly like to read. 

Many of the same features have been continued as in 
years past. Talks on books have been given at the Cabot 
Club. Classes for instruction in the use of books and the 
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library have been given to more pupils than ever before, four 
classes of forty each, one hundred and sixty pupils of the 
eighth grade receiving this instruction. The library again 
issued bookmarks with holiday greetings at Christmas time. 

Deposits of books are still kept at Miss Laura Deane’s, 
East Middleboro, at the South Middleboro school, and at 
the Montgomery Home. 

Certificates have been awarded to school children for 
reading a required number of books on the State reading list, 
fifty-two certificates being awarded for reading five books 
and eight honor certificates for reading twenty books. 

The library has been the recipient of many gifts. A 
tea set that belonged to a member of the Peirce family, a 
gift of Miss Camilla Tompkins of Pawtucket, has been added 
to the case of Peirce possessions. All the books belonging 
to the Edward S. Hathaway Estate were presented to the 
library, and a collection was received from Mrs. Margaret 
Wood Emerson. The Daisy Troop of the Girl Scouts gave 
the library a copy of “Little Sister’, by Margaret Kyle. 
The library gratefully acknowledges other gifts of books 
and magazines, which are such a welcome addition to our 
collection 


Some repairing of the building has been done this past 
year,—new front doors were necessary, the old ones having 
warped and rotted beyond repair; the ladies’ rest room has 
been entirely refinished, and the Community Room has been 
dressed up with bright new window draperies. 

In June the librarian, and Miss Louise Pratt of the 
staff, attended the conference of the American Library 
Association held in Toronto, from which they derived much 
pleasure and inspiration. The personnel of the staff remains 
the same as last year. Three weeks vacation instead of two 
were granted two members of the staff because of their long 
period of service. 


In conclusion I would thank all those who have been so 
helpful in making the work of the library for 1927 a success. 
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The Town officials have been most courteous, Mr. Lorenzo 
Wood of the Gazette has indeed been generous in giving so 
much space to library matters, and those connected with 
the schools have cooperated in every way to further the 
happy relationship existing between the library and the 

schools. 


I am deeply appreciative of the generous support of 
the Library Trustees, and of the genuinely fine spirit display- 
ed by the staff.

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REPORT OF MEMORIAL HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Middleboro, Mass., Jan. 14, 1928. 


The erection of a new high school building has been 
one of the most important matters before the town for several 
years. Several committees have been appointed and have 
submitted plans and recommendations, some for a more 
expensive and some for a less expensive building than the 
present building, all of which failed to secure the two-thirds 
vote required. 

At.a special town meeting held June 29, 1925, a ““Com- 
mittee of Fifty,’’ consisting of forty men and ten women, 
was appointed to consider the school needs of the town. 
This committee was carefully chosen to represent all sec- 
tions of the town, as well as to include most of the members 
of the previous committees. This “‘Committee of Fifty” 

held its first meeting July 6, 1925. On October 15th a special 
‘ committee of five persons was appointed from the “Com- 
mittee of Fifty’’ to bring before it concrete plans for their 
consideration. On December 18th this special committee 
submitted to the “Committee of Fifty’? plans and recom- 
mendations which the “Committee of Fifty’’ voted to adopt. 
This report recommended a building designed by architect 
Wm. H. McLean of Boston, to cost $175,000.00 to construct 
and equip, and at a special town meeting January 11, 1926, 
the “Committee of Fifty’? made its report and asked for an 
appropriation to carry out their recommendations. The 
appropriation was voted by a vote of 591 “‘Yes” and 108 
“No.’’ The motion also stated that the naming of the 
building committee to carry out the provisions of the vote 
be left with the “‘Committee of Fifty.” 
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In order to correct a technical informality in the method 
of presenting the matter at the above town meeting, it was 
necessary to take another ballot at a special town meeting 
held April 12, 1926. At this meeting the former vote was 
ratified by a vote of 518 “yes” and 71 “no”’. 

Bids were advertised for in March 1926, and contracts 
were placed about May lst and work started at once. The 
building was completed in August 1927, occupied at the 
opening of the school year in September, and dedicated 
Sept. 16, 1927. 

The lot on which the building stands was presented to 
the town by the Trustees under the will of Thomas S. Peirce. 

The building committee, appointed at the town meeting 
on Jan. 11, 1926, was entrusted with the erection of the 
new high school building authorized by vote of the same 
meeting. At this meeting $175,000.00 was appropriated 
for this purpose, which amount was later increased by ad- 
ditional appropriations of $1,500.00 for grading, and 
$4,000.00 for work not included in the original plan. There 
was also appropriated from the War Bonus Fund refunded 
by the state the sum of $4,890.63 for the purpose of con- 
structing a balcony in the auditorium of the new high school, 
and providing seats therefor. 

The work of your committee has been completed; the 
building is in use and speaks for itself. In closing we wish 
to submit the following report of the funds appropriated 
for our use.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Our report for the year 1927 shows a decided improve- 
ment at the farm, but a large increase in expense for outside 
aid. 

Expenses at the farm show a decrease of $2358.91 while 
the inventory shows an increase after depreciation of $1197.90 
A net reduction in expense of $3556.81. During 1928 we 
hope to make still further decrease in expense. 

The value of property shows a decrease because the 
wood lot at Pocksha pond was sold to the City of New Bed- 
ford. This lot was carried in our inventory at $3000.00 (the 
assessors figures) and the money received for it by the town 
was not credited to our department. 

The total number of inmates for the year was 23, 12 of 
whom were boarders. The average number was 15. On 
Jan. 1, 1928 there were 17 inmates, 8 of whom were boarders. 
In 1926 the average was 17144. We could care for from 20 
to 25 with practically the same expense as at present, and if 
they were boarders it would mean an additional revenue of 
over $2000. Each additional inmate of course reduces the 
average cost. 

The town cemetery has been cleared of bushes and will 
be seeded down in the spring. 

Collection of swill by the town is quite profitable and 
having the hogs on the land is improving it materially. The 
total expense for this account was $1242.00. The hogs sold 
netted $1721.24 and we now have 89 on hand as compared 
to 72 a year ago. This year provision will have to be made 
for a suitable vehicle with covered body, in which to cart the 
swill. 

The collection of rubbish and care of dump cost $834.83. 
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Owing to the great amount of unemployment the past 
year there have been unusual calls for aid to families needing 
temporary relief. Unless working conditions improve soon 
the need for 1928 will be even greater. Fortunately for 
Middleboro an unusual number of people aided had settle- 
ments in other towns, and we will be reimbursed for aid 
rendered them. During the past year we aided 304 people 
besides those at the farm. 

Where advisable we have changed temporary aid to 
mothers aid, thereby securing from the state one third of 
the aid given. 

The bills have been sent promptly and are nearly all 
paid to Dec. Ist except those owed us by the state. Over 
$3600. of the money owed by the state should have been 
paid in 1927. No doubt we shall receive this money soon, 
but it cannot be used in our 1927 account, nor as an estimated 
receipt for 1928. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the various 
societies and individuals, who have contributed liberally 
to those needing help. 

Many people come to this department with requests 
for work... They do not want the town to help them, but to 
give them a chance to earn a living. Failing to find work 
for them, we have to aid them until they can secure work 
for themselves. We would ask people needing some one to 
work, to give us a call. We may supply your wants, help 
some family to live, and save the town money. | 

There is the usual amount of criticism to be heard. It 
often happens that you know something we should know. 
Why not come and tell us. If your criticism is just we will 
do all in our power to remove the cause. If unjust we will 
show you why it is so. 

We had hoped that the question of overdraft would not 
come up this year, but conditions have been such that it 
was absolutely unavoidable. The estimate for appropria- 
tion is based on present expenses and unless working con-

ditions become worse, the amount asked for should take care 
of all needs of the department for 1928.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present herewith, for your con- 
sideration, the seventh annual report of the Chief of the 
Middleboro Fire Department, for the year ending December 
31, 1927, in accordance with Section 21 of Chapter 592, 
Acts of 1920. 


APPARATUS 


The apparatus of the department consists of the fol- 
lowing :— 

1 Maxim 500 Gallon Pumping Engine, purchased June 
28, 1920. 

1 Knox Combination Chemical and Hose Car, pur- 
chased October 14, 1912. 

1 Maxim City Service Ladder Truck, purchased October 
11915: 

1 Maxim Hose Car, purchased May 12, 1914. 

All are well supplied with ladders, 3 gallon hand extin- 
guishers and the most necessary appliances for aiding the 
extinguishing of fires.

I am more firmly convinced than ever that the contin- 
ued practice of cellar and building inspection has been a big 
factor in keeping the possible fires down to the present num- 
ber by removing the fire hazards that might cause serious 
fires with large losses. About 150 buildings and stores re- 
quire this class of service and during the year 1542 regular 
monthly and 61 special inspections were made, making a 
total of 1603. Sixty-one places were found and reported 
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where conditions existed that were fire hazards. Fifty-eight 
owners or tenants after receiving due notice removed the 
rubbish or otherwise made conditions safe. Two of the 
other 3 cases, which are junk yards, still remain almost as 
bad and unsafe as a year ago. 

The usual monthly practice of each company and the 
general practice in which the entire department take part, 
were held during each of the summer months. 

The first step toward safeguarding life has been taken 
in installing 4 auxiliary fire alarm stations in St. Lukes Hos- 
pital. A special box has replaced old box 53 on the corner 
of Centre and Oak Streets and these 4 stations connected to 
it. 

This new box serves as a street box for protection of 
that section but with the additional advantage that it can 
be pulled in from the hospital thereby saving the time other- 
wise necessary to go to the box. 

_An engineer formerly connected with the National 
Board of Underwriters has recently made a survey of the 
entire fire alarm system. 

From his report it is apparent that many of the present 
boxes are of the old interfering boxes with low grade or worn 
out insulation. There are some 29 of these, many of which 
were placed in service when the Fire Alarm system was in- 
stalled in 1889, and have now become obsolete and inefficient. 

It was expected to paint and put new tires on some of 
the apparatus, but because of other requirements which seem- 
ed more important this was not done but for the benefit of 
the apparatus and safety, provision should be made for 
doing these things this year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
A new 750 gallon pumping engine. 
An 8 circuit automatic repeater. This is the chief de- 
fect in the present system and its installation would com- 


plete the original layout of the outfit contained in the Head- 
quarters. 
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That new street boxes of proper type be installed and 
remote control or auxiliary stations for operating same be 
installed in new High School, Bates School, School St. 
School and West Side School. 

That a plan be adopted covering a period of years 
whereby the present obsolete and oldest street boxes of the 
Fire Alarm System be replaced by the non-interfering suc- 
cession type box. 

That some action be taken to provide suitable facilities 
at the pond in Rock Village that would permit the use of the 
pumping engine for fires in that locality. 

In conclusion, I would tender my thanks to my Deputies 
for their fidelity in attending Board Meetings and support 
at all times. To the members of the Department, for the 
prompt and efficient manner in which they have performed 
their duties at all times. To the Police Department for their 
presence at fires and practices and their able assistance 
when occasions demanded it. To all of these I would tender 
my sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF GAS AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 


H. J. Goodale, Town Manager, 
Dear Sir: 

I herewith present for your consideration and approval 
the thirty-fourth annual report of the Gas and Electric De- 
partment of the Town of Middleboro for the year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

The net amount carried to Profit and Loss was some 
less than that carried a year ago but some items of expense 
much greater than usual can account for this, namely, neces- 
sary repairs of building at Electric Plant $3,237. Repairs 
and painting gas holder $2411. and $1,747. for changing gas 
services to the new mains, these three items exceeding those 
of 1926 by more than $7,000.00. 


ELECTRIC 


The waterwheels were run all or part of every day during 
the year except two, the 36” wheel 5617 hours and the 33’, 
6674 hours, producing 203,522 K. W. H. or 11144% of total 
output. 

Of the increased amount of current purchased and 
made, namely 91,890 K. W. H. the hydro plant produced 
56,942 K. W. H. more than in 1926 and 34,948 K. W. H. 
more was purchased. 

The disposal of the gas engines and gas producers which 
had outlived their usefulness has provided space for a gar- 
age and improved stock room and a much needed room in 
the main building. It became necessary to repair the entire 
roof as well as much of the trimmings and put in two new 
double doors. A large part of the brick wall in the rear 
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end of the water wheel house fell into the tail race which re- 
quired the tearing out of the entire wall and rebuilding from 
the bottom to the roof. The repairs to building this year 
were the first and most extensive ever made which accounts 
for the expense of $3,237.00. 


LINES 


The high tension line to connect with the Brockton 
Edison Co. has been completed (with the exception of in- 
stalling three disconnecting switches for sectionalizing the 
line for locating trouble) and was tried out November 19 and 
put in service December Ist. All purchased current used 
since that date has been received over this line. The volt- 
age has been far more steady than from the other line and 
‘up to the present time the service has been eminently satis- 
factory. ‘The line was built by the line force of the plant 
and has cost with the rights of way, $30,948, which is well 
within the estimate and appropriation of $35,000. 

The line from Plymouth is kept in good operating con- 
dition and available at all times for break down service in 
case of trouble on the Brockton line. 

The program of increasing size of conductors has been 
partly completed. A new circuit of No. 1 and No. 4 copper 
has been run from the station to the Agricultural Fair Groun- 
ds in Lakeville and now all consumers in Lakeville and Mar- 
ion Road are served from this circuit, the old circuit serving 
So. Main Street as far as Grove Street in the town. 

Many of the secondary circuits all over town have been 
renewed with wire of increased carrying capacity. A new 
line 5 miles in length has been built into Thomastown. This 
line was only completed about the middle of December but 
already more than 50% of the number of petitioners have 
been connected. 

The condition of lines, except Centre St., is good. No 
attempt has been made to improve conditions on Centre 
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St. pending such action as the Town may take regarding 
the placing of those wires underground. Perhaps the best 
evidence of the condition of lines is that complaints of radio 
interference have been very few indeed during the year and 
the troubles affecting reception have been such that they 
were all cleared up within twenty-four hours after complaint 
was received. 

Regarding the lines on Centre St., this is the weakest 
part of our entire system. Most if not all of the poles are 
decayed by age to the extent that some have had to be re- 
cently guyed in order to be safe during the coming winter. 

This line of poles serves as a trunk line and in addition 
to carrying all wires furnishing light west of North and South 
Main Streets, carries the most important power circuit. In 
its present condition, it is a serious hazard and the cause of 
much concern. In fact, when putting up the Christmas 
lighting two poles were in such unsafe condition, linemen 
were not permitted to go up to attach the wires. 

The fact cannot be too strongly emphasized that some 
action should be taken to safeguard both life and property 
by either rebuilding this line at an estimated cost of $10,000 
or placing the wires underground, which has many desirable 
and economic features not obtained by overhead construc- 
tion. | 


STREET LIGHTING 


It is to be regretted that the value of good and sufficient 
street lighting is so little appreciated by the many. Have in 
previous reports called attention to the need of additional 
lights of the smaller candle power in many of the streets 
leading to the centre of the town. The adequate illuminat- 
ion of streets at night is a convenience as well as an aid to 
protection. With the rapidly increasing amount of high 
speed automobile traffic good street illumination becomes 
more essential than ever in the suburban part of Everett and 
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Wareham Streets, where it was not formerly economically 
practicable. 

Regarding the much talked of ‘““White Way’’, allow me 
to quote from a letter from the President of one of the largest 
chain of stores in the United States, commending a new 
installation of street lighting in a nearby city. 


‘When we buy an old store, the first thing we 
do is to clean up,—the second thing we do is to 
light up. We know from experience poor lighting 
is poor economy. The fundamental principle that 
causes superior lighting to increase sales within the 
store itself applies with equal force to the area or 
district in which all the stores are located. In the 
last analysis a street or sidewalk is merely part of 
the trail leading to the merchandise that the people 
want to see in good light before they buy. The bet- 
ter all of that trail is illuminated the better the 
business. ‘‘Light attracts.” 


The illumination of streets at night was formerly con- 
sidered the only function of lighting units, but today the 
tendency is to install a lighting system with the units so at- 
tractive that they will add to the appearance of a municipal- 
ity by day as well as by night. A system of White Way or 
ornamental lighting creates an impression of thrift, and 
progress, advances civic pride, attracts favorable publicity, 
and promotes other improvements. The importance of its 
advertising value is so well recognized that permanent White 
Way installations are now demanded for important sections 
of towns as well as for those of cities. In my opinion, an 
adequate street lighting program in this town should be given 
consideration equal to that given to any other major munici- 
pal necessity because it will be one of the biggest factors in 
bringing Middleboro to a favorable standard of comparison 
with other localities. 
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GAS 


The purchasing of gas from Taunton continues to be 
satisfactory, the service rendered being good, there being no 
interruption of supply and the quality equal or exceeding 
the minimum demanded by the State. The average from 
six inspections being 541 B. T. U. 

1680 feet of 6 inch cast iron main were laid on So. Main 
St. from Webster to Courtland replacing the old 3 inch. 
New 4 inch was laid as follows: 

Montello St. from North Main to Star Ave. 1800 ft. 

North St. to Everett St. 2800 ft. 

Court End Ave. Elm to depot 600 ft. 

Bartlett St. 325 ft. 

500 ft. of 2 inch steel for high pressure on Shaw St. 
With these additions there is now 20.2 miles of distribution 
mains. 

Sixty-two services were installed during the year, six of 
these being off of the high pressure line. Eleven house 
heating boilers are now in use, ten of which were put in dur- 
ing 1927. These in a large measure are probably the cause 
of the increased output for the year. 

Of the 28,456,452 feet purchased, 1,158,900 feet or over 
4% of total purchased was used for house heating. Several 
days in December the output was over 100,000 cu. ft. per 
day, the maximum day’s output being 126,892 cu. ft.

Gas sold per mile of main 1,211,930 cu. ft. 

Average price paid Taunton Gas Co. per M $.8494 

Average cost in holder per M $1.085 

Average cost per M for production, maintenance, dis- 
tribution, general and miscellaneous expense, $1.44.

Had it not been for the extraordinary repairs to holder 


the cost in holder would have been an even dollar per thou- 
sand cu. ft. 
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The output of gas for the year 1927 was 24,481,000 cu. ft. 

With the number of gas meters now installed and in- 
creasing all the time, it is apparent that the complaints of 
gas customers as to the accuracy of their meter are numerous 
and on the increase. At present there is no means at hand 
of proving the meters in service, and any complaint of a 
serious nature requires the application to the Department 
of Public Utilities for a test, which requires the removal of 
meter and sending tothem. Many of these consumers could 
be satisfied if the meter could be tested without sending 
away. Itisalsoto the advantage of the plant to be able to 
prove meters which they may think are not registering all 
the gas passing through as many of the meters have been in 
use a number of years without any test and for these reasons 
would recommend the purchase of a meter prover. 

Once more I wish to thank you for your timely advice, 
as well as your cooperation and assistance in conducting the 
affairs of this department.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The major project of the past year, namely the New 
White Way and the placing of the electric wiring under- 
ground is nearing completion. It was our intention to 
have the old poles and wiring down before January first, 
but the local electricians would have been unable to keep 
up with their regular business and at the same time make 
the necessary changes in the buildings before connecting 
with the underground system. However, the completion 
of the White Way will add immensely to the appearance of 
our business district and the underground wiring will elimi- 
nate the fire hazard which exists with overhead wiring. 
Moreover, the underground wiring insures the factories 
and stores, to a great extent, against loss of power and light 
during heavy storms. 

The addition of a new 1200 G. P. M. pumping engine 
and the installation of a repeater in the Fire Alarm System 
has placed the Fire Department in a much better position to 
protect Middleboro industries, homes and institutions against 
fire. There has also been a pipe installed at Nevertouch 
pond so that water can be pumped from there, providing 
added protection to the Geo. E. Keith Factory and the 
West side section. A similar arrangement has been installed 
in a pond at the Rock providing better protection to that 
section. 

The addition of the gravel crushing plant has proved it- 
self a good investment, as it has enabled the Highway De- 
partment to build much more road per dollar this year than 
ever before. This is welcome news and gives us courage 
and hope that the time is not so far distant when Middle- 
boro will have her two hundred miles of road in good condi- 
tion. 
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The above mentioned additions to the equipment of the 
various departments has temporarily increased the tax rate, 
but the return much more than offsets the extra investment. 

The comprehensive report of the Town Manager which 
is printed on the following pages outlines in detail the activi- 
ties of this board during the past year and we urge every 
voter to read it carefully. 

As heretofore the Selectmen ask for your sincere co- 
operation in all town affairs and invite suggestions and 
criticism with the assurance that it will be gratefully re- 
ceived.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER. 


Board of Selectmen, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


In submitting my eighth annual report it is a pleasure 
to note that the last of the major projects that have had the 
attention and thoughtful consideration of the various Boards 
of Selectmen for the past eight years, is nearing completion. 

We have this year placed all the wires of the Gas and 
Electric Department and the Fire Alarm and Police Signal 
System, in conduits, in Wareham and Center Streets from 
Clifford St. to Oak St., and in South and North Main Streets 
from Nickerson St. to the Fire Station. A White Way 
System of Street lighting has been installed covering the 
same sections, and extending on Center St. to include Everett 
Square. The White Way lights were turned on and dedi- 
cation exercises held Sept. 26th. The whole system is not 
as yet complete owing to the inability of the local electricians 
to take care of their regular business, and at the same time to 
make the necessary changes in the buildings adjoining the 
underground system, in order that they may be served 
through the new system. 

During this year also a new 1200 gallon per minute pump- 
ing engine has been added to the Fire Department and a 
repeater installed in the Fire Alarm System. 

A gravel crushing plant has been purchased for the High- 
way Department. 

Everett Square has been greatly improved this year by 
the taking of land on the six corners of the intersecting 
streets and widening the roads at these points. This im- 
provement will greatly relieve traffic and eliminate the 
congestion which frequently occurred here during the sum- 
mer season. 
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It might be well at this time to review the major activities 
of the town for the past eight years, in addition to those 
above noted. 

In 1922 Electricity substituted for steam at the Water 
Works Pumping Station; 1924 reinforced concrete bridge 
completed over the Taunton River, Plymouth St., No. 
Middleboro; 1926 New Fire Station completed, a reinforced 
concrete bridge was built over the Nemasket River, East 
Main St., and a High Pressure Gas Line laid connecting 
the manufacturing plant of the Taunton Gas Light Co. at 
Taunton, with our Gas Plant; 1927 Memorial High School 
completed, and a High Tension Electric Line built connect- 
ing our Central Station with the Central Station of the 
Brockton Edison Electric Co. at E. Bridgewater. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


GAS. But two short gas extensions have been laid 
this year, Prospect St. and Clara St. These, together with 
the usual services have constituted the improvements in 
the Gas Department this year. 

ELECTRIC. A short extension on Bedford St. Lake- 
ville, Chestnut St. and Precinct St. were all the electric 
extensions made this year. 


HIGHWAYS 


The results obtained in this department this year are 
very gratifying. 14550 cubic yards of gravel have been 
placed on twenty seven of our streets, covering a distance 
of about nine miles. These results were obtained largely 
by the use of the gravel crushing plant and drag line pur- 
chased this year, as by the use of this plant we were en- 
abled to place the gravel on the roads at nearly one-half the 
cost of the methods formerly used. 

In speaking of this work in terms of two horse loads, the 
number of cubic yards of gravel placed on our roads this 
year equals over 14,000 loads. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


There is but little of special interest to report on the 
activities of this department this year. 

We have exercised the same care in the inspection of the 
hydrants, main gates and curb boxes as in past years. 

We have continued the policy previously established of 
removing all the meters which have been set more than five 
years, cleaning and testing before replacing them in service 
again. 

We had hoped that we could postpone the changing of 
the coke in the reisler until next year, but the first of Decem- 
ber it refused to function so that it had to be done immed- 
lately. The removal of the ninety tons of coke which it 
contained, together with the red mud which had accumulated 
around it, and replacing it with fresh coke cost $1488.32 
This has to be done each three or four years. 


STREET LIGHTING 


The recommendations for the past few years that better 
street lighting was a necessity have been at last considered 
with the result that a White Way system has been installed 
on our main streets, and the so-called Highway Lighting 
system extended on Wareham St. from Cherry St. to Cush- 
man St. and on Everett St. from North St. to Plymouth St. 
There still needs to be additional lights installed on the 
streets approaching the White Way so that there will not be 
the contrast between light and dark streets that now exists. 
Also there is much need of more lights on all of the side 
streets in the center of the town, as well as in some of the 
more thickly settled outside streets. 

I would recommend that this be given careful study the 
coming year to see how far it is advisable to go in making 
these improvements. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The addition of the new 1200 G. P. M. pumping unit and 
the repeater in the Fire Alarm system has brought the equip- 
ment of this department up to a very high standard. 

There remains the cutting up of the Fire Alarm system 
into more circuits so that when trouble occurs on the lines, 
fewer boxes will be out of commission at any one time. 

The old Knox hose wagon, now sixteen years old, and the 
first piece of motor equipment purchased by the depart- 
ment, has about reached the limit of its economical useful- 
ness. This machine travels more miles than any of the fire 
apparatus as it not only answers all the box alarms but also 
answers all the Forest Fire calls. 


MOTH DEPARTMENT 


The gypsy moth situation has somewhat improved this 
year, although there are some areas that are badly infested, 
showing that it is necessary to keep up the war against them 
by keeping our roadsides sprayed, in order to confine them in 
the areas they are now infested. There are but few brown 
tail moth infestations and the numbers in these are small. 

This department not only takes care of the moth work 
but also the forest fires, cleaning and repairing the school 
houses, tree warden work, and the town forests. 


TOWN FORESTS 


A beginning has been made this year in the developing 
of a town forest. At the annual town meeting it was voted 
to convert several pieces of land then under the control of 
the Public Welfare Department into a town forest, and fifteen 
hundred trees were set out, nine hundred of these by the 
graduating class of the high school. In addition to this, 
considerable brushing out has been done on the Chestnut 
St. lot, and the lot on the corner of Brook and Plympton 
Streets. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


There is but little of special interest to be said about this 
department. The personnel is still continuing to perform 
its duties in an efficient and courteous manner. The work 
in connection with this department is increasing each year, 
but as yet there is apparently no need of increasing the 
number of officers. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The general health of our citizens was very good for the 
first eleven months of the year, very few contagious diseases 
having been reported, but unfortunately December did 
not treat us as well. With the advent of this month, came 
Scarlet Fever. Twenty-nine cases in twenty-two families 
were reported. In most cases the disease was light, but 
unfortunately one twelve year old child died. There were 
also some cases of whooping cough and measles, but nothing 
serious. 

During the Christmas season a slight Small Pox scare 
occurred, caused by the home-coming of a former citizen, 
who after returning home, was taken sick, and the case was 
diagnosed as Small Pox. All precautions were taken by 
the Health Department to prevent the spread of this disease, 
and up to the present time no serious results have occurred.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board :— 
I present herewith the annual report of the schools of the 
town and my second as Superintendent of these schools. 

May I express at the outset my sincere appreciation of 
the splendid cooperation received from all persons connected 
with the School Department as well as from Town Manager, 
Accountant, Treasurer and other Town Officials. 

The Supervisors, Principal of the High School, and other 
School officers have written clear and concise reports regard- 
ing the work of their departments and I sincerely hope these 
will be carefully read by all citizens of the town. These 
reports I have included in this annual report of the schools. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


During the past year changes have been made in the 
courses of study in the grades. In Geography, the State 
course of study with of course modifications and additions 
to meet local conditions has been adopted in Grades three 
to six inclusive. | 

Geography is a study of the casual relations existing be- 
tween life on the earth and the earth itself. It should aid 
the child to understand the geographical influences which 
have helped to determine the course that human history has 
taken; it should arouse in him a true sympathy for all peoples 
and workers so he will in time become a more intelligent, 
more sympathetic, more responsible citizen of his town, his 
country, and of the world. Surely there has never before 
been a time in the history of our country when it was so im- 
portant for the continuance of our prosperity and for the 
furtherance of friendly relations with foreign powers that 
the youth of the United States should understand the var- 
ious geographic conditions that affect the lives of the other 
peoples of the world and that influence our relations with 
them. 
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An outline of the course will show the scope of the work 
covered. 
Grade Three 
Geographic nature study and reading. 
1. Direction (points of compass). 
2. Wind direction and weather brought by the winds. 
3. Effects of the change of season upon the life of child- 
dren, adults, animals, and plants of the neigh- 
borhood. 
4. Child life among primitive and isolated peoples. 
Grade Four 
Local geography centering about the home town. 
World geography as approached through child life. 


Grade Five 
1. Selected regions of the world that furnish the child 
with food, clothing, fuel, and shelter. Emphasis 
placed on the North American continent. 
Certain of nature’s greatest wonders that engage 
the interest of children because of their unusual 
grandeur, beauty, or other unique characteristics. 


Grade Six 
European peoples prominently engaged from time to 
time in discoveries, and in world trade. 

In the Junior High School grades the study of Geography, 
History, and Civics has been fused into a Unit course of 
Social Studies. 'The interdependence of these three is self 
evident. Surely the proper time to study the history and 
government of a people or country is at the time of studying 
the geographical features of that country that influence its 
history and its conduct. 

In all grades to the eighth inclusive there has been a new 
course of study in Arithmetic based on the new Strayer- 
Upton text in the work. New books for this have been 
purchased for all grades and all schools. These books aim 
to give children the ability to compute easily and accurately 
and to enable them to interpret. and solve the quantitative

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situations which they will meet in life. In the achievement 
of this aim, these books incorporate the most valuable find- 
ings of modern experimentation in the teaching of arithmetic. 

New maps and globes have been purchased during the 
year. Many more are still in poor condition and incorrect 
and it is hoped these can be replaced next year. These maps 
replace those printed prior to the World War and which 
were incorrect due to the great boundary changes in the 
warring countries. 

A new Reading Course was installed in the Primary 
grades using the Aldine method, due to the discontinuance of 
publication of that method. Much supplementary reading 
material and reference work has been supplied the various 
schools. 

The Bates School has been organized as a unit on a Junior 
High School basis. All the work has been departmentalized 
and pupils placed in homogenous ability groups. The de- 
partmentalization of the work gives teachers a chance to 
specialize in their subject and gives a chance for the econom- 
ical use of teaching aids, this by having the same subject 
taught in the same room by the same teacher as one set of 
maps, one Science outfit, one victrola does the work of the 
many otherwise needed. 

This organization puts pupils into the atmosphere of the 
work about to be done and much better work is accomplished 
by going to an Art Room for drawing where the walls are 
beautified, other drawings on exhibition as an inspiration 
and proper and adequate supplies at hand than by having a 
drawing lesson in the same seat that the pupil had just pre- 
viously had arithmetic, with examples in long-division on 
the board for inspiration, and a limited supply of tools to 
work with. By being accustomed to departmental work the 
pupils will more readily fit into the Senior High School 
work and failures found in the first year of that school will 
be materially reduced. 
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VISUAL EDUCATION 


As an added means of teaching Geography in the grades 
a film-slide projector has been purchased for classroom use 
with films on all countries and all industries studied in the 
Geography course. This projector is portable and can be 
used by any teacher in any classroom where there is electric- 


ity. 
PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHERS 


In March the School Board passed the following vote: 
whereas it seems wise that the teachers of the town be en- 
couraged to better themselves by courses in professional 
improvement the following schedule of awards shall be in 
effect. 

For courses in a Summer Normal School the sum of fifty 
dollars. 

For courses in Summer Colleges the sum of seventy-five 
dollars. 

For courses in University Extension expenses and tuition. 

For pre-arranged extensive travel for educational im- 
provement the sum of fifty dollars. 

Teachers must have served town for full year previous. 
Payments to be made as installments with salary. Four 
successive years study would make award part of regular 
salary. 

It is interesting: to note how many teachers took advan- 
tage of this ruling. 

7 attended College Summer Courses. 

3 Attended Normal Summer Courses. 

1 attended University Extention Course. 


COST OF EDUCATION 


A few figures covering the last school year will perhaps 
be interesting to the taxpayer of the town. 
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There are 78 towns in Massachusetts with a population 
of over 5,000. Middleboro is in this group. 

The cost per pupil in net average membership in Middle- 
boro from local taxation was $59.55 or number 72 in the 
group, that is, only six towns out of the 78 spent less per 
pupil from local taxation and 71 spent more. 

The cost per pupil in average membership for the High 
School was $99.04 and Middleboro stood number 71 in the 
group. 

Middleboro is surely not paying more than her neighbors. 

We hear so much about the mounting cost of education 
that the following figures should be of special interest.

From the above figures it may be seen that the Net Cost 
for the past year was nearly twelve hundred dollars less than 
that of the previous year. This reduction in Net Cost of 
schools considering the fact that the first full year of opera- 
tion of the new High School building has been completed; 
that one janitor and an assistant were added; that three new 
teachers were added to the teaching force; that the High 
School enrollment has jumped as predicted from 438 to 513 
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making an increased membership in that school 75; that this 
increase meant added desks, seats, books and supplies; that 
added transportation had to be provided for the increased 
number of High School pupils; that one new complete adop- 
tion of text was installed in the grades; that major changes 
were made in the Bates School classrooms; that all schools 
are in good repair; that the proposed Budget for next year is 
less than that of 1928; and that there is a substantial balance 
left from this year’s appropriation should give the committee 
a feeling of satisfaction in their work of the past year from a 
financial viewpoint. 


CONDITIONS IN THE SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


To take care of the increase of 75 pupils last September 
one of the two remaining rooms on the third floor was seated 
with 35 desks and chairs. 

The graduating class of the Senior High School of 1929 
numbers 68. | 

The graduating class of the Bates School in June num- 
bers 141. 

Expecting the same percent of pupils to enter High 
School as of last year from this school (92%), together with 
6 from Pratt Free School, and 20 from the outside towns, 
Plympton, Carver, and Lakeville there should be about 140 
enter the Senior High School next September making a peak 
enrollment of approximately 570 or an increase of nearly 70 
pupils over the registration of September 1928. 

The remaining small room on the third floor and the 
room now used for a lunch room must be seated and used 
as home-rooms. Even by increasing the present overloaded 
teacher load it will probably be necessary to add two more 
teachers to care for this increase. 
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CONDITIONS IN THE CENTRAL GRADE 
SCHOOLS 


There is a considerable over load in the School Street 
School. Teachers who have 48, 50, or 52 pupils in their 
rooms cannot do justice to the pupil, parent, or system. 
Rooms designed for 40 pupils have over 50 pupils in them 
at present. This is not a satisfactory condition from a 
Health or Educational viewpoint. There seems to be no 
immediate remedy for this condition however as long as 
there are three normal second grades from Forest and Union 
Street Schools contributing to the two third grades in this 
school. 


CONDITIONS IN THE SUBURBAN SCHOOLS 


I would recommend that the three schools in the East 
end of the town be treated as a unit and each school Green, 
Soule, and Waterville house only two grades each. This 
would mean a slight transportation problem and expense 
but the added educational value would be great. Where 
now each grade receives approximately one hour per day it 
would be possible in a school of two grades by combination 
classes to devote nearly three hours each day to each grade. 


CLASS FOR RETARDED PUPILS 


As stated in my last report the laws of the Common- 
wealth require all pupils three or more years retarded to be 
examined and if there are over ten in a town that town must 
form and maintain these pupils in a Special Class. These 
pupils were tested by Dr. Tait of the State Department and 
nearly thirty were recommended for such a class. It is 
planned to use the small vacant room in Union Street School 
for this purpose. 
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HEALTH 


I wish to call attention to the appended reports of the 
School Physician and School Nurse. The Health program 
-in the schools is of very high order due to their careful and 
untiring efforts. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Transportation in a town of as large an area as Middle- 
boro is an enormous problem. At the present time there are 
9 busses running to the Central Schools and serving 7 of the 
Suburban Schools carrying 486 pupils over 253 miles of road 
each day. Other pupils come to the Central Schools on 
three busses and are reimbursed for money expended. 

Due to the number of Senior High School pupils in the 
Wappanuckett District this year one new route was neces- 
sary. 

Comparative figures as to the cost of transportation for 
the past year in the neighboring towns might be of interest.

INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC CLASSES 


The Violin classes under the instruction of Mrs. Marion 
Belmont were so successful last year that these have been 
continued and augmented by not only more Violin classes 
but by groups of pupils for instruction in the brass, wood- 
wind, and percussion instruments under the direction of 
Mr. Walter Weeman. All these classes are doing very fine 
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work and the pupils are getting nearly the equivalent of pri- 
vate lessons at the cost of twenty-five cents per lesson. 

It is not the intention of the Music department to make 
musicians of all these children but rather to enable them to 
obtain a foundation in the study of instrumental music at 
little cost to themselves, and for their own pleasure. ‘There 
are more people earning their entire living, or part of their 
living through Music, than any other business in this coun- 
try, but one. 


PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATIONS 


Two new associations were formed during the past year, 
West Side and Bates School Associations. Both of these 
are very active and their cooperation and help is already 
felt within these schools. 

The organization of the Parent-Teacher Council during 
the year has brought all of the allied associations together 
so there may be a unification of purpose and is greatly appre- 
ciated by your Superintendent. 


CONCLUSION 


‘Let me again urge all to carefully read the departmental 
reports appended that the fine work done by those in charge 
may be properly appreciated.

It is also approved 
by Worcester Polytechnic Institute, Dartmouth College and 
is in Class A for Normal Schools. Graduates of recent years 
now at college have received special mention for oustanding 
scholastic records as follows, Dartmouth 8, Rhode Island 
State College 1, Northeastern University 1. One of last 
year’s graduates because of his high scholastic record and 
examinations was admitted to Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

In September, graduates of this school entered the fol- 
lowing colleges, Tufts, Simmons, Dartmouth, Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Northeastern University, 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute, Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College and Norwich University. One post-graduate 
entered Annapolis Naval Academy. Other schools to which 
graduates of the class of 1928 went are Framingham, Bridge- 
water and Salem Normal Schools, and Rhode Island College 
of Design. 

2. ‘TEACHING CHANGES. 

Three new teachers and two additional teachers were 
necessary at the beginning of this year. It is interesting to 
note that six of the eighteen teachers are graduates of the 
Middleboro High School. It is to be hoped that the per- 
sonnel of the teaching force will remain fairly constant as 
changes hurt the continuity of the work. 
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3. SIZE OF THE SCHOOL. 


In connection with the expense of the High School the 
following figures should be kept in mind. In the past four 
years the registration has been as follows: 1925—340: 
1926—385: 1927—450: 1928—510. 

It is difficult to prophesy, but a conservative estimate 
for September 1929 is 550 pupils. This means an increase 
of teachers, and money absolutely necessary for maintenance, 
desks, books, etc. It costs about 50c¢ a day per pupil in the 
High School. This is much less than the average amount 
for the state. This increasing enrollment means that the 
two remaining rooms not now seated, must have desks and 
chairs placed in them. 


4. SCHOLARSHIP. 


Something of the pride in turning out good students is 
shown under College Certificate. A similar pride is taken in 
many who go at once into gainful occupations, into offices, 
etc. 

Report Cards are sent out every two months, and Defi- 
ciency Cards are sent out the alternate months, oftener if 
necessary. 

An Honor Roll is maintained, the names are read in 
Assembly, are printed in the local paper, and a large copy is 
framed and placed in the corridor. Some sort of an Honor 
Society is contemplated. In far too many cases however, 
it is a sad commentary that students are satisfied with 
“getting by,’ rather than being dissatisfied with anything 
less than their best. Systematic home study is necessary. 
Absence and Tardiness are exasperating. We know that 
they are not consistent with good scholarship, and we are 
making every effort to reduce them. Our major difficulty 
is likely to be with pupils living within easy walking distance 
of the school, and in most cases, with pupils not overburdened 
with home duties. We try to show pupils the value of 
punctuality and living up to their obligations. We get con- 
siderable cooperation from the homes, but we believe that 
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there could be a real improvement if more people could see 
what we are trying to do. Sickness in the home, church, 
and some real emergency are legitimate excuses. The par- 
ent’s signature is required for each case of tardiness or ab- 
sence. 


5. SCHOOL LIFE. 

The average person is probably little aware of the active 
life at the High School. Our teachers are always busy, as 
is the Principal. The multiplicity of tasks, the large amount 
of administrative work, the many details, that 500 pupils 
necessitate are unrecognized except by those intimately 
connected with the work. 


6. EXTRA—CLASSROOM ACTIVITIES. 


The Memorial High School Student Body continues to 
function successfully. In addition, there are the following: 
Cosmos Club, Latin Club, Spanish Club, Boy’s Glee Club, 
Girl’s Glee Club, and Orchestra. 

Socials are held about once each month in the Walter 
Sampson Auditorium. 

The Sachem is published five times this year instead of 
three. In Athletics the football season has been a particu- 
larly successful one, perhaps the best. Basketball and base- 
ball promise well. The financial problem is however a vital 
one. Bills are paid, but it is deplorable that the athletics 
do not more nearly pay for themselves. 

The Auditorium gives a wonderful opportunity for 
assemblies. Speakers have been secured at intervals, and 
there have also been student programs. On several occa- 
sions, Principal Emeritus Sampson has visited and conducted 
morning exercises. He is always welcome. 


(. PHYSICAL DRILL. 

At present the girls are far better taken care of, in this 
respect than the boys. Boys of course, have athletics, but 
this applies to a comparatively small group. It is now ar- 
ranged so that each girl has physical drill one period a week. 
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This is done with the help of two of the lady teachers, and 
Miss Mabel Morrissey, MHS ’26, a trainer from the Possee 
Nisson Physical Education School of Boston. 

8. LUNCH Room. 

Since entering Memorial High School we have had a 
lunch room selling sandwiches, milk, cookies, chocolate ete. 
at recess. To go from 8.10 to 1.30 without nourishment is 
expecting too much of growing boys and girls, and in the case 
of many who live a distance from school, the time is even 
longer. Some bring lunches, but almost half (250) of the 
total registration (500) regularly patronize the lunch room. 
There is absolutely no question but that the existence of the 
lunch room is justfied. However the room is a small one and 
there is no opportunity to serve hot dishes. The room we 
~ are now using will have to be given up next year to seats and 
- desks for increased registration. The gymnasium offers an 
unsatisfactory solution. 

9. MISCELLANEOUS. 

Education Week in the schools is undoubtedly covered 
elsewhere. We feel at the High School that the last one was 
the most successful. Special programs were held each day 
and the evening meeting was very well attended. 

The alumni Organization is enthusiastically welcomed. 
The presence of a strong Alumni cannot but help for the 
good of the school. 

A trainer from Bridgewater Normal School helps out 
tremendously. We have a different one every thirteen 
weeks. Fire drills are held regularly. Without wraps all 
are out of the building in two minutes. 

Painting and grading have made a vast improvement. 
Last year’s class left money, which with money from the 
Cosmos Club, was used to buy shrubbery. 

The past year has seen the addition of many volumes to 
the school library. 

10. IN CONCLUSION 

This report is brought to a close with a combined feeling 

of gratification and gratitude, gratification that things are 
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well at the Memorial High School, and gratitude to those 
whose cooperation make it possible. ‘“Teamwork” is a 
wonderful motto whether spoken or unspoken. The helpful 
attitude of the School Committee and Superintendent, the 
splendid loyalty of the Faculty, and the high type of boys 
and girls, make an incomparable combination.

Dear oir: 


In making my first annual report I wish to congratulate 
my predecessor, Dr. James H. Burkhead, for his excellent 
judgement and supervision of the school work during his 
term of office and particularly for the results obtained. 

The mental attitude of a large majority of the students 
toward their general welfare and their desire to follow sug- 
gestions and advice was a revelation that added praise for a 
most earnest and efficient School Nurse and for all the 
teachers of the various schools. 

The purpose of the examination of all school pupils is to 
assist them to-not only be well for a single year but to be 
stronger for other years to come and it is sincerely hoped 
that all the parents will assist the pupils when they return 
home with the advice given them. 

Chapter 75, Section 15 of the General Laws states: An 
unvaccinated child shall not be admitted to a public school 
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except upon presentation of a certificate like the physician’s 
certificate required by section one hundred and eighty-three 
of chapter one hundred and eleven. 

I would suggest that all pupils of the incoming first grade 
be vaccinated before entering school in the Fall of 1929. 
The moral effect on a child’s mind of obeying or disregarding 
a law should be carefully considered in this respect. 

At this time, for the parents and for the pupils, I wish 
to thank the School Committee, the Superintendent of 
Schools, the Principals and Teachers for their interest in us 
all, for the careful supervision of the health of our younger 
pupils, for their kindly advice and assistance and for their 
well recognized love for those left in their charge. 

A full account of pupils examined, defects found, and de- 
fects corrected since the last examination is hereby appended.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

I herewith submit my report for the Music Department 
for the year ending December 31st, 1928. 

The musical activities of the schools have progressed in a 
steady, healthy way. Many new plans have been tried 
which have been very advantageous to the whole school 
system. 

Last Fall we had the privilege of seeing and hearing a 
demonstration by Grace Drysdale of Boston, of the Rhyth- 
mic Band and were immediately interested. The first prin- 
ciple in any activity is rhythm and especially so in Music. 
Rhythm also makes for concentration in every subject. 
Rhythmic Bands have been formed in one Central and one 
Suburban school and it is hoped this branch of the work may 
be increased during the coming year. 

The Fife Classes of the School Street School fourth 
grades proved so great a success that the work here has be- 
come widely known and has stimulated much interest in 
‘other localities to follow along these lines. These classes are 
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a very great influence in stimulating reading by syllable. 
Last year we had two classes of forty each, who are still 
carrying on in the fifth grade this year and about the same 
number are beginning the work at the present time in the 
fourth grade making a total of over one hundred and fifty 
fife players in this one school. 

The Violin Classes proved so successful last year that 
classes in all orchestral instruments have been inaugurated. 
Clarinets, trumpets, trombone, French horn, cello, drums, 
etc. make up these classes. The Violin classes number 
nearly fifty pupils while the classes of other instruments have 
over fifty enrolled. Mr. Walter Weemen is instructing the 
classes of brass, woodwind and percussion while Mrs. Marion 
Belmont continues her very fine work with the violins. Our 
schools should feel very proud of the very high grade of 
work done in this instrumental group instruction. 

A graded course in Music Appreciation has been intro- 
duced in all grades and by the use of a sequential series of 
victrola records of the masterpieces of music an appetite for 
the better things in music is being developed. 

The Bates School is rehearsing ““The Pilgrims of 1620,” 
by Hosmer, and while it is the most pretentious cantata 
ever attempted by the school it has been most enthusiastically 
received by the pupils. The drum corps and orchestra of 
this school are developing rapidly. 

Departmentalization of the Music course in the Bates 
school has proven a great success and the classes are much 
farther advanced than at the same time last year. 

The High School is planning to give “Trial by Jury,” by 
Gilbert & Sullivan, early in February, with a splendid cast 
of soloists and a special chorus from the Glee Clubs. The 
new books purchased for the Recreational Singing are very 
useful. 

I wish to thank the School Department for its unqualified 
approval of the plans suggested during the past year.

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REPORT OF ART DEPARTMENT

I herewith respectfully submit to you a report of the Art 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1928. 

The public school Art Program does not want to make 
artists out of everybody; nor does it want to raise the level 
of appreciation to the point that all pupils spend energy in 
expressing their enjoyment at all times during the day. For- 
tunately we could not realize such educational ideals if we 
would. The more encouraging objectives are to make it 
possible for the differing abilities and experiences to be 
happily stimulated toward reasonable growth and apprecia- 
tion. 

We study Art because a knowledge of Art can give us 
more pleasure than most anything else. It is like the win- 
dow in the workshop that lets in the sunshine and gives a 
beautiful outlook. 

The Art Department has aimed to train the eye to see 
accurately, the hand to do skillfully, and the judgment to 
decide unerringly. It has cultivated the artistic sense in an 
appreciation of beauty, of symmetry, and correct propor- 
tion. It has cultivated the habit of planning definitely and 
of executing consistently, according to well-laid plans. With- 
out the development of the artistic sense no man or nation 
ever reached the heights of a rounded culture. School Art 
is building in the child that force which is perhaps the great- 
est of human assets, creative imagination, which is the most 
important of all. ‘“‘Imagination”’ said Napoleon, “‘rules the 
World.” 
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In the first four grades the aims have been: 

1. To develop the pupils’ ability to visualize form. 

2. Pupils should all be able to cut well, to line, and we 
have attempted to hold the pupil responsible for 
facts already learned. 

3. We have begun to train the pupil to do form, color, 
design with a greater definiteness. 

4. ‘To conform to established rules. 

In the fifth and sixth grades there has been a growth 
from year to year, in each line of work, the stress being 
placed on the development of ability to visualize and the 
mastery of the elementary principles of Object Growing, of 
Design, of Color Harmony, and of Construction. The appre- 
ciation of a thing well done, of that which is good in manu- 
factured articles, in buildings and ground, and the work of 
Art in general has received some attention in these grades. 
Here also there has been a more intensive concentration on 
details of form and composition. Design has been applied 
to gift making, or to some project that has made the applica- 
tions of principles concrete and has shown their values in 
the actual making of things. 

The chief objectives in grades seven and eight have been 
the finishing of an elementary art education. The work 
planned for these grades has been specialized and somewhat 
prevocational in type. The importance of beauty in pro- 
portion and structure, lines representing beauty, and good 
surface enrichment has been emphasized. 

The aim of art instruction in the Senior High School has 
not been to develop finished articles or craftsmen. It has 
been rather to build thoroughly on a foundation of drawing, 
design, color and the elements of the handicrafts, and then 
later through elective courses, to sustain interest by con- 
tacts with such fields of opportunity as Illustration, Art in 
Advertising, Interior Decoration, Design in Costume, Wall 
Paper, Furniture, etc. Pupils with special aptitudes and 
talents have been discovered and conserved, and have been 
guided to the Art Schools best adapted to meet their parti- 
cular needs. 
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Along with the regular work of the Department posters 
for school activities and town affairs were made by the High 
School students. In the last three years the High School 
Art classes have increased five times their number in attend- 
ance and election. The interest has been very great, and 
the talent among the members of the classes is exceptional, 
which proves the need of further art instruction. 

An Art Exhibition was held in the Town Hall on June 5, 
1928. It was one of great interest, consisting of Construc- 
tion Work, Costume Design, Clay Modeling, Sand Table 
Projects, Landscapes in cut paper, Landscape Paintings, 
Drawings and Paintings from Nature, Plant Study Draw- 
ings, Figure and Pose Drawings, Bird and Animal Life, 
Illustrative Drawings, Object Drawings, Stenciling, Decora- 
tive Design, Posters, Mechanical Drawings, Architectural 
Drawings, Manual Training Projects, Sewing Projects, Pic- 
ture Study Booklets, and projects of Correlation. An 
exhibition of this kind offers encouragement to the pupils, 
and has a socializing effect in establishing closer relations 
between the home and the school. 

“The best place to inculcate love of the beautiful is in 
the school room. ‘To the rising generation the most effective 
lessons can be given from the school and thousands of child- 
ren will carry the lessons to thousands of homes.”’ 

In closing, I wish to express my sincere appreciation of 
the support always extended to me by the Superintendent, 
members of the School Committee, and my gratefulness to 
the Principals and Teachers who have helped me in my 


efforts.

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WATER DEPARTMENT 


There is little new in the activities in this department to 
report this year. 

The main gates, hydrants and curb boxes have all been 
inspected and all the necessary repairs made, in order that 
they may function properly when needed. No new main 
gates have been added to the system this year. We have, 
however, added one new hydrant on the end of the main on 
Washburn St. and moved the hydrant on School St. exten- 
sion to the end of the pipe. 

Eight services have been added to the system. 

The coke in the reisler of the filter plant was renewed in 
December, after being in use nearly four years. The object 
of the coke treatment of the water is to take out the iron and 
magnese which is in solution in the water before it passes 
through the sand filters. As the water passes through the 
coke the iron adheres to the coke in the form of a red mud, 
and in course of time the voids in the coke itself are filled, as 
well as the voids existing between the several pieces of coke, 
so that eventually it becomes one solid mass, and no water 
can pass through. Then it becomes necessary to remove 
the coke, as well as the accumulation of red mud, and re- 
place it with fresh coke. As there are ninety tons of coke, 
it is quite an expensive job. The total cost of renewing the 
coke this year was $1,488.32. 

The seepage of the stand pipe is apparently increasing, 
but not enough to cause any alarm, or enough to weaken the 
structure. Studies are still being made of methods of re- 
pairing it, but no method as yet has come to light which is 
within our means. We hope, however, in the near future 
to be in a position to make definite recommendations. 

A study has been made of cleaning mains. As openings 
have been made in our main pipes, an examination has been 
made, and we find in every instance that they are very dirty. 
There is a deposit in the bottom of all of them similar to the 
material that accumulates in the reisler, and in addition 
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there are large numbers of rust warts. ‘This condition de- 
creases the diameter of the pipe, and increases the friction 
loss tremendously so that in case of fire, when the full capa- 
city of the system is needed, there is a large reduction in the 
volume of water. These dirty mains add to the daily pump- 
ing expense because of the increased function head which 
the pumps are obliged to work against. 

I hope that a way can be found this year to clean a few 
thousand feet of our main lines.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


Record of the Annual Town Meeting and its Adjournments 
January 16th, 1928 

Article 1:—To choose all necessary town officers, the fol- 
lowing officers to be voted on one ballot, viz: a Moderator 
for one year, a Town Treasurer and Collector of Taxes for 
one year, one Selectman for three years, two members of 
the School Board for three years, five members of the Plan- 
ning Board, one for one year, one for two years, one for three 
years, one for four years, and one for five years. 

Meeting was called to order at 11 0’clock A. M. by Mod- 
erator Fletcher Clark Jr. 

The warrant was read by the Town Clerk. 

Voted: that the Polls be now opened and remain open 
until 8 o’clock P. M. at which time they shall be closed.

Mr. Lewis F. Harding read the following resolution which 
was voted to adopt. 

Moved: that whereas it is apparent that the general 
attendance of the public at this annual town meeting and 
its various adjournments, for the year 1928, causes an un- 
lawful and dangerous congestion at the place of meeting, 
and whereas such congestion has a tendency to hinder the 
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deliberations of those who are qualified to vote at said meet- 
ings and in some instances has caused the exclusion of those 
who are qualified to vote. Now therefore it is hereby re- 
solved in open town meeting, that all persons be, and hereby 
are, excluded from the Town Hall during the deliberations 
of said town meeting and its several adjournments, except- 
ing such persons who are qualified to vote at said meeting. 

Article 2:—To raise such sums of money by tax or other- 
wise, aS may be necessary to defray the expenses of the 
town for the current year, appropriate the same and to act 
anything in relation to the assessment and collection of 
taxes for the year. 

Voted: Appropriations to the amount of $421,462.15 
less 1927 unexpended balances of $4,636.56 and less the es- 
timated receipts for the year 1928. 

Voted: that a committee of five consisting of Alexander 
Heath, Frank 8S. Thomas, David R. Walker, Mrs. Lelah 
Hathaway and Mrs. Emma E. Holloway be appointed to 
investigate all matters pertaining the Public Welfare De- 
partment, particularly the condition about the Town Farm, 
and report at the adjournment of this meeting. 

Upon the refusal of Mrs. Holloway to serve on this com- 
mittee, an amendment was passed authorizing the remaining 
four members to appoint the fifth member. 

Voted: that the matter of transportation of pupils be re- 
ferred back to the school committee with the request that 
they advertise for sealed proposals for performing this ser- 
vice for the term of three years, said proposals to be made 
only on blank forms to be furnished by said committee and 
to include both the service on any single route and also for 
the entire town. Said proposals to cover cost of Public 
Liability Insurance or not, according to the discretion of 
said committee. The committee to report the results and 
their recommendations at an adjournment of this meeting. 

Article 3:—To authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, or a majority thereof, to borrow 
during the municipal year beginning January Ist 1928 in 
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anticipation of the revenue of said year such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the current expenses of the town, 
but not exceeding the total tax levy of the preceeding finan- 
cial year, as provided in Section 3, Chapter 719 General 
Acts 1918 and amendments thereto, giving the notes of the 
town therefor, payable within one year from the date thereof, 
all debts incurred under authority of this vote to be paid 
from the revenue of the present municipal year. 

Voted: that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, or a majority thereof, be authorized to borrow 
during the municipal year beginning January Ist, 1928 in 
anticipation of the revenue of said year, such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the current expenses of the town, 
but not exceeding the total tax levy of the preceeding finan- 
cial year, as provided in Section 3, Chapter 719 General 
Acts 1913 and amendments thereto, giving the notes of the 
town therefor, payable within one year from the date thereof 
all debts incurred under authority of this vote to be paid 
from the revenue of the present municipal year. 

Article 4:—To hear the report of any committees or 
officers of the town; to appoint any committee, and act 
thereon. 

Mr. A. G. Newkirk gave a report on the New High 
School, a brief outline, going over the preliminaries, the ap- 
pointing of committee and a financial statement. 

It was voted that the report of Committee be accepted 
and that the Committee be discharged. 

Mr. Lorenzo Wood gave a report of progress for the 
School Committee on investigating the transportation pro- 
blem. He stated that in fairness to the drivers no change 
would probably be made for remainder of this school year 
but that due consideration would be given the question for 
another year. 

Mrs. Lelah Hathaway announced that the fifth member 
appointed on committee to investigate the Public Welfare 
Department was Mrs. Minnie Jones. Mrs. Hathaway gave 
a report of progresss and asked for further time for the com- 
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mittee until an adjournment of this meeting on Monday 
evening, March 12th at 7.30 P. M. 

Mrs. Lelah Hathaway as chairman of committee to in- 
vestigate Public Welfare department read the following 
report— 


Middleboro, Mass., March 12, 1928. 
Mr. Moderator :— 


The committee appointed to investigate all matters per- 
taining to the department of Public Welfare, particularly 
the condition about the Town Farm and report at an ad- 
journment of the meeting of Feb. 15th begs to report that 
they have held eight meetings. They organized at the first 
meeting. They have made several visits of inspection to 
the Town Farm, have interviewed numerous individuals, 
and have met twice with members of the Board of Public 
Welfare. We take this opportunity to thank every one in- 
terviewed in their official capacity for their willingness to 
answer questions and to be of any assistance possible. 

We beg to report, that in our opinion, the Town Farm 
as an institution is too large for the number of people that 
we have to maintain there. As a consequence, the overhead 
is enormous, and the place is being run at a steady loss. As 
a remedy, we would suggest that many people now being 
helped individually be cared for there, where the care is 
steady and assured. With regard to the right of the Board 
of Public Welfare to care for them in this manner, we quote 
you General Laws, Chapter 117, section 2. 

The overseers of the poor, hereafter in this chapter called 
the overseers, shall have the care and oversight of all such 
poor and indigent persons as long as they remain at the 
charge of their respective towns, and shall see that they are 
suitably relieved, supported and employed, either in the 
workhouse or almshouse, or in such other manner as the 
town directs, or otherwise at the discretion of the overseers.

We find some leaks at the Town Farm and some ills that 
can be remedied. We would therefore suggest that the 
Supt. and Matron be required to keep a set of farmer’s and 
housekeeper’s books, that strict account be kept of all sup- 
plies coming into the house and onto the farm, and also of 
all produce of any sort sold from the farm; that there be 
only one purchasing agent—we would suggest a member of 
the board of public welfare—that all bills receivable be re- 
ceived by the town treasurer and placed to the credit of this 
department, and that all bills—both payable and receivable, 
including electric lights, fuel, and laundry shall be checked 
by the Supt.of the Town Farm before being paid or presented. 

We also suggest and rather insist that no distinction 
shall be made in the matter of meals between our own in- 
mates, borders from other towns, and private boarders. 
The creating of distinctions in the matter of meals serves to 
raise a false and annoying barrier of caste. 

We do not believe in buying our supplies from out-of- 
town merchants and so we suggest that all supplies whenever 
possible, shall be bought from our local dealers; provided 
that the local dealers are willing to meet the prices of outside 
competitors. We give it as our opinion that under no cir- 
cumstances should the purchasing agent audit his own ac- 
ounts. 

We also suggest that the farmer raise vegetables enough 
such as potatoes, onions, turnips, carrots, etc., to help our 
own indigents, if misfortune overtakes them in the hard 
winter months. We also recommend that no Supt. or 
Matron be allowed to leave and-no Supt. or Matron be 
allowed to assume control of the farm until a full and com- 
plete inventory of the entire house and farm be taken and 
that the Supt. and Matron in charge be held responsible for 
all articles on the inventory. 


We believe that the town farm could raise more hens to 
great advantage and recommend that this be done.

We find the house in good condition and the inmates well 
satisfied. We feel, however, that an effort should be made 
to lessen the amount of help in the house. We commend 
the inmates personally to the Matron’s care. 

We are somewhat in doubt as to whether the collecting 
of swill and the raising of pigs is going to be a paying pro- 
position. 

We would suggest that the members of the Board of 
Public Welfare visit the institution oftener than they have 
done in the past upon both announced and unannounced 
occasions. 

We, therefore, suggest that if at the end of the current 
year, the town farm is not at least self-supporting it shall be 
closed and our dependents boarded elsewhere. 

With regard to outside aid, we recommend that cash aid 
be abolished entirely with the exception of Mother’s Aid. 
We would suggest that no order for stated sums be given to 
applicants, but that rather they should be given orders for 
certain specific articles—groceries, shoes, coal, etc., and that 
the purchasing agent be instructed to make arrangements 
with local merchants for cash rates—preferably with a dis- 
count—for these orders. We also believe that no able- 
bodied person should be given help outright, but that they 
should be given work by which they can pay for the help ex- 
tended. We, therefore, suggest that they be sent to the 
Town Farm to cut or saw wood or do other manual labor and 
also that the Town Manager be instructed to supply manual 
labor for worthy people who may apply for help to the Dept. 
of Public Welfare. 

We have no wish to impose unnecessary hardships upon 
unfortunate members of our community, but we believe that 
necessary work will help those who are temporarily em- 
barrassed without destroying their feeling of independence 
and well-being and will help to conserve the town’s funds. 

We recall to your minds the recent utterance of a state 
official which is ‘““Every citizen must understand that there is 
a limit to the expenditure of public funds.”’ 
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If the foregoing suggestions are followed we believe that 
this department can be run at a very material decrease in 
the amount of the appropriation requested.

Gentlemen :— 
I herewith hand you the report of the Weights and Mea- 
sures Department for the year 1928. 


The State Standards in our town are in excellent condi- 
tion, and the weights are perfect, being recalibrated this 
year. The liquid standards and the U. S. Standard Yard 
Measure are also in good condition. 

Town Standards and working equipment, while not new, 
are in very good condition, and other than the renickling of 
the working weights, they should be O. K. for another year. 
The large test weights have been painted and calibrated, 
bringing them to a degree of perfection not to be excelled. 

The conditions in town have been normal with two ex- 
ceptions. These were Gas pumps and Flour. At one time 
‘during the year flour was found to be running short weight 
and the shortage was very marked. The sealer at this time 
was kept very busy weighing nearly all flour coming into 
town, and sending back all found to be short weight. The 
matter was taken up with headquarters in Boston and the 
cause sought for and remedied and we have had no further 
trouble. 

July 1st all new installations of Gas Pumps were com- 
pelled to put on a device known as a Viz-Glass, whereby the 
consumer may know if he gets the right measure when he 
buys his gas. These were, and are now, a source of constant 
trouble. This particular appliance has caused more trouble 
than all the other gas pump appliances. In several cases as 
many as five different trips were made to a dealer’s pump 
before they could be sealed. I would recommend to the 
honorable board at this time that the license fee on each 
pump be advanced to four dollars, the extra two dollars be 
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credited to this department to make up in a way the added 
cost of so many trips where no fee can be collected. 

The usual supplies for running the department will be 
needed. Nothing new in the line of equipment this year. I 
feel that we can get along with what we have. 

Work carried out this year is as follows:— 

Articles Sealed—Scales 280, weights 654, Fuel Baskets 4, 
Liquid Measures 307, Kerosene pumps 10, Stops on Gas 
Pumps 7382, Molasses Devices 12, Oil Measures 16, Yard 
Measures 18. 

Articles adjusted—Scales 22, Gas stops 121. 

Articles condemned—Scales 26, Weights 1, Liquid Mea- 
sures 10, Kerosene pump 1, Oil Measures 14, Gas Pumps 18, 
Yard Measure 1. 

Trial reweighings were as follows:— 

. Bread 45, Butter 30, Confectionery 10, Dry Commodities 
743, Flour 116, Vegetables 69, Grain 36, Meats 6. 

Seven Pedlers were given warnings in regard to Law 
violation, and in each case were complied with. 

A systematic inspection of all clinical thermometers was 
made in all drug stores. All ice and junk scales were re- 
tested, and reinspected. All Transient Vendors’ and Ped- 
lers’ licenses were checked and their scales inspected. In 
nearly all cases they were complying with the law. Those 
that were not were warned and complied cheerfully. 

Re-inspections as follows:—Scales 128, weights 277, 
Liquid Measures 84, Molasses Devices 8, Gas Pumps 87, 
Kerosene pumps 5, Yard measures 6, Oil Pumps 70, Paper 
cartons 10, stores with jars and milk cans 3. Dealers; bread 
markings 769. 

I wish at this time to thank Mr. Goodale for the great 
help he has been to me the past year, also to thank the 
Police Dept. and the Honorable Board for their cooperation.

The simple 
luxuries allowed the old people consist mainly of fruit, candy 
and ice cream; and for the women, now and then some little 
additions in clothing which gives them a bit of pleasure and 
often an added comfort. For the men there is always plenty 
of tobacco, occasionally a new pipe, and sometimes knitted 
bed shoes for both the men and women. 

The radio installed last year is proving a source of interest 
and enjoyment to all. | 

With the failing eyesight of the old people very little can 
be given in the way of reading matter or illustrated maga- 
zines. If it were possible for some of them to be fitted to 
glasses it would give them added pleasure. The question 
then arises should the expense come under the head of 
“simple luxuries,’’ as specified in the bequest.

REPORT OF THE MOTH DEPARTMENT. 


Board of Selectmen, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit my report of work done by the Moth 
Department for the year 1928. 


The reports of work of this department must, of necessity, 
be very much alike from year to year, because, at the present 
time there are only two methods we may use as control 
measures against the gypsy and brown tail moths. 

In the spring when the young caterpillars of the gypsy 
moth have just hatched from the eggs, they are very sus- 
ceptible to arsenical poisons, but the cost of spraying all the 
trees would be enormous, therefore, this department only 
sprayed the trees along the roadsides in the areas that were 
infested in 1927. During the winter months when the 
gypsy moth is dormant and in the egg stage, the area of the 
town, woodland and all, is pretty well scouted, and these egg 
masses painted with creosote. It would be nearly impossible 
to creosote all the egg masses, but this scouting is of great 
value for it shows where to expect the next infestation, and, 
therefore, where most of the spraying should be done. 

The brown tail moth is easily controlled with an arsen- 
ical poison if we can spray the trees they are feeding on; and 
during the winter while scouting for the gypsy moth egg 
masses we are also on watch for the brown tail webs. ‘These 
are cut off the trees and destroyed. ‘These moths have 
ceased to be a menace but there are always two places where 
we are sure of finding the webs; one on East Main Street and 
the other on Marion Road near the Rochester line.

The tent caterpillar was not as numerous as usual al- 
though we did spray the roadsides along the tar roads with 
arsenate of lead. 

The elm leaf beetle again appeared, especially in North 
Middleboro and on the elms near the center of the town. 
They were controlled by the arsenical spray. 

The satin moth was reported in four different places; the 
first was reported by C. A. Shaw on Bourne St. The poplars 
there were sprayed with arsenic and the control was com- 
plete. The other three places were not reported until this 
moth had completely defoliated the trees, then it was too 
late to spray. If the owners of poplar and willow trees of 
the town would report same to me I am sure this pest could 
be controlled, but if no control measure is used, be assured 
these trees will be stripped. 

The spraying of private orchards is by far the most diffi- 
cult job we have, for when only one spray is to be used, the 
best time to apply it is just after the petals fall and before 
the fruit get large enough to close the calyx end, a matter of 
two to three weeks. It is useless to spray when it is raining 
and a few wet days shorten up the spraying season tremen- 
dously. In 1928 we had six days of rain during these three 
weeks, therefore our total spraying jobs of 240 were 52 short 
of the 1927 number. Then on the other hand, the peaches 
blossom first; their petals have fallen and the fruit set long 
before the apples begin to blossom, when the apples are ready 
to spray, the pears and plums are in full bloom, and the 
grapes follow these.. Most every private orchard has two 
or more varieties of fruit and the spraying of it is quite a 
problem. 

In 1927 it was estimated that 5,600 acres of our wood- 
lands were 100% stripped. The 1928 estimate is very much 
better. In the southern part of the town it was estimated 
that about 1,000 acres were from 75 to 100% stripped; in the 
eastern part another 1,000 acres 75 to 100%, and in the 
north and northeastern part about 500 acres 25 to 50% 
stripped; a total of 2500 acres. 
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The equipment of the moth department is now in far 
better condition than ever before. At town meeting a spec- 
ial appropriation was made for the repair of sprayers. With 
this money both of the engines and pumps on the small 
sprayers were overhauled and worn parts renewed. One 
new engine was bought for the old Ford truck; 500 feet of 
new rubber hose was purchased; a new 20 H P. Herculese 
motor was mounted on one of the large 400 gallon sprayers, 
giving ample power to force spray to the top of our highest 
elms. A Ford chassis was equipped with a fifth wheel and 
used with tractor power, doing away with the cumbersome 
horse-drawn vehicle, and a pair of hard rubber tired wheels 
with dead axle will eliminate the iron tired rear wheels. 

In conclusion I will state that the personnel of the Moth 
Department is capable of property planting, grafting and 
pruning fruit orchards and shade trees, remove large and 
small? trees and to take care of all cavity work. Your ser- 
vice for the asking.

During 1928 we have had no serious outbreaks of infect- 
ious or contagious diseases of any kind, although that dread- 
ed disease “‘Rabies’’ has been prevalent very near to us and 
is somewhat at this time. How Middleboro has been for- 
tunate enough to escape I cannot understand, with Rabid 
dogs running for miles and miles, yet they seem to have kept 
away from Middleboro, and I for one am truly thankful for 
this. I think perhaps the good work of the Dog Officer has 
been instrumental in this respect, keeping the situation well 
in hand and not allowing homeless and stray dogs to run at 
large, as this is one of the greatest, if not the greatest cause | 
of infection of this disease. The condition of premises, also 
general condition of animals I believe improves from year to 
year.

The work this year, as in the past, has consisted of the 
removal of dead trees, the cutting out of the dead limbs of 
others, and the trimming up of those trees that are located 
near the sidewalk so that the low hanging branches will not 
interfere with the use of the sidewalk. In many places 
these branches when saturated by rain or snow hung so low 
that it was with difficulty that one could pass under them 
with a raised umbrella. Then too, there are many complaints 
of trees over-hanging roofs to such an extent that the shingles 
are rotted. ‘These also were removed. 

There are so many dead maple trees in various peceiene 
of the town that in order to remove them it will be necessary 
to have an increased appropriation. 

The total appropriation in this department is used for 
labor and tools, as the tree warden gets no salary.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


On January 25th this department suffered a great loss in 
the death of Herbert B. Ramsdell, who had been the super- 
intendent of this department since July 1924. He was a 
man thoroughly proficient in his work and was held in high 
esteem by the men in the department and by the citizens as 
well; quiet and unassuming in his manner, a man of few 
words, but each word spoken meant something, so that 
where ever you found him or his men working, everything 
was going smoothly.

A 
number of gravel crushing and screening plants were visited, 
but none seemed to be efficient except stationary plants. 
What we needed was a compact portable plant which could 
be easily and cheaply moved and set up. Our attention was 
at last drawn to a piece of equipment made by the Iowa 
Manufacturing Co. and used by the States of Vermont and 
New Hampshire for requirements similar to ours. An ex- 
amination of this equipment in operation quickly convinced 
us that we had at last found what we had been looking for. 
It was purchased and put in operation on Aug. 6th, and has 
been in continuous operation ever since, and the work it has 
performed, and low cost of operation, has exceeded our ex- 
pectations. . At first it was thought that we could feed this 
plant with horse drawn scraper, but a few days trial soon 
convinced us that this was impossible. A drag line outfit 
with a double drum hoist attachable to a Fordson tractor 
was purchased, and then our plant was complete. 
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Since this plant has been in operation we have been able 
to use all the material in the gravel banks except the largest 
stone, and have produced a much better material than we 
have ever obtained for our roads, and at a cost loaded, at 
about one-half that of the previous method we have been 
using. The annoying and expensive piles of stone which 
formerly blocked all of our gravel banks have now disappear- 
ed, and have been crushed up and placed on the road. A 
total of 7500 cubic yards of material has passed through this 
machine at a very small maintenance cost. A total of 
14,500 cubic yards of gravel has been placed on twenty-seven 
of our roads this year. This equals a piece of road nine 
miles long, fifteen feet wide, and six inches thick. 

The streets on which the largest amount of work has 
been done, are, Carey, Cedar, Center, Cherry, Lane, Park, 
Plymouth, Summer, Sachem, Sproat, Thomas, Chestnut, 
Purchase, Rocky Meadow, Wall, Tispaquin, Thompson and 
Washburn. 

Only four snow storms are recorded for this year, 
totaling twenty-two inches. 

The cold, wet months of April, May and June interfered 
so much with our oiling that the usual amount of this work 
has not been done. 

The South Middleboro Patrol under the supervision of 
Mr. Haire, is continuing to show good results, so that the 
roads in sections are slowly but surely being much improved. 


SMITH STREET 


The project started in 1925 of improving Long Point 
Road, Marion Road, Perry, Miller and Smith Streets, 
through the co-operation of the State and County, has been 
completed this year. These streets have been widened, 
straightened and rebuilt with gravel, having an oil surface 
top, so that now there is a good road passable at all times of 
the year from the Lakeville Line to the State Road. 
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TOOLS AND EQUIPMENT 


Our equipment is in good repair and sufficient to meet 
our needs for the coming year. 


SIDEWALKS 


New cement sidewalks have been built this year on the 
south side of Pierce St. from School St. to Pearl St.; east side 
of Oak St. from Center St. to High St.; So. Main St. in front 
of D. D. Sullivan’s property, thus completing a hard surfaced 
walk from Wareham St. to E. Grove St., and on the north 
sides of Reland St. and Barrows St. 


ROADSIDE BRUSH 


We are still working at this problem but with the small 
appropriation made each year we are not getting ahead very 
fast. Work has been done on the more important streets, 
and those that have been trimmed in previous years have 
been mowed with a mowing machine. If this work is kept 
up we shall in a few years get our roadsides in very good 
condition. 


BRIDGES 


But little work has been required on our bridges this year. 
All of our more important bridges are now constructed of re- 
inforced concrete so that with one exception our bridge pro- 
blems are the maintenance of the wooden flooring of the 
bridge over the railroad on West Grove and Center Streets.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY EXTEN- 
SION SERVICE—1928 


Appropriations for the Trustees County Aid to Agricul- 
ture apply to the funds of the organization known more 
commonly as the Plymouth County Extension Service. 
The Plymouth County Extension Service, supported by fed- 
eral, state, county, and local funds, cooperates with the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College in teaching agriculture 
and home-making through group instruction, correspond- 
ence, and individual service to any man, woman, boy, or 
girl, in the county who desires such information. 

Farmers from the town of Middleboro attended the 
meetings, demonstrations, and tours directed by the county 
agent. Many more received through the mail timely advice 
which concerned their crops and animals, and the county 
agent made 8&6 personal visits to farms in the town to inspect 
existing conditions and to leave definite recommendations 
with the poultrymen, dairymen, and apple growers. 

This has been an active year in the home section, espec- 
ially for the north and center parts of the town. Organized 
groups have studied and practised improved methods of meal 
planning and preparation, and of packing of lunches. They 
have learned simple ways of finishing garments for young and 
old. Meetings have also been held at which instruction has 
been given in child feeding and training, house furnishing, 
and food preservation. 

So that this work may carry on, leaders have been select- 
ed from various parts of the town who are being trained by 
extension specialists to teach phases of the home program to 
local groups. 

Through the leadership of a few local persons who vol- 
unteered their services, and the county club agent, 81 boys 
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and girls from the center of the town, North Middleboro, 
South Middleboro, and East Middleboro received training 
in the 4-H poultry, garden, and clothing clubs. As they 
learned about these particular subjects they also developed 
otherwise as better citizens of the town. Their study of 
their subjects, their contact with and responsibilities to their 
club mates, their health work, and the doing of the things 
about which they learned developed their “Heads, Hearts, 
Health and Hands.” One young lady became the cham- 
pion 4-H clothing club member of Plymouth County for 
which she received a week’s training at the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College. This same young lady won a state- 
wide contest for clothing club girls at Brockton Fair.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK 


To the Board of Health: 

I herewith submit my report for the year ending Dec. 
O4,,1928. 

Good clean, pure milk is one of the principal sources of 
good health. Watchfulness, careful attention in the super- 
vision of dairies, herds and their attendants with frequent 
collections of samples of milk for analysis is the price that 
cities and towns must pay for a clean pure milk supply. 

The writer made two collections of samples of milk for 
analysis. Each collection included thirty-eight dairies 
comprising approximately five hundred cows. During the 
past year analysis disclosed that 4% of the milk contained 
garget, 6% was so low in butter fat that it could not legally 
be sold in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
people who produced this milk were unaware of the condi- 
tions until told by the inspector. ‘They were anxious to 
eliminate the evil when informed and cheerfully followed 
suggestions recommended for the improvement. 

The information quoted above indicates the need of ° 
frequent collection of samples of milk for analysis to de- 
termine the cleanliness and quality of the milk supply. 
75% of the milk supply is pasteurized. 

10% of the milk is from Tuberculine Tested Cows. 
15% of the milk is ordinary raw milk.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


Four months serious illness of the Health Officer some- 
what retarded the activities of the Health Department 
during 1928. Important work that was planned, owing to 
inability to attend to it, was deferred to the incoming year. 

Miss Pasztor, the Health Nurse, attended to the routine 
of the department for two months, when Mr. Louis Little- 
john was appointed to fill the vacancy during the period 
of illness. 


Bakeries 


Hotels, Restaurants, Tea Rooms and Lunch Rooms where 
bread, doughnuts, cake and pastry are cooked, are classed 
as bakeries. These must be investigated a number of times 
each year and a report of their condition sent to the Dept. 
of Pure Food and Drugs, Boston. Regular bakeries were 
investigated twice during the year; a careful inspection was 
made of the physical condition of the employes and if they 
looked emaciated or suspicious, were compelled to be ex- 
amined for contagious diseases. The restaurants, Tea 
Rooms and Wayside Stations were investigated a number 
of times during the summer, and particular attention was 
given to the condition of the employes and to the method of 
sterilizing dishes. Wayside Stations were required to pro- 
tect their supplies from flies and to install dry closets; also 
cesspools or dry wells, to prevent Typhoid Fever. 
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Following is a summary of the records of the Health

Nuisances. 


Numerous complaints were received the past summer 


regarding the unsanitary condition of the garbage cans. 
Investigation revealed that it required eight to ten days for 
the collector to cover the district where garbage is collected. 
In hot weather the garbage got to be in pretty bad condition, 
was a breeding place for flies, and created a nuisance. I 
recommend that garbage be collected twice a week from 
June 1st to Sept. lst; once a week the balance of the year; 
hotels and restaurants each day. 


Health Nurse 


Miss Pasztor, the Health Nurse, was very active during 
the past year. She instructed Girl Scout Camps in first aid 
and health work; has addressed the pupils of the public 
schools on nutrition, sanitation and mouth hygene; visited 


many of the homes and instructed the mothers in regard 
to diet and care of children; supervised the distribution 
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of milk in the schools and attended to payments; assisted 
in the prevention of contagious diseases, and in delivering 
patients to hospitals, Sanitoriums and Health Camps. 
With the co-operation of Mr. Stearns Cushing, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, she established a Dental Clinic and in- 
terested people to finance it. 


Contagious Diseases 


Unfortunately an unusual large number of cases of 
Scarlet Fever were reported. The cases were very light 
and in many instances were not detected until the patient 
had infected others, therbey spreading the disease. 

There was also a large number of cases of measles, which 
is not unusual, as measles appears in three year cycles and 
usually infects most of the younger children who were not 
immuned by a previous infection. 

Excepting the cases mentioned, the situation regarding 
communicable diseases was satisfactory. 

There were six new cases of Tuberculosis reported during 
the past year, and all of them were sent to the Plymouth 
County Hospital for treatment. Four children infected 
with Hilum Tuberculosis were sent to the summer camp for 
two months. 

There are seven patients at the Plymouth County Hos- 
pital.

To the Board of Trustees of the Middleboro Public Library: 


I have the honor to present herewith the annual report, 
covering the year ending December 31, 1928. 


CIRCULATION 


Middleboro has one of the largest circulation of books 
in the state. The annual circulation of a library should | 
be at least 5 books per capita. Middleboro’s circulation 
is a little better than 9 books per capita. There are not 
many towns in the state that equal this figure, and very 
few that exceed it. The past year 85,082 books have been 
circulated,—50456 novels, 10642 non-fiction, 4,782 maga- 
zines, 101 foreign books and 19,101 books for young people. 


NEW CARD SYSTEM 


In accord with many other libraries, a new eard system 
has been adopted during the past year. The large bor- 
rowers’ card has been discarded in favor of a small identifica- 
tion card. The borrowers’ number, name and address are 
on this new card, and the card is presented at the desk each 
time books are borrowed. The date due is not stamped on 
the card as was the case with the old form, but this date is 
found on the pocket in. the back of the book. 

The chief advantage of the new system is that it is a 
great time saver, and the work of charging books can be 
despatched in much less time than formerly. The only dis- 
advantage is that the borrower has no way of telling how 
many books he has out. But the figures on the old cards 
upon which he relied to give him this information were often 
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incorrect and were not absolute proof that he had that 
number of books out. The new system has generally met 
with the approval of the public and is thoroughly apprecia- 
ted by the staff because of its speed and simplicity. 

Because of the many cards in the files that had not been 
used for years, it was decided to have a re-registration of 
borrowers in connection with the change of charging system. 

The new registration was begun on October 1st, and of 
the 5,480 borrowers of the old registration, 1,704 have re- 
registered and been given the new type of card. 

During the past year we have added 325 new borrowers 
to our list of patrons. 


BRANCHES 


On December 19th the third branch library was opened. 
This was at North Middleboro and was established at the 
request of the Community Club of North Middleboro. The 
branch is located at the home of Mrs. Stephen Richmond, 
who very generously offered her home and her time to care 
for this collection. 

Miss Laura Deane very kindly continues to care for the 
East Middleboro branch, and the South Middleboro School 
also continues to serve as a branch. 

Deposits of books are kept at the Montgomery Home, 
at Rock School, Bates, School Street and West Side School. 


ACTIVITIES 


During the late winter months of 1928, many enjoyable 
story hours were held in the children’s room on Saturday 
mornings conducted by Miss Leonette Warburton of the 
National Community Foundation. 

Talks on books have been given by the Librarian at the 
Mother’s Club of the Bates School, the Cabot Club and the 
Old Colony Library Club. 

In November the Librarian attended a two day Library 
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Conference at Amherst when the beautiful new Jones Lib- 
rary was dedicated. The Librarian and assistants have 
attended various meetings in Hyannis, Brockton and Bos- 
ton. 

One of the outstanding activities of the year was the 
All Around the World Exhibit held in connection with Book 
Week, November 11-18. Townspeople very generously 
allowed us to borrow souvenirs brought from abroad. These 
were grouped according to country and with each group 
were displayed books of travel in that country. 

High School girls dressed in costumes of foreign coun- 
tries were in charge of the exhibit. Many rare and beautiful 
objects from all over the world were included in the exhibi- 
tion and, during the week the exhibit was open, were viewed 
by a large and interested group of people. 

Travel posters sent us from all parts of the world were 
displayed in the exhibition hall. A table full of new novels 
attracted much attention. One room was given over to 
the display of new children’s books and were examined with 
much interest by parents, teachers and the children them- 
selves. 

On November 8th a meeting of the Old Colony Library 
Club was held at the Library. Members of the Cape Cod and 
Old Dartmouth Library Clubs were invited as guests. There 
was a large attendance despite the very stormy day. 


PERSONNEL 


The library staff continues with the same members:— 
Librarian, Mertie E. Witbeck; Assistant Librarian, Florence 
A. Robinson; Cataloger, Louise B. Pratt; Assistants, Edith 
G. Veazie and Miriam Bassett. 

During the summer months, Miss Doris Hulsman was 
given part-time work through the period the staff was 
having vacations. 

The library suffered a very great loss through the death 
of the President of the Board of Trustees, Mr. Henry W. 
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Sears. Mr. Sears gave many years of faithful service to the 
interests of the library, and his loss is keenly felt. 

To fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Sears’ death the Select- 
man have appointed Mrs. Grace H. Noble. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Supervision of the children’s room always presents its 
difficulties, but we feel that this could be greatly simplified 
if the book case in the center of the room was removed and 
shelves built along the sidewall which is now occupied by a 
bulletin board. This would give an unobstructed view of 
the entire room which is impossible with the book case in 
its present position. 

Both beauty and economy would be served by replacing 
the old fashioned, inefficient chandelier in the center of the 
delivery hall with a modern lighting fixture. Whereas 
the present chandelier requires twelve lights, in a modern 
fixture only one high powered light would be necessary, 
thereby saving the cost of a new fixture in a short time and 
providing much more satisfactory lighting. 


IN APPRECIATION 


We are indeed grateful to those who so generously allow- 
ed us to use the many valuable and interesting articles from 
abroad that made our All Around the World Exhibit so suc- 
cessful, and to the High School girls who so efficiently took 
charge of these things and explained their value and interest 
to visitors. 

The branch librarians deserve much commendation for 
their work in supplying books to those in the outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Lorenzo Wood of the Gazette has been most generous 
in giving space to library matters. 
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The library has been the recipient of many gifts of books 
and magazines, all of which make a welcome addition to our 
collection and are much appreciated by our borrowers. 

The library has been made cheerful and attractive this 
winter by the plants given by Mrs. Albert Veazie and Mrs. 
William Crapo. 

Local churches provide the magazines published by their 
own societies, and Nemasket Chapter, D. A. R. subscribes 
each year for the magazine “Daughters of the American 
Revolution.”’ 

Mr. E. W. Littlefield, son of the late Rev. A. W. Little- 
field, has arranged for the Library a perpetual subscription 
for American Forest and Forestry to serve as a reminder 
of the late Mr. Littlefield’s work in behalf of the Town 
Forest movement. 

In conclusion I would express appreciation for the friend- 
ly and faithful work of the staff, and to the Trustees for 
their interest and cooperation and ever loyal support in 
the working out of library problems.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


In considering the great increase in the cost of this De- 
partment the last few years, we find three chief causes. 

1. Lack of work. Owing to local conditions many men 
are unable to secure work and come to us. If we are un- 
able to give work we have to see that the families do not 
starve until work is secured. 

2. In cases where the Board of Health sends the head 
of a family to South Hanson or other institution, on account 
of tuberculosis or other contagious disease, the care of the 
family is left to us. Usually this involves a large expense 
for a year or two, as the families are apt to be large. 

3. Lack of credit. Ten years ago families traded at 
one store and had credit there. When slack times came, 
they could still secure goods. Today people do not es- 
tablish credit anywhere, and when out of work they have 
no way to secure food or fuel without aid from the town. 

Sickness or inability to work is another principal cause 
of aid. This used to be the chief cause and has not in- 
creased the amount spent in proportion to the other causes. 

The total number aided was 415 as compared with 304 
in 1927 an increase of over 25%. Considering this increase 
it is not surprising that we had a large overdraft under 
Temporary Aid and Aid for other Cities and Towns. ‘The 
situation this winter, thus far, has been slightly better than 
last, but there are still many families needing work and 
Temporary Aid will continue to be the big item of expense 
until working conditions improve. 

Fortunately for Middleboro, many cases have been people 
having settlement in other Towns or Cities. We have 
to appropriate money to care for such cases, but all money 
spent is paid back by the place of settlement, and is shown 
as part of the receipts of the Department. 

Under the classification of Mothers Aid there is not 
much change. We closed two cases and added two new 
ones. If there is an increase in the number during the year, 
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the appropriation asked for will be insufficient, as it will 
take all of the appropriation to meet the expenses of the 
present cases. The State reimburses the Town for one 
third of all expenses in these cases. 

At the farm there are 17 inmates. During the year 
the total number has been 25 with an average of 17 14. Last 
year the total was 23 and the average 15. 

The recommendations of the Investigating Committee 
were carefully considered and adopted where possible. The 
analysis of their report follows. 

1. Individuals receiving Temporary Aid should be 
taken to the farm.—Each of these cases has been considered 
and where advisable they have been taken there. 

2. Books accounting for supplies in house and farm, 
also produce sold.——Records are kept at the farm as sugges- 
ted by the State Auditors. We also have kept records of 
milk and eggs, and as a result have sold some unprofitable 
cows and replaced them with good ones. 

3. One purchasing agent.—Ordinary supplies are order- 
ed by Mr. Brown. All other purchases are ordered, or 
approved before purchase by a member of this Board. 

4. Bills receivable to be received by the Town Treas- 
urer.—The State Auditors outlined the proper way to handle 
all receipts and we have carried out their instructions. 

5. Bills payable to be checked by the Superintendent.— 
Bills payable have always been checked by him and inspected 
by this Board before payment. 

6. No distinction in matter of meals between inmates 
and boarders.—There is absolutely no distinction in the 
treatment of any inmate or boarder. 

7. Buy of local dealers.—All purchases are made locally 
when possible. 

8. Purchasing agent should not audit his own accounts. 
—A]l accounts are audited by the State Auditors. 

9. Suggestion that vegetables be raised for distribution 
in Temporary Aid cases.—This would necessitate an almost 
daily delivery to many families over a wide area, of small 
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quantities of vegetables. The cost of delivery would be 
much more than any saving derived. Delivery in large 
quantities would cause much waste, as most people who 
need this help have no facilities to keep supplies from decay- 
ing or freezing. 

10. Complete inventory to be taken before any Superin- 
tendent or Matron leave or take charge.—This will be 
done. An inventory is taken every January and compared 
with the preceding one, showing the increase or decrease 
in supplies stock tools ete. 

11. More hens recommended.—Our present flock is as 
large as possible with the facilities we have for housing. 
If more fowl is to be kept, there will have to be a new and 
larger house built this year. We recommend an appropria- 
tion of $500. for this purpose. 

12. Effort to lessen amount of help in the house.— 
Most of the women inmates are quite old, and not only are 
unable to help with the work, but require extra care, and in 
several cases are confined to their beds, or at least are un- 
able to go downstairs for their meals. Therefore at the 
present time it is impossible to do with less help. 

18. Doubt as to the profit on collection of swill.—This 
collection has directly brought over $2300. into receipts of 
the farm this year, in addition to the fact that the land has 
been greatly improved and is yielding much greater crops 
than formerly. 

14. More frequent visits to the farm recommended.— 
Visits to the farm have been made frequently. Mr. Clark 
particularly has kept in close touch with conditions there. 

15. Suggest closing farm if not self supporting this 
year.—We are emphatically against closing the farm. There 
are twelve inmates having Middleboro settlement. The 
cost of providing board, clothes, medicine and care for them 
would be about the same as the net cost of the farm. So 
there would be no saving in expense. At the present time 
we feel every one has a warm home, with modern conven- 
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iences, good food and care. We do not believe the voters 
of Middleboro want to place these old and infirm people in 
any place where the person boarding them is doing it for 
the money he can get, and risk the possibility of their being 
mistreated. 

16. Recommend that cash aid be abolished except in 
Mothers Aid cases.—The State authorities with their exten- 
Sive experience recommend the use of cash where the reci- 
pient is competent to use it economically. We have always 
tried to follow along the lines they recommend. 

17. Orders without stated sums, but for specific articles 
recommended.—This has always been done with the ex- 
ception of groceries which are limited to a weekly amount. 

18. Cash discounts.—Arrangements have been made 
with the merchants for cash discounts where possible. 

19. No able bodied man to be given help outright, but 
given work— When people come for aid they are in immediate 
need and necessities must be supplied. If work is avail- 
able it is given. This Department cannot make jobs for 
all who apply. Most of the calls come in the winter months 
when there is little work for day laborers. 

We appreciate the thoroughness and fairness with which 
the Committee investigated the situation and their report 
on the same. It is essential to show the voters the reason 
for the money spent. Sometimes this is rather hard to do, 
altho we know it was spent for the best interests of the town. 

We were no more satisfied with conditions at the farm 
last year than your committee, or any voter in town. Even 
tho there had been no investigation we had planned to make 
all possible changes to better conditions. 

Results at the farm this year have been much more satis- 
factory. The receipts for board were slightly less, as we 
have but five boarders compared with eight a year ago. 
On the other hand receipt from produce have been much 
larger, and the total receipts from farm show an increase 
of $1068.71 and bills receivable $472.81. A net gain of 
$1541.52. The inventory shows a decrease of $270.08 from 
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last year. Figured according to the rule given by the State 
Auditors the per capita cost has been $12.15 per week as 
compared with $13.45 last year. We are not yet satisfied 
with results, but we are making a reduction in cost each 
year. The farm receipts for 1929 should increase enough 
to reduce materially the per capita cost. 

We wish to express our appreciation to all individuals 
and Societies who have contributed to help those in need. 

There is always need of clothing. Many people have 
clothes or shoes that have been discarded. We can use 
them. Mens, womens, or childrens. Everything of that 
kind saves paying out money for new.

There have been increased activities along all lines in the 
department this past year. Box alarms have increased 
from 11 to 18, still alarms from 62 to 84, total alarms of all 
kinds from 171 in 1927 to 185 in 1928. 

The total mileage for all apparatus has gone from 837 
miles in 1927 to 975.4 this past year. 

Perhaps the most noticeable of all is that in 1927 only 
4800 feet of 21% hose was laid, in 1928 there were laid 18,150 
feet. 

Because of the unavoidable loss of some hose at the 
Alger Box Shop fire and the condition of the balance of hose 
on hand it was deemed advisable to purchase 1000 feet of 
hose more than planned or provided for at the beginning 
of the year when the budget was made up, with the result 
that at the present time the department has more good hose 
available than ever before. 

The inspection of business property for fire hazards was 
continued and over 100 more inspections made than the 
pervious year. 

In addition to the business property inspections, a com- 
plete inspection of each and every dwelling house in the 
town limits was started and at the close of the year ap- 
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proximately 2000 dwellings had been thoroughly inspected 
for fire hazards and where needed, advice given for remedy- 
ing bad conditions found. Complete records were made of 
existing conditions, distance from garages, location of gaso- 
line pumps and other matter that will prove of value to the 
department records. This work will continue until all 
dwellings have been inspected. And this seems an oppor- 
tune time to extend to all tenants and owners sincere thanks 
for the courteous manner the inspector was received with 
and assistance given him. 


The eight circuit repeater for the fire alarm system has 
been installed and its value to the system been demon- 
strated on more than one occasion. 


Among the recommendations made in last year’s report 
was that of providing facilities at Rock Village for use of 
pumping engine. In Addition to the layout in mind at that 
time, the New Bedford Water Department have at their 
expense and extra work, made such alterations in their 
original plan of improvements on the brook from Walnut 
Street to Miller Street so as to provide three places on the 
brook for use of the pumping engine. 


A recent test at one of the places with the pumper shows 
an ample supply of water available for use in fighting any 
fire that might occur in that immediate vicinity. 


The New Bedford Water Department by their act of 
cooperation and spirit of generosity certainly merit the 
gratitude of the Town and the inhabitants of Rock Village 
especially. 

Conditions at the West Side have been greatly improved 
by the installation of pipes extending into Nevertouch Pond 
whereby the pumping engine can be used to draw water 
from either end of the pond for protecting the West Side 
School and other property on West Side. A recent test 
there proved that by use of 2 engines, more fire streams are 
available should occasion require, for use at the Geo. E. 
Keith plant. 
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Should I in the near future take such action as I now 
contemplate, this constitutes my last report to your Honora- 
ble Board and I now take this opportunity of expressing to 
you my sincere thanks for your help and consideration, and 
to the citizens for their loyal support at all times in my efforts 
to build up and better the Fire Department. To the Depu- 
ties who have for the past fifteen years met and worked with 
me as a unit, to the members of the Department, both present 
and past, who have given so freely of their time and efforts, 
to the Police Department for their presence and able as- 
sistance when occasion demanded, to each and all I tender 
my heartfelt gratitude.

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REPORT OF GAS AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 


H. J. Goodale, Town Manager, 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith present for your consideration and approval 
the thirty-fifth annual report of the Gas and Electric De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1928. 

The principal achievement during the year in line of 
progress and permanent improvements is the installation 
of the underground system and white way lights. To ac- 
complish this required the digging and back-filling of 13,066 
feet of trench and required for complete installation 36,907 
feet of duct through which the cable runs. Total amount 
of cable run was 49,849 feet, 16,300 feet of this being for 
the white way lighting system. 

As local electricians had not completed the inside con- 
nections as rapidly as anticipated, the poles and wires have 
not been removed as soon as expected but surely will, before 
many weeks have elapsed in the next year. 

The underground street lighting system has been in use 
continuously since September 26 and no trouble of any 
nature has developed. Some of the stores were connected 
in November but slow progress has been made since then. 

The decided improved illumination of our main thorough- 
fares make the entering streets seem all the darker, and it is 
hoped that these unfavorable conditions may be remedied, 
in part at least, this coming year, by both the installation 
of much needed additional lights and increased candle power 
of those already installed. 

When the work of removing the old poles on Centre Street 
is completed the poles and lines of the plant are in good 
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condition and after the contemplated replacement of many 
poles by the Telephone Company takes place, the lines will 
then be in first class condition to withstand storms or sleet. 

The current purchased and distributed has been wholly 
taken from the Brockton Line . 


Only once during the year has there been any unfore- 
seen interruption of service and then for only 12 minutes, 
but during that interval current was received over the Ply- 
mouth Line. 

Thirty-two additional Highway Lighting Units were 
installed on Wareham St. and Everett St. together with 
some of the regular street lamps on Everett St. between 
Everett Square and Arch St., Cottage Court, and West End 
Ave. 

No single extension of lines of any great extent has been 
made but several of half a mile or less have been made on 
various parts of the system. Approximately 30 miles of 
new wire has been used. 

Total current made and purchased in 1928 was 176,504 
K. W. H. more than in 1927, this being the greatest increase 
in any one year since 1923 and was exceeded in only two 
years since the town first commenced to purchase current 
in 1917. 

There was a marked diminution of water power, so much 
so that the 36 inch wheel operated 1000 hours and the 33 
inch wheel 365 hours less than in 1927 and produced only 
10% of total output. 


GAS 


The supply of gas from the Taunton Gas Light Company 
continues to be satisfactory, the average B. T. U. for year 
being 548. The total purchased was 32,256,000 cu. {tz 
being 3,800,000 more than in 1927. 4,812,000 cu. ft. or 
15% of amount purchased was billed out for house heating. 
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Only about 200 feet of new main were laid. 

Consumers per mile of main, 54. 

Gas sold per mile of main, 1,290,000 cu. ft. 

Average price paid Taunton Gas Co. per M purchased, 
$.835. 

Average cost per M in holder, $.937. 

Average cost per M sold for production, maintenance, 
distribution, general and miscellaneous expense, $1.547.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


Your Board of Selectmen have, during the year, held 
stated and regular meetings, and considered carefully all 
matters of town business brought to their attention. In 
doing this they have endeavored to faithfully discharge their 
oath of office. 

These meetings of your Board have been open to the 
public and, we trust, this has been helpful toward a better 
understanding of the many problems presented to the Board 
for attention and solution. 

All complaints and suggestions for better service have 
been given courteous consideration and it is to be regretted 
that all demands made could not be met, with funds at hand, 
and all plans suggested carried out. 

Undoubtedly some have been grieved and disappointed 
that such must of necessity be the case, but your Board has 
endeavored to take action on all matters in a way that seemed 
for the best interests of the community as a whole. 

Your Board have carefully supervised expenditure of 
the Taxpayers’ money and have made it a practice to ex- 
amine bills presented for payment. We have conferred 
constantly with the Town Manager in all matters in an 
endeavor that service rendered meet with your approval. 

We have advised the smallest possible appropriations 
consistent with the adequate meeting of our needs, that the 
burden of taxation, borne by the taxpayer, may be kept 
reasonable. In this, however, your Board can only make 
recommendations and point the way, while the final decision 
in this important matter of appropriations must always 
rest with the voters, and this is as it should be. 

The present day demands upon Government are indeed 
great and appear to be increasing. Citizens are insisting 
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on better schools, additional and improved highways, better 
lighted streets, added protection to life and property, and 
more adequate care for those in needy circumstances. This 
insistent demand for the extension of governmental activities 
on the one hand, calling for increased expenditures, with the 
apparent insistence on the other hand that the taxable 
burden be reduced, greatly adds to the anxiety and re- 
sponsibility of those who are willing to assume the duties 
of public office. It appears to your Board that we must have 
a better general understanding of our governmental problems, 
to the end that we may all realize that we are interested in 
one and the same thing, i. e. the building of a better commun- 
ity for the enjoyment of us all. 

Reference, as in previous years, is directed to the within 
printed reports of our Town Manager and other Town Off- 
cers which set forth in detail the work of the year. 

Several minor changes have been made in compiling the 
figures of our expenditures and some additional information 
is also incorporated in this report. 

Our Town Manager has been most helpful throughout 
the year and has shouldered by far the larger part of the 
administration of our town affairs. The responsibilities 
resting upon your Board of Selectmen are varied and numer- 
ous. In the discharge of these many exacting duties the 
only compensation one may hope to receive is the satisfac- 
tion of a public service honestly rendered. A free will 
offering of time and effort, often at considerable sacrifice, 
that the cause of good government will continue to advance. .

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Board of Selectmen, » 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :—- 


I herewith present my ninth annual report as Town 
Manager, together with the departmental reports, for your 
approval. 

This year has been a very busy one for all departments, 
especially this one. In addit‘on to the regular work which is 
quite enough to keep one busy, there was added much of the 
incidenta] work in connection with the Small-pox epidemic; 
the obtaining data, plans, specifications and bids for a new 
heating system for the School Street School, and -also the 
necessary information to enable you to make a wise decision 
as to what method should be used in water-proofing the 
standpipe, the making of necessary arrangements to supply 
the town with water and fire protection for the six weeks 
- which the standpipe was empty and undergoing repairs. 
After these contracts were let it was of course necessary to 
keep in close touch with the work as it progressed, to see 
that the specifications were adhered to. | 

The extension of the water pipe line to Warrentown added 
a large amount of work to this office. The survey was made 
by Hayward & Hayward of Brockton, but the detail plans 
were made in this office, as was also the contract and speci- 
fications for the construction of the line and the purchase 
of aJl materials used. These were all prepared outside of 
office hours, as the regular work of this department occupies 
all of the regular working day. The fact that the appro- 
priation for this extension was insufficient, compelled you 
to let the contract to the lowest bidder at a figure which 
could not allow them a reasonable profit, added greatly to 
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the work of inspection, thus adding more responsibilities 
to this office. 

However, this work has all been done. The small-pox 
epidemic was cleared up in a remarkably short time, due to 
the fine co-operation of all the departments of the town and 
the hearty co-operation of all of the citizens. Too much 
praise can not be given to all the citizens for their prompt 
attendance to the clinics in answer to your emergency appeal. 

The heating system at the School Street School is working 
perfectly; the standpipe shows no leakage, and the water 
pipe line to Warrentown is giving reasonable satisfaction. 

The town was indeed fortunate that no unforeseen acci- 
dent happened and no large fire occurred during the work. on 
the staidpipe. Precautions were taken to prepare for all 
emergencies, but we who were responsible for the constant 
supply of water at all times spent many an anxious hour in 
fear that something had been overlooked and that something 
might happen which would deprive our citizens of water and 
leave them without adequate fire protection. Happily 
nothing occurred and I only mention this one incident as an 
illustration of the many possible things which may happen, 
the prevention of which is on the minds of the heads of all 
of your departments at all times, in order that no serious 
inconvenience may occur to mar the happiness and content- 
ment of our citizens. 

Briefly I will outline the major activities of the various 
departments; the other items of interest appearing more in 
detail in each individual report. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


This department under the supervision of Mr. Connor 
has functioned very efficiently. Unfortunately soon after 
he assumed office and before he had a chance to get ac- 
quainted with his duties, the epidemic of what was supposed 
to be chicken-pox was diagnosed as small-pox and the credit 
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of discovering this dreaded disease is due largely to him. He 
tackled the job of stamping out this disease manfully, and 
with the full co-operation of all the departmental heads, it 
was soon done. 

On April 24th Dr. Seammon and Dr. McKnight of the 
State Board of Health, and Dr. Place, specialist of the Boston 
City Hospital, made a careful investigation of a large num- 
ber of cases of what had been called chicken-pox and de- 
clared some of them to be small-pox, but in a mild form. 

A joint meeting of the School Committee and the Board 
of Selectmen was called that evening, and after listening 
to the reports of the doctors and a thorough discussion, 
your Board acting under their powers of the Board of Health, 
declared that an emergency existed, and ordered all the in- 
habitants of the town vaccinated. Th’s vote was taken 
about 9 P. M. and plans for immediately putting this order 
into execution were started at once, with the result that 
the next morning doctors and nurses were in all the schools 
and factories, and clinics were opened in the Town Hall and 
various other sections of the town. Within twenty-four 
hours from the time an emergency was declared to exist, 
five thousand persons were vaccinated, and by the end of 
the third day the total had reached 9906 out of an estimated 
population of 9136, showing that many from the surrounding 
towns took advantage of the opportunity to be vaccinated. 

Later the clinics were held for readings and re-vaccina- 
tions, and 6860 reported. These readings showed 92.4% 
were successfully vaccinated. 

The last case of small-pox had its onset on May 5th, 
showing that the spread of this disease was checked in eleven 
days. 

Not only were all these people vaccinated but a card index 
was made of each individual case, and these are all on file. 

Total of small-pox cases was 223. 


Total cost to the town in stamping out this epidemic was 
$5,578.95. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


The major activities in this department were the exten- 
sion of an 8 inch main, one mile through Nemasket and 
Plymouth Streets to Warrentown, and the water-proofing of 
the standpipe. 

On April 30th sealed bids from six contractors were 
publicly opened and read by the Board of Selectmen. Action 
on awarding the contract was deferred to May 7th, at which 
time the contract was awarded to The Ideal Contracting 
Company for doing all the work of laying the water pipe in 
the Warrentown extension; the town to supply all the mater- 
ials the contract for which had been awarded to the lowest 
bidder. F. A. Houdlette & Sons furnished the pipe, the 
Ludlow Mfg. Co. the valves and hydrants and LeBaron 
Foundry Co. the special fittings. Work was begun May 20th 
and the job was finally accepted August 27th. 

As the Ideal Contracting Company’s bid was the only 
one that came within the appropriation, we were obliged to 
award it to them, with the result that the work obtained 
was not all that we had hoped to get. Many leaks occurred 
after the job was finished, and next spring a cons’derable 
amount of expense will have to be incurred by the Highway 
Department to put the road in proper shape for safe use. 
All the houses on this line to the number of 19, have been 
connected to the mains. Only 16 however, are being served 
at present. 

The appropriation made for this work, against the advice 
of your Town Manager, was only $11,000.00, and the cost 
of the main line was $11,428.91, and the cost of the services 
and meters was $1434.99, making a total cost of $12,863.90 
as compared with the original estimated cost of $13,000.00. 


STANDPIPE WATERPROOFING. 


After a very careful investigation of the various types 
and methods of waterproofing as presented by various water- 
proofing companies, and upon the advice of Mr. Arthur 
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Sampson who designed the structure and who made a separ- 
ate investigation, it was decided to line the standpipe with 
Ironite as applied by the Western Waterproofing Co. of - 
Boston. A contract was entered into with them July 26th, 
under a five year guarantee. 


Water was drawn from the standpipe Sunday, August 
11th, at 5 P. M., and work began the next day, and pro- 
gressed rapidly until it was finally completed and the tank 
filled again Sunday, Sept. 15th. 

At first it was decided to make no repairs except on the 
inside until after this work had proved to have stopped all 
the seepage. After further study it was decided to patch 
the outside where the cement had spalled off, with the same 
material, and also to paint the iron ladders. This work was 
done by the day as it was considered to be fairer to both 
parties, the quantity of work to be done being impossible to 
estimate. 

The original contract was for $7000.00, and the extra 
work amounted to $1079.11. Extra engineers at the pump- 
ing station, rent of fire apparatus, coal, and other incidental 
expenses was $1880.16, making a total cost of this work of 
$9959.27. 


During all this time in order to supply the town with 
water, it was necessary to run the pumps continuously, and 
as we felt our pumping capacity was inadequate to furnish 
a sufficient supply of water in case of a large fire, it was 
decided to hire one of Maxim Motor Company’s 1000 gallon 
per minute fire engine pumps and place it at the Pumping 
Station with a suction line to the river and the discharge 
lines connected to the mains. 

To protect the purity of the water a chlorinating machine 
was installed on the suction line. Fortunately we did not 
have oceasion to use this additional fire protection, as no 
fires occurred during the time the standpipe was undergoing 
repairs. The insurance, however, was worth all it cost. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This department has been unusually busy this year, due 
to the $5000.00 increase in the appropriation. The one 
piece gravel crushing plant has continued to be a success 
as the repair bills have been small and the crusher has been 
run continuously through the year. Total amount of gravel 
placed on all the roads during the year was 14513 cubic 
yards, at a cost of $14,800.53, or an average cost of $0.97 
per cubic yard, This cost includes all labor, all trucks, 
crusher and roller operating costs. The major jobs were on 
thirteen streets but improvements were also made on eleven 
other streets. 

One of the most noticeable improvements was on Center 
Street where the car tracks were covered with hot mix and 
the whole surface treated with 85% road oil. 

New cement walks were laid on Center St., Center Avenue | 
and Pearl St., and a gravel and cinder walk built on Center 
St. from erewell St. to Taunton Road. 

54,800 gallons of road oil were used and 10,570 palin 
of patching material. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


At the annual town meeting in 1929 a by-law was voted 
adopting the two-platoon system for this department. As 
all by-laws require the approval of the Attorney General 
before they become effective, a copy of this was sent to him 
early in the year, but was not returned with his a proval 
until Jate in the summer and after much discussion «oncern- 
ing the way this should be put into effect it was decided to 
have each of the two platoons consist of one house o ficer 
and four men, and this was finally put into effect Wednz « ay, 
October 30th. Albert Owens who had been a Call Deputy 
Chief for a number of years was appointed a full time Dep- 
uty Chief in charge of one platoon, with Capt. Ryder in 
charge of the other. The added expense of operating this 
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department by the two-platoon system for labor alone for 
1930 will be $6,227.00 more than was appropriated in 1928. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


Major improvements were made in the Bates and School 
St. Schools. In the Bates school one of the large chimneys 
had to be rebuilt at a cost of $333.62, and $373.06 was spent 
on the heating system. 

The heating system in the School St. school, which had 
been in use since the building was built in 1907, became so 
bad that it was necessary to put in a complete new system. 
A careful investigation proved that the most economical 
system to use both in the first cost and in the operating cost 
for this building was the unit system. By using this method 
the foul air ducts already in the building could be utilized, 
and the necessity of building new fresh air ducts eliminated 
as by the use of the unit system all the fresh air is taken in 
through the windows. The appropriation for this work was 
$9000.00, and the final cost $8088.66, showing a saving of 
SOL eos 

South Middleboro school was shingled and a new fence 
built around the yard. 

Seats were put in one of the third floor rooms in the 
Memorial High school. 

All the other buildings were given their usual summer 
cleaning. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT. 


Seven hundred feet of new gas mains have been laid this 
year on Etta St., Forest Extension, Lincoln St. and Prospect 
St. 

Electric light extensions have been made on Benson St. 
and Highland St. in Middleboro, and Precinct St. and Rhode 
Island Road in Lakeville. 
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With the completion of Winter and Fuller Street lines 
which are now under construction, all the large extensions 
in our system will have been completed. 

Our electric light system may be likened to a tree in 
which all its energy and vitality has been devoted in spread- 
ing its branches, leaving the trunk in a weakened condition. 
If the branches are to give the service expected the trunk 
must be strengthened, and that is somewhat the condition 
in which the system is in at present, although some of the 
main lines have been rebuilt there is still much to be done. 
Much of the income of this department in the near future 
should be spent for this purpose. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Our police department is stil] functioning in a very efficient 
manner. The exceedingly heavy automobile traffic through 
the summer taxes its limited force to the utmost, but our 
officers have become very proficient in this work and the 
traffic was handled the best this past year it has ever been. 
The illegal liquor traffic is another source of trouble, but I 
think we can safely say that our town is one of the cleanest 
in this section of the State.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board :— 

I herewith present the annual report of the schools of 
the town and my third as Superintendent of those schools. 

At this time I must once more express my sincere appre- 
ciation of the cooperation received from the teachers and 
all persons connected with the School Department. It is 
only with such unstinted support of all that the destinies 
of almost two thousand children in our schools can be proper- 
ly directed. 

The School Department in the particular form of govern- 
ment under which the town is operating is of necessity tied 
very closely to the office of the Town Manager. He is the 
official purchasing agent and caretaker of all buildings which 
means that all repairs, fuel, light, water and insurance are 
under his jurisdiction. From that office I have received 
the heartiest cooperation and my suggestions have been most . 
kindly received in all instances. The Town Accountant, 
Treasurer and other Town Officials have been most helpful 
and I should like to express my appreciation to them for their 
ever ready reports and efforts. 


SAFETY EDUCATION 


The increasing loss of child life through accident during 
the past three years has demanded that Safety Education 
be included in the curriculum of our schools. The public 
school aims to educate children for successful adjustment to 
life. It is, therefore, inevitable that in a changing world 
educational practice must be continually modified to meet 
new conditions. It is not our policy to teach Safety Educa- 
tion as a subject apart from other school subjects but as a 
part of other subjects of the curriculum as well as in actual 
situations where the need for Safety is apparent. 
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The General Objectives of Safety Education as stated 
in our course of study are as follows: 

iE To give children an understanding of situations 

involving hazard that their behavior in these 
situations may be intelligent. 

ite To develop habits of conduct which will enable 

children to meet the situations of daily life without 
accident. 

Ill. To develop habits of conduct which will function 

in difficult situations and in times of crisis. 

IV. To develop a generation characterized by habits 

of carefulness. 

Ve To develop skill in control of bodily movement. 

VI. To create right attitudes including: 

A. Respect for law and officers of the law. 

B. Willingness to assume responsibility for the 
safety of self and others. 

C. Willingness to cooperate in organized efforts 
to secure safety. 

D. Interest in the social significance of safety. 

VII. To eliminate all preventable accidents. 

From First Grade to Senior Class we have tried to meet 
some or all of these objectives. An example of the type of 
instruction might interest parents. On one day all subjects 
in the curriculum may be correlated with Safety Education. 
In the High School the work in English grammar, literature, 
and composition may be based on safety topics; in the foreign 
languages words pertaining to safety learned and safety 
sentences constructed; in Commercial subjects dictation of 
safety measures taken in shorthand and transcribed in 'T'ype- 
writing classes; words in Spelling pertain to safety; Art 
classes use safety subjects for posters and sketches; Mathe- 
matic problems phrased in safety terms; while the speaker 
of the day in assembly speaks on a safety topic. 

In the lower grades games, rhymes, short talks, excur- 
sions, and dramatization helps meet the specific objectives 
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for the younger pupils. Fire drills are held regularly in all 
central buildings. The local fire department has furnished 
speakers on fire prevention, ringing alarms, use of extinguish- 
ers and fire escapes and their cooperation together with that 
of the local police department has been of great value to 
the safety program. It may or may not be significant but 
surely accidents to children have been kept at a minimum 
locally while our state and national figures are daily mounting. 


CONDITIONS IN THE CENTRAL SCHOOLS 


During the summer vacation the remaining small room 
on the third floor of the new high school building was equip- 
ped with desks and chairs. This takes the last room avail- 
able for class purposes. The enrollment at the present time 
is 5383 which is slightly less than anticipated. The gradua- 
ting class this year numbers 76 while the entering class 
should number approximately 125. I feel however that we 
ean take care of this increase without added teaching force. 

Physical education for boys of this school should be 
considered by your committee. At present the girls are 
eared for, the boys who are candidates for athletic teams are 
eared for, but the great mass of boys have no organized 
physical education. I would recommend that one period 
each week be given all pupils in this school and that suitable 
instruction be provided for the work. 

In the Bates school one more teacher has been added to 
the faculty. This has not only taken care of the increase 
of pupils in this school but has allowed the Supervisor of 
Art to spend more time in the High school classes which are 
rapidly increasing in numbers and also allowed her to give 
more time to supervision of the work in the grades. Some 
new chairs and desks must be purchased for this school 
during the coming summer. It will probably be necessary 
to seat the Science laboratory as a home-room to accommo- 
date the entering class. Additional radiation has been added 
to the heating system and separate returns taken to the 
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boiler. Although the weather has not been severe as yet 
the results indicate a much more uniformily heated building. 
Both chimneys on this building have been rebuilt and new 
grates installed in the furnace. 

A new series of English books are being introduced in 
this school as well as a complete change in the Science text 
and nature of the work. 

The new heating system installed during the summer in 
the School Street school is working out very efficiently. 
Each room now has a unit system of heat and ventilation 
under direct control of the classroom teacher and indepen- 
dent of other classrooms in the building. The ceilings have 
become badly cracked and loose pieces of plaster are in 
danger of falling in the classrooms. All unnecessary physi- 
cal activities have been prohibited on the upper floor until 
repairs are made, and for the safety of the pupils it is im- 
perative that these ceilings be replaced as soon as possible. 

Crowded conditions continue to exist in some grades 
of the School Street school. Classes in which there are over 
45 pupils are receiving the help of training students from the 
Normal School and I feel more satisfactory results will be 
obtained because of the better opportunity for a closer in- 
dividual contact of instruction. 

In the Union Street, West Side, and Forest Street schools 
the entering classes this year are small and conditions that 
are mentioned in the preceding paragraph will be eliminated 
as soon as these classes reach the third grade. The new sys- 
tem of reading installed last year has had its first full year 
of trial and results seem to warrant its continuance. 


CONDITIONS IN THE SUBURBAN SCHOOLS 


Middleboro has more one room buildings than any other 
town in the State of Massachusetts. The “little red school- 
house” is rapidly disappearing and modern consolidated 
schools are taking its place. We have 12 of these one room 
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buildings in this town. All of these used to house the nine 
grades in each building. In most however, conditions have 
been somewhat improved. The ninth grade was eliminated 
a few years ago, and with the building of the new high school 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades were transported to 
the Bates school. 

In the North section of the town the three schools have 
been treated as a unit and three grades only are in any build- 
ing. Last September the three schools in the East section 
were developed into a unit of three buildings containing two 
grades each; grades one and two at the Green, three and four 
at Soule, and five and six at Waterville. Pupils are trans- 
ported direct to the buildings eliminating the dangers of 
children walking on the highways. The educational values 
gained I believe are self evident. Pupils in these buildings 
are at the present time in a much more advance stage in 
the work of the grade than in previous years. Their as- 
sociates are of the same age. Their classes are large enough 
to give the children the valuable spirit of friendly competition 
with their classmates for no longer can a child be both at the 
head and foot of the class at the same time. Equipment is 
centralized and therefore administrations is more economical 
for duplication may be eliminated. 

In the South section of the town conditions are not as 
favorable for the unit development due to the greater dis- 
tance between the four schools involved and I urge the im- 
mediate and serious consideration of this problem. 

I wish to recommend the early erection of a four or five 
room building somewhere near the geographical center of 
the four buildings of this section that will house the pupils 
in a modern structure with modern heating, lighting, ven- 
tilation and sanitation. The four buildings now in use may 
then be abandoned. The cost of transportation should not 
be materially increased as pupils are at present transported 
to all of these schools and in only one district would mileage 
be inereased. The cost of maintenance and upkeep of the 
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one building should be less than that of the present four. 
The cost of instruction would not be increased. The educa- 
tional value of the room-per-grade school over the present 
organization of these schools offers no discussion. 

Realizing that such a building is improbable before the 
opening of the next school year and that the crowded con- 
dition of the South Middleboro school is not for the best 
interests of the pupils of that school, I would recommend 
‘a study of the advisability of the unit treatment of Rock 
and South Middleboro only, as a temporary solution of 
this serious problem. 


CLASS FOR RETARDED PUPILS 


Due to the loss of pupils during the summer vacation the 
formation of a class for retarded pupils was not necessary 
this past year. The examination of pupils for the present 
year has just been completed and recommendations from the 
State have not been received. Forty-three pupils were 
examined and it is most probable that this class will be formed 
for next September. 


VACCINATION 


At the May meeting of the School Board the Compulsory 
Vaccination law was accepted and it was unanimously voted 
to place the same in operation at the beginning of the Fall 
term. No child is now admitted to enter the school system 
unless he or she has complied with the law as stated in Chap- 
ter 76 Section 15 of the General Laws of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 


HEALTH 


The smallpox epidemic of last April was a most serious 
condition but our school children were less affected than the 
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adult population. The immediate vaccination without 
doubt lessened the number of cases among the school chil- 
dren but our greatest loss was of school attendance due to 
quarantine. Added effort however upon the part of both 
pupils and teachers brought the pupils to the usual standards 
before the close of school in June. 

Diphtheria is a preventable disease that occurs most 
frequently between the ages of six months and eight years. 
Since this dreaded disease is preventable it is planned to hold 
a clinic for immunization against the same sometime in 
March of this year. Parents will have the privilege of 
sending or bringing their children to the clinic. Information 
regarding the clinic and work done will be sent parents prior 
to the date set. There will be no compulsion of immuniza- 
tion but it is sincerely hoped that parents will take advan- 
tage of this opportunity to safeguard the health of their 
children. 

I wish at this time to express my appreciation of the work 
of the School Nurse and Public Health Officer. The School 
Nurse has been most efficient and her efforts far-reaching. 
Her conduct of the newly formed Dental Clinic has been of 
inestimable value to our lower grades. The local Health 
Officer has at all times cooperated with the health work and 
policies of the School Department. I trust that every 
citizen will read carefully the report of the School Nurse ap- 
pended to this report that they may better realize the scope 
of the work accomplished. 


THE NEW HEARING TESTS 


For the first time in Middleboro the Audiometer, a 
mechanical device for the testing of hearing, was used in 
our schools this Fall. The machine and operator were ob- 
tained through the Plymouth County Health Association 
and our entire school population above the second grade 
was tested. Hitherto no uniformity of test existed and 
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results were very unsatisfactory. This year pupils who 
showed any defect after the first test were retested and if 
any defects were then evident the parents were so notified. 

Defect in Hearing is the cause of many school failures 
and it is hoped that where parents were notified a defect 
was found that the advice of a competent physician will be 
sought and correction made. 


PRACTICAL ARTS 


I wish to recommend the study of the revision of the 
curriculum in the seventh and eighth grades in the Bates 
School. At the present time our schools provide nothing 
for the boy or girl who is manually and not book minded. 
Some form of handwork should be provided for these pupils 
in adolescent age; work of a pre-vocational nature for the 
boys and a course in Homemaking for the girls. A room in 
the basement of the school would readily lend itself to a 
General Shop for the boys’ work while a room on the upper 
floor would care for the girls’ activities. The work now 
being done through the medium of clubs is very meager and 
insufficient necessarily reaching only a very few pupils while 
all pupils of this age should have the opportunity for hand 
training. 


THE BUDGET FOR 1930 


This year the School Department asked for and received 
a smaller appropriation than that of the previous year and 
closed the year with a small balance. The large increase in 
enrollment in the High school in the past two years has 
necessitated three additional teachers while the increase 
in the Bates this year added one teacher to that faculty. 
These four additional teachers were carried without an ad- 
ditional appropriation for the four months of last year al- 
though the individual budget item for teachers’ salaries was 
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exceeded by $3,040.70. The budget for 1920 must care for 
the first full year of all four of these teachers and an increase 
experienced in that item. There are 111 more pupils in 
our Secondary schools today than at the same time last year. 

A change in route and means of transportation in one 
district together with the necessity of an additional route of 
transportation has increased that item of the budget. The 
School Department is now transporting 614 pupils, 276 miles 
per day, in 11 departmental operated busses. In addition 
to these pupils there are 91 pupils who are carried in public 
carriers and who are reimbursed for tickets bought in the 
school. A study of the table on transportation on a later 
page will give a clear idea of this perplexing problem in 
detail. 

Even with the addition of the new building last year the 
Maintenance of Buildings item was reduced $4500.00. The 
smaller amount asked for was not sufficient to meet the needs 
of the ever-occuring necessary repairs, new seats, and equip- 
ment. The amount asked for in the present budget is 
$1500.00 more than of last year but also $1500.00 less than 
that of the two previous years when we had one less building 
than at present. . 

The small increase in Supplies is a direct result of in- 
creased pupil membership. Other items of the budget for 
1930 remain practically as of last year. 


MEASURING A SCHOOL SYSTEM 


According to Prof. Blair a city or town that spends on its 
schools from $90.00 to 100.00 for each pupil in average daily 
attendance; that has an average of 35 pupils or less for each 
teacher in the school system; that devoted from 65% to 
70% of its school budget to teachers’ salaries; that spends 
more money on educational control than upon the business 
offices of the Board of Education; that does not pay more 
than 1/10 as much for janitor service will be in the upper 
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half of the cities and towns in the United States. If in addi- 
tion to this, the school authorities so plan the course of 
study and direct the teachers work that 20% to 25% of 
the school population are attending the last four years of 
the 12 years, that city or town will have reason to claim that 
it has a good school system. 

Middleboro has about 1900 pupils in its public schools, 
500 of whom are in the last four years of the high school or 
26% of the school population. In this respect Middleboro 
meets the requirements; but there are many teachers in 
grades one to nine who have over 35 pupils which means an 
overload in some respects. The rest of the requirements 
are in favor of our local department. The average cost per 
pupil for the schools of Middleboro this year is $76.17 or 
$21.98 under the average for the State. Of the 355 towns 
and cities in the State of Massachusetts Middleboro ranks 
312th in per capita cost for the support of its public schools. 


CONCLUSION 


The reports of the High School Principal, Supervisor of 
Art, Music, and Penmanship, School Nurse, School Physician 
and Supervisor of Attendance are appended to this report 
and I sincerely hope these reports will be carefully read, their 
recommendations duly considered, and their efficient work 
fully appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Middleboro, Massachusetts

Dear Sir: 
I herewith submit my fourth annual report under the 
following headings and tables. 


COLLEGE CERTIFICATE 


The High School continues on the approved list of the 
New England College Certificate Board. It is also approved 
by Worcester Polytechnic Institute, and Dartmouth Col- 
lege, and is in Class A for Normal Schools. 

Those interested in knowing which higher institutions 
are attended by graduates, should look at the tables at the 
end of this report. 


TEACHING CHANGES 


One new teacher and one additional teacher were neces- 
sary at the beginning of this school year. This represents 
the least turnover in our teaching force for some years, a 
condition which ean be but for the best interests of the school. 


SIZE OF SCHOOL 


The school did not increase this past year quite as ex- 
pected. 

In 1927-28 our total enrollment was 461, and the actual 
enrollment in June, 1928, was 418, a decrease of 43. 

In 1928-29, the total enrollment was 513, but in June, 
1929, there were 463, a decrease of 50. 

In 1929-30, the total enrollment is 533, and actual num- 
ber in school December 20, 1929, is 507; if the decrease is as 
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the past two years, the actual registration in June, 1930, will 
be about 485. 

Our registration September, 1930, should be about 560, 
and it is the expectation that this will be the peak of High 
School attendance. If so, I feel that we will best try to keep 
the single room left on the first floor for the Lunch Room, 
instead of putting seats and desks into it. During the past 
summer, the one empty room on the third floor had seats 
and desks placed in it. Further expansion will mean the 
abandonment of the Lunch Room. An additional teacher 
next year will not be necessary, as has been the case the last 
several years; unless, of course, the increase is far in excess 
of that expected. 


Pro MERITO SOCIETY 


An honor society has been established, necessitating for 
membership a rank of 85% average in all subjects for three 
years. The organization is known as the Walter Sampson 
Chapter of the Pro Merito Society, and is for the purpose of 
stimulating scholarship. (For members, see graduation 
program). Principa] Emeritus, Walter Sampson has kindly 
financed the buying of Pro Merito pins for the past two years. 


EXTRA-CLASSROOM ACTIVITIES 


The Memorial High School Student Body is prospering. 
This year, at the students’ desire, dues are $2.50 a year or 
10c. a week, and include season tickets to football, basket- 
ball, and baseball; the three issues of the Sachem; reduced 
prices at socials; and attendance at Student Body meetings. 

A budget has been prepared, so that the amount to be 
spent by each activity is estimated beforehand. The big 
item, of course, is athletics, which is expected to cost $900 
this school year. 
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By State law the school itself must finance athletics as 
far as equipment, uniforms, and maintenance are concerned. 
This is always a problem, and we feel that we are meeting 
it this year in a very satisfactory way. We are indebted 
to the town for providing a coach, the athletic field, and the 
gymnasium. 

Practically every teacher has one or more phases of 
extra classroom work todo. Four of the lady teachers have 
charge of the Lunch Room; one is faculty treasurer, taking 
eare of all the various accounts in the school; another is 
vocational counsellor, interviewing each pupil in educational 
and vocational guidance. Some of the other tasks appor- 
tioned are acting as class advisers, coaching girls’ basketball, 
coaching school plays, purchasing class rings, the literary 
and the business supervision of the Sachem, directing the 
library, arranging athletic schedules, etc. | 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Health is the first of the seven cardinal objectives of 
secondary education. ‘The value of health in relation to 
the present and future of our boys and girls cannot be over- 
estimated. A constructive yet economical program in 
physical education is absolutely in order in Memorial High 
School. 

The situation is similar to that of last year, the girls 
are much better taken care of than the boys. A young lady 
trainer from the Posse-Nissen Physical Education School of 
Boston gives instruction at the High School one school day 
a week. This, with the aid of one of the lady teachers, 
enables us to give each girl one period a week of Physical 
Education. 

The boys, however, are not so fortunate. Of course, 
their opportunity is greater in athletics; but the boys who 
do not care for athletics are the very boys who are most 
likely to be benefitted by Physical Education. The athletes 
are in less need of Physical Education; yet even for them, 
in cases, certain corrective exercises are in order, of which 
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their practice in athletics does not take care. There is a 
splendid gymnasium in the building. It would seem that 
at no very great expense a supervisor of Physical Education 
for the boys could be secured for two days a week, which 
would be adequate. More lockers should be provided. 


LUNCH ROOM 


Except for a change in the system of management, 
our Lunch Room is functioning as last year. This year it 
is a teacher project, taken care of in splendid fashion by 
four of the lady teachers. The room is small, inadequate 
for the 250-300 pupils that regularly patronize it. The 
existence of the lunch room is absolutely justified. To im- 
prove it and give increased service is the present problem. 


THE “‘NEW” BUILDING 


Less and less frequently one hears questions as to the 
adequacy of the new building. The cement sidewalks and 
the hiring of a part-time janitress solve two glaring problems. 
Externally, the building is one to be proud of. The site is 
ample in size and seems as well located as that of any school 
in the state. The grading and seeding of the lawn, the 
eareful work of Mr. Goodwin on the place, the trees of the 
evergreen variety enhance the appearance of the building. 
The Class of 1929 left money which financed the purchasing 
of several more trees and some ivy, so that in future years 
ivy will be on the walls. The field at the rear of the building 
provides an ideal place for recess as well as for baseball and 
football in season. 

Internally the building is satisfactory. Personally I 
think it one of the best planned buildings of its size. The 
lighting of each room is admirable, as is the arrangement of 
rooms and corridors. 

The Walter Sampson Auditorium receives its share of 
use. Assemblies, socials, outside speakers on occasion add 
tremendously to the success of our school. The auditorium 
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lends itself to decoration, so that it is pleasing in appearance 
as well as useful. 

The gymnasium gives opportunity for boys’ and girls’ 
basket ball and physical exercise. Both boys’ and girls’ 
group basket ball teams add to the zest and interest of the 
school. 

All in all, the building is very satisfactory. Changes 
have been made so that there is little difficulty in heating. 

It would be easy to pick flaws—lack of an adequate lunch 
room, of provision for manual training or some sort of shop 
practice, and of greater locker space. However, it is easy 
to pick flaws in anything if one is in the mood. 


IN CONCLUSION 


Time has passed quickly. It does not seem possible that 
I have been principal of Middleboro High School for three 
and a half years. They have been happy and busy years. 
For whatever success our High School has enjoyed, I am 
appreciative of our School Committee, our Superintendent, 
our Faculty, and our Student Body.

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REPORT OF THE ART DEPARTMENT 


Middleboro, Massachusetts 
December 27, 1929

Dear Sir: 


I herewith respectfully submit to you a report of the Art 
Department for the year ending December 20, 1929. 

What we are trying to do is to train a group of youths to 
become more intelligent consumers of the products of art 
education; to have proper standards of art values. Fur- 
thermore, we are applying art principles and art ideals to 
the materials, and to the conditions of every day life. 

Art education becomes a part of the program in our 
elementary and secondary schools; it is partly for the purpose 
of discovering those who have talent to produce art objects 
later and for the great mass of those who have to use these 
products in industry, the home, and elsewhere. The pupils 
are being taught to select objects of proper design, things 
that harmonize, that have the right color combinations, 
and also some appreciation of those elements which aid in 
making life a little more pleasant and a little easier. 

It is through the art training that a keener observation 
of things, both material and spiritual are kept before them. 

Art training makes for efficiency through development 
of skills, individuality, creativeness, and taste. 

Art makes for home and civic improvement right atti- 
tudes toward community and international welfare and 
therefore leads to better citizenship. 

Art education therefore, attains a new significance and 
a greater regard, particularly as recognize both its practical 
and cultural values. 

Art in the public schools today means more than drawing. 
It is a means of putting into the souls of pupils an apprecia- 
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tion of beautiful things and an insistence above all that these 
shall be made available for their enjoyment. 

We teach art because it is the right of every American 
boy and girl to appreciate beauty wherever it exists. 

In our schools every teacher has a complete outline of the 
subject and of the work to be taught. These outlines aim 
to cultivate good taste; to teach an appreciation of the 
beautiful; to teach good judgement in selection and arrange- 
ment; to train students to adapt to their needs, ideas and 
suggestions from others and create ideas of their own; and 
to teach the fundamental art principles in application to 
dress and the home. These same principles are carried 
along in more advanced stages in the Junior and Senior High 
School classes. 

The course at the Bates school has proven a great success 
and classes are much farther advanced than at this time last 
year because of the extra period that has been added for the 
work and by the instruction given by Miss Freida Hartmann. 

In the last four years the Senior High School Art classes 
have increased six times their numbers in attendance and 
election, which shows the increase in appreciation of the 
value of the subject. 

I would like to add a few suggestions wherein an im- 
provement might be made in the High School work and 
which I consider most necessary. 

First, a double period should be given pupils in thisschool. 

Second, if possible, an increase in credit should be given. 

Third, more time should be allowed for specialized courses 

for those who plan to make Art their vocation in life, 
for I consider many of the Middleboro pupils have 
exceptional talent and should have that privilege. 

Fourth, more time should be allowed the Supervisor for 

teaching in the High School for more direct contact 
with the pupils. 

Fifth, Freshmen, Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors 

should have separate periods. 
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Sixth, Elective courses such as follows might be offered

I herewith submit my report for the Music Department 
for 1929. 

The year started out most auspiciously by the presenta- 
tion of a Gilbert and Sullivan Opera—‘“‘Trial by Jury’’, 
which was a splendid success both artistically and financially, 
making a goodly sum for the Music Fund and giving an 
opportunity for several to make their initia] appearance in 
solo parts who have since contributed largely to the musical 
activities of the community. 

This was followed by the Bates School in their annual 
concert in which the Eighth Grade pupils presented ‘The 
Pilgrims of 1620’, in splendid manner. They were assisted 
by the Boys Glee Club, Girls Glee Club, Orchestra and In- 
strumentalist Soloists. 

In May the High School Chorus gave their Spring Concert 
an evening of rare merit, followed by the usual period of 
college and popular songs, cheers for their instructors, and 
the battle of music in which Mr. Sampson participated. 

The different schools are now preparing for events which 
will be presented in the near future. One or two novelties 
will be featured by the High School Glee Clubs in the Mid- 
Year Concert, the proceeds of which will be used to establish 
a fund for uniforming a school band, which is in the inception. 
Uniforms are a stimulation to any organization of the kind 
and this plan will develop an interest in that activity. 

The Instrumental Classes are progressing in a most satis- 
factory manner. The number of pupils now total over 
fifty. We are already noting the effects of these lessons in 
our orchestras. ‘The Junior High School Orchestra doubled 
its numbers in the past year and we are enabled to start 
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an orchestra in the School Street School this year for the 
first time in my experience as a Supervisor. 

I wish to congratulate the School Department in being 
able to arrange with such successful teachers as Mrs. Marion 
Belmont for the violin classes and Mr. Walter Weeman for 
the other instruments of the orchestra. Both these in- 
structors have evidenced great patience and perseverance in 
handling the boys and girls and splendid results have been 
and are being obtained, this being the third season that 
classes have been carried on and we are in a position to judge 
of the fruits of this procedure and I most heartily recommend 
a continuance of the same. The Drum Corps from the Bates 
and West Side Schools participated in the Armistice Day 
parade with credit to all. Fife Classes at School Street are 
in progress and the usual stimulation to syllable reading is 
the result. The Bates School Orchestra, Mr. Burkland 
directing, together with the High School Orchestra furnished 
music for the matinee and evening performances of the 
Teachers Dramatic Event and added appreciably to the 
pleasure of the audience.

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HEARING TESTS 

This year the pupils were tested for defects in Hearing 
by the Audiometer operated by Miss Anna J. Foley, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Plymouth County Health Association. 
All grades, with the exception of the first and second, were 
tested and re-tests given to all pupils who failed the first 
test. The testing proved very satisfactory and it is hoped 
the method may be continued in the future. Notices of 
failures of the re-test will be sent to parents with the hope 
that such children may be examined by ear specialists and 
defects corrected. 
DIPHTHERIA 

Dr. Richard P. MacKnight, assisted by Dr. Smith, School 
Physician, and the School Nurse, will immunize any child 
from the age of 6 months to 10 years, against Diphtheria. 
This Diphtheria Clinic will be held in the month of March. 
No child will be immunized unless a certificate of per- 
mission is presented signed by the parent or guardian. 
Importance of Immunization: Age is one of the most im- 
portant predisposing causative factors of Diphtheria as the 
majority of cases occur between the ages of 6 months and 10 
years. 
Infectious Agent: Bacillus diphtheria 
Source of Infection: Discharges from diphtheritic lesions 
of nose and throat and secretions from nose and throat of 
the carriers. 
Mode of Transmission: Directly by personal contact with 
cases or carriers and infected milk. 
Incubation Period: ‘Two to Five days. 
Period of Communicability: Three-fourths of cases two 
weeks. 
Prevention: Toxin-Anti-Toxin-Immunization. 
Help us protect the little children of Middleboro from this 
Highly Infectious Disease. 
SMALLPOX 4 

During the first few months of this year, Dr. A. V. Smith 
and myself made plans to vaccinate as many pupils as possi- 
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ble in the Surburban schools in hopes of making at least 
one of these schools 100% vaccinated. In this manner 
we also hoped we would stimulate an interest in the import- 
ance and necessity of vaccination in all schools and pre- 
school pupils. I placed the order for these vaccination 
certificates in the printer’s office but during the process of 
printing these, in the month of April, the Smallpox epidemic 
came upon us. It is needless to say the cards served a very 
needy purpose at that time. 

Within a short period of time this acute infectious disease 
was controlled by the faithful services rendered by our State 
District Health Officer, Dr. Richard P. MacKnight, assisted 
by Dr. Oscar Dudley and Dr. George Sullivan. Others who 
deserved much credit were our Health Officer John T. Con- 
nor, all local doctors, nurses, the Superintendent of Schools, 
volunteer workers from adult and school life. It is true 
Middleboro is now the safest town in the State to live in 
from a Health standpoint with reference to Smallpox as 
we are practically 100% vaccinated. No pupil is now ad- 
mitted to enter school without a certificate of successful 
vaccination signed by a physician.

Dear Sir: 

Nineteen hundred twenty-nine has been an unusual year 
from a health standpoint in the schools and not as many 
students have been kept away from their school program by 
reason of quarantine from contagious diseases. 

The School Board have accepted the State Law whereby 
no unvaccinated child is allowed to attend school. 

Dr. MacKnight, our district health officer, with the 
assistance of myself and Miss Pasztor, the School Nurse, are 
making plans whereby all the students of the two lower 
grades together with the pre-school children, may, with the 
consent of their parents be immunized against Diphtheria. 
All parents and older students should insist that this be done 
as it protects the younger and lessens the liability of quaran- 
tine for the older. 

The numerous cases of contagious disease that we have 
had have centered in one or two schools. I wish the building 
at Union Street could soon be replaced by a modern structure. 

I wish to thank all the physicians, teachers, and nurses 
who assisted in vaccinating all our school pupils in the one 
day. I wish to thank all connected with the schools for their 
thoughtful advice and assistance. 

Miss Pasztor, our School Nurse, is constantly working 
and continually planning for the health of all our students 
and deserves unstinted support.

Middleboro Stand Pipe 
Built 1915 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


There have been more improvements in this department 
this year than for several past years. 

At the annual town meeting $11,000.00 was voted to 
extend an eight inch pipe from the end of the line on Nemas- 
ket St. at the river bridge, for a distance of one mile through 
Plymouth St. into the Warrentown district. Plans and 
specifications were prepared and bids called for to be opened 
April 30th. Six bids were submitted, the lowest being the 
Ideal Contracting Co. of Boston. The contract was award- 
ed to them May 7th, and work was begun May 20th and 
proceeded slowly until August 27th when the job was ac- 
cepted. The amount asked for to make this extension, 
including the meters and services was $13,000.00, but the 
meeting saw fit to appropriate only $11,000.00, then the 
additional money needed to complete the job had to come 
from the water department, thus necessitating a transfer 
from reserve to cover an overdraft. The total cost of the 
main:-line including all labor and materials was $11,428.91; 
the cost of services and meters $1,434.99, making a total 
cost of this job $12,863.90, as against the $13,000.00 origin- 
ally estimated. 


WATERPROOFING THE STANDPIPE 


After a thorough investigation by this office and con- 
sulting with Mr. Sampson of Weston & Sampson, Consulting 
Engineers of Boston, it was decided that the waterproofing 
of our standpipe could best be accomplished by the use of 
the Ironite Method as applied by the Western Waterproofing 
Company of Boston. A contract was entered into with them 
July 26th to furnish all labor and materials and do all the 
work necessary to line the inside of the standpipe. The 
water was drawn from the tank Aug. 11th and work pro- 
gressed rapidly until completion and the tank refilled Sept. 
15th. The contract price for doing this work was $7000.00, 
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including a five year guarantee of its water tightness. The 
need for waterproofing was that the seepage through the 
horizontal construction cracks caused by the cement setting 
during the time the forms were reset had saturated the outer 
layer of concrete, causing it to spall off in quite large patches 
and to a considerable depth, but not so deep as to expose 
the steel re-enforcing of the structure, but getting danger- 
ously near it. The method used was to wire-brush and 
thoroughly clean and wash the inside, then with air drills to 
cut out all the horizontal cracks and what few vertical cracks 
there were in a V shape about three inches on the face and 
from three to four inches deep. These cuts were then filled 
with successive layers of Ironite until flush with the face. 
The whole inside including the bowl, which had shown no 
signs of seepage, was given two coats of Ironite of a total 
thickness of 14 to 3% inches, after which two brush coats of 
specially prepared asphalt was applied. The tank was then 
filled for a test and only a few moist spots showed on the 
outside. ‘These soon dried out and up to the present time 
the tank seems to be perfectly tight. 

Ironite is a combination of cement, sand and iron fillings. 
The object of the iron is to form rust which seals the hair 
cracks which come in all cement as it sets. 

To repair the outside, all the loose and disintegrated 
concrete was removed and this space filled with Ironite. 
Contrary to expectation, the cement in the inside was found 
to be as hard and in as perfect condition as when the tank 
was built, and the cracks at the construction joints only 
showed a very fine hair line. 

During the five weeks the standpipe was empty we had 
of course to depend on direct pumping for our water supply 
and fire protection. 

As the pumping capacity at the station is only 1600 
G. P. M. we did not feel that this was sufficient for fire pro- 
tection, so a Maxim 1000 G. P. M. motor fire truck was 
located at the pumping station to compensate for the 500,000 
gal. reserve supply which is always held in the standpipe. 
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A suction line was laid from the river to the fire pump and 
the discharge lines connected to a fire hydrant near the 
station. The Maxim Company arranged to have an oper- 
ator at all times ready to answer a bell alarm, thus assuring 
us of the services of a skilled operator in case of necessity. 

To safeguard the safety of the water supply in case it 
was necessary to introduce raw water into the system a 
chlorinating machine was installed on the suction line of the 
auxiliary pump. ‘This all added materially to the expense 
of the repair of the standpipe, but we feel that the cost of 
_ this insurance was justified. Fortunately we were not 
called upon to use the extra pump as no fires occurred while 
the standpipe was out of commission. 

The cost of waterproofing was $7,000.00, repairs on the 
outside $1079.11, and additional pumping station expense 
$1880.16, making a total cost of $9959.27. 

The other work of the water department included the 
usual new services, renewing old ones, testing and repairing 
main gates, testing and repairing hydrants, testing and re- 
pairing curb gates, and changing and repairing all meters 
that have been in service more than five years.

This 
section shall not affect any law, by-laws, rules, or regu- 
lations relative to salary, pensions, annual vacations 
or sick or disability, or leave of absence of the members 
of the Fire Department, and act thereon. (By request) 

Voted: That the General By-Laws of the town of 
Middleboro be amended by adding Article 13, Section 1 and 
2, as read. 
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Approved by Attorney General June 25, 1929.

Voted: that the Selectmen as Water Commissioners be 
authorized to extend the water mains on Nemasket street 
and Plymouth street and that for this purpose the town 
appropriate the sum of eleven thousand ($11,000.) dollars, 
of which the sum of twenty-two hundred ($2200.) dollars 
shall be included in the tax levy of the current year, and the 
remainder shall be raised by the issue of bonds or notes of 
‘the town, and the Treasurer with the approval of the Se- 
lectmen be and hereby is authorized and empowered to issue 
bonds or notes of the town therefor, in the sum not to exceed 
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eight thousand eight hundred ($8,800.) dollars, payable in

Voted: that wishing to honor the honorable service and 
supreme sacrifice during the World War of a young man and 
citizen of this town, the name of Everett Square be changed 
to John Glass Jr. Square.

Gentlemen :— | 

I hand you herewith the report of the Weights and Mea- 
‘sures Department for the year 1929. 

The State Standards and Weights located at 13 Forest 
St. are in excellent condition. 

The Town scale located at the town barn should be 
scraped and painted to keep it from rust and decay. By 
doing this the scale will be put in first class condition to 
withstand the elements for some time to come. The Town 
standards and working equipment are all in good condition 
with one exception, namely, the Adv. Weights which must 
be given attention and renickled this coming year or they 
will have deteriorated so that new ones will be necessary. 
The large test weights have been recalibrated and painted 
and are now in good condition. As a whole, the conditions 
regarding Weights and Measures department throughout 
the town are very good. 

The Gasoline Viz-Guage installed this year on about 
99% of the gas pumps in town shows to the buying public 
just what they are getting for their money expanded. While 
they are an excellent thing they are a source of continuous 
annoyance to the dealer, as they require constant attention, 
many times causing long trips, with the result that a con- 
demned tag is affixed, by the Sealer. 

During the year flour was found to be running short 
weight. A conference was called between the General 
Manager of the company involved, Town Manager Goodale 
and the Sealer. *A satisfactory agreement was reached and 
put into effect at once. All short weight flour was removed 
rom the town. } 
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I would again recommend that all license fees for re- 
newals or installations of pumps be advanced $1.00 each; 
the amount thus received be credited to the Weights & 
Measures Department to make up in some way the cost of 
many trips where the pumps can not be sealed and another 
trip is required before the pump is made ready for sealing 
and a collection made.

During the year cheese, meat and butter were added to 
the articles which come under local licensing. 

Transient Vendors’ licenses have been inspected and 
found to be in accordance with the laws of the Common- 
wealth. Peddlers’ licenses were all checked and several 
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warned against law violations. In each instance the re- 
quest of the Sealer was cheerfully complied with. Ice 
scales, junk scales and clinic thermometers came in for a 
systematic inspection, also a re-inspection, and with one or 
two exceptions were found to be O. K. 

There was one prosecution during the year for violation 
of the peddling laws. A $10.00 fine was imposed. 

I wish to thank Town Manager Goodale for the great 
assistance he has given me, also Chief Sisson and the Hon- 
orable Board for their co-operation the past year.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen ° 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

I offer for your consideration a report of work accom- 
plished by the Moth Department for the year 1929. 

In taking up the duties of Superintendent of this depart- 
ment, I have endeavored to carry the work along in very 
much the same manner, with a few exceptions as it has been 
in previous years. 

In the late winter and early spring all! roadsides through- 
out our town as well as the state road from the Rochester 
line to the Bridgewater line were scouted and all webs of the 
brown tail moth were gathered and burned. The egg mass- 
es of the gypsy moth were creosoted, whi h renders the eggs 
infertile. In patrolling the town we find as yet no great 
evidence of the brown tail moth, although in one section of 
Rock Village they are very plentiful, with a few at Hast 
Main Street and some scattered ones on other streets. 

It is with reluctance that I speak of the Rock situation, 
but with a feeling that it is a good suggestion to fruit tree 
owners, that they spray their trees for the control of brown 
tail and gypsy moths. In one case the owner did not care 
to invest the sum of $2.50 and consequently the fruit trees 
were defolited and the crop destroyed. 

So much for the owners loss, while a very conservative 
estimate of the cost of gathering the webs this winter will 
amount to five times the cost of spraying at the right time 
with the probability also of near by orchards being contam- 
inated. 

The gypsy moth we find about the same as in 1928 with 
possibly a slight decrease. Large colonies are found on 
Plymouth Street near Nemasket Cemetery also at East 
Grove, Wood, Acorn, Chestnut and Short Streets. 

The Elm leaf beetle which again appeared in 1928 are 
increasing at an alarming rate, and drastic measures should 
be used to save the beautiful trees of our town, and with the 
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co-operation of the towns people these pests can be con- 
trolled. 

Only two reports of the satin moth were called to our 
attention, one at the corner of Wareham and Smith Streets 
and one at the corner of North and Everett, both being now 
under perfect control. 

Spraying is in order about April 15. All roadsides of the 
town were treated with an arsenical spray, to control the 
tent caterpillar whose nests or webs are so unsightly to all 
who travel through the country. The same spray is used 
for the control of the brown tail and gypsy moth. 

Private spraying is indeed quite a problem. Starting 
on or about May 20th and continuing from 15 to 20 days. 
The private spray jobs consisting of orchards, cranberry 
bogs, and potato fields, numbered 302. This work necessi- 
tates the use of two trucks, and two sprayers, early and late. 
The equipment of this department consists of one 400 gallon 
sprayer in first class condition capable of forcing spray to the 
top of our highest trees. The 200 Fitzhenry-Guptill power 
sprayers for lighter work that are in very poor condition and 
only by constant attention and care were we able to keep 
them in commission during the rush of private work. Through 
the remainder of the season, our work was completed by: 
using parts of one to keep the other at work. 

The trucks of the department are in good condition with 
the exception of one Ford Truck which has passed its useful 
ness. I earnestly recommend the purchase of one truck 
that in your opinion would be adequate, to replace it, also 
one new Fitzhenry-Guptill power sprayer, that will take 
care of our spraying jobs more efficiently, and economically. 

For the purpose of keeping the public informed will say 
that this department is in a position to, and capable of, at- 
tending to any deceased tree whatever size removing if 
necessary or whatever surgery may be needed, also pruning 
fruit and shade trees. Estimates of the same gladly given. 

In conclusion we thank you for your co-operation.

Gentlemen :— | 

As my term as Inspector of Animals for the town of 
Middleboro expires on this day I hereby submit my report 
of Animal Inspection for 1928 and 1929 to date. 

I have found a few cases of Tuberculosis during this year 
only, and I find owners are going into the “‘Accredited Herd 
Plan,’’ more each year, which will eventually eradicate the 
dread disease. , 

At this time I believe Middleboro to be as free from 
Tuberculosis and perhaps more so than many of the nearby 
and surrounding towns. 

This is the only contagious or infectious disease that has 
been the cause of much trouble during my term as Inspector, 
and Middleboro has escaped several diseases classed as such. 

With few exceptions, the barns are as good or perhaps 
even better, than they have been and in several cases I 
know, if they could be improved it would be beneficial to all, 
but in some cases the finances of the owners must be taken 
into consideration, as a reason why the conditions so exist 
or in other words, if the owners were able financially they 
would have_better accommodations for their stock.

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REPORT OF WIRE INSPECTOR. 


Board of Selectmen 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen ;— 
I herewith submit my annual report as inspector of wires 
in the town of Middleboro ending December 31, 1929.

I have reported three electricians to the State Examin- 
ers of Electricians for prosecution for violating our Local 
By-Laws and Electric Department Regulations; also one 
for doing electrical work without a license. 

One thing that gives considerable trouble is the wiring 
done by an owner or tenant who has little or no knowledge 
of how to properly install wires to comply with safety rules 
and who fail to report any wiring done, as required by our 
By-Laws and Regulations of the Lighting Plant. 

Another cause of trouble comes from the use of the 
cheap bridge or floor lamps. They are wired with small 
improperly insulated wire and soon give trouble. 

I have re-inspected a number of old wiring jobs and have 
found a number of places where additions to the original 
wiring have been made in such a way that it caused a fire 
and life hazard. In such cases the owner or tenant has been 
notified and given a limited time to put the wiring in proper 
condition. I have found a few places where defective wir- 
ing was causing the meter to register all the time. 
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I am taking particular notice of the fusing of circuits to 
see that they are properly fused, as when the proper size 
fuse is used there is less liability of trouble even if the wiring 
is In poor condition. 

I have attended ten meetings of the Massachusetts 
Association of Municipal Electrical Inspectors held in Bos- 
ton. These meetings are of great importance to all wire

In conclusion I want to thank those electricians and 
others who have in any way helped to raise the standard of 
wiring in this Town the past year.

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Much more work has been done by this department this 
year than any previous one, due to the larger appropriation, 
and use of the gravel crushing plant, purchased in 1928, 
through the whole year. 

The purchase of this plant has proved to be a very wise 
one, and one that just fits our particular needs. With the 
addition of this plant to our equipment we have been able 
to place much better material on our roads, and at a much 
less cost than ever before. With the old method of loading 
our trucks with a belt conveyor we thought that we were 
very fortunate if we could build gravel roads at a cost of 
$1.25 per cubic yard. This year we have brought the cost 
down to $0.97 per cubic yard, and as we have used 14812 © 
cubic yards,*this represents a saving of $4,147.36, or nearly 
the total cost of the plant.

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SIDEWALKS 


Gravel and ash sidewalks have been built on Webster, 
Oak, Forest, Clifford, Center, Vine and Bourne Streets. 

The appropriation for this work was materially reduced 
this year so that little could be accomplished. I trust that 
it will be increased for 1930 as there is much that should be 
done. 

Cement walks were built this year on the south side of 
Center St. from Oak St. westerly; on the northerly side of — 
Center Avenue, and on the easterly side of Pearl St. from 
Peirce St. southerly. This appropriation was also much 
too small to meet the demands for hard walks. 


CENTER STREET IMPROVEMENT 


The car tracks in the middle of Center St. have been a 
nuisance and source of danger for a long time. With the 
discontinuance of the use of these tracks by the Street Rail- | 
road, an opportunity was given us to cover them up and oil 
the whole surface of the road. This was done early in the 
summer and has not only improved the appearance of the 
street, but eliminated a source of danger. 


DRAINAGE. 


Drainage conditions in the center of the town are bad, 
and as soon as money is available this situation should be 
remedied, particularly the North St. section at the junction 
of Myrtle, School, Pearl and Rice Streets, and on Vine and 
West Streets. 

There are poorly constructed drains put in‘quite a few 
years ago in both of these sections, and it is only by spending 
a considerable sum of money each year that they are made 
to work at all, and even then are very unsatisfactory. 
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5 
OILING AND PATCHING 


54800 gallons of road oil were used this year, and 10570 
gallons of patching material. The continual increase of 
gravel surfaced roads and the increased use of automobiles 
necessitates an annual increase in the appropriation each 
year if the surface of the roads is to be kept in the condition 
which the citizens have a right to expect. 


BRIDGES 


The bridge on Soule St. has been repaired and replaced 
the stringers and flooring. 

A much needed improvement has been made on the ap- 
proach to the river bridge on Vernon St. The road at this 
point was very narrow and the guard rail badly rotted. To 
remedy this condition cement curbs on top of the retaining 
walls were put in and wire guard fence erected. This work 
widens the road and corrects a very dangerous condition. 

Culverts have been rebuilt on Marion Road, Center, 
Ash, Bedford and Clay Streets. By keeping these water- 
ways open added protection is given to the roads. 


SEWERS 


The usual number of new connections have been made 
this year, and the usual number of stoppages have been 
cleared. 

All the catch basins have been cleaned out twice, and 
many of them three times. 

One extension on Clifford Street has been made. In 
doing this we encountered ledge nearly the whole length, 
which increased the cost of construction considerably above 
the estimate. 
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SNOW 


Although no large snow storm occurred during the year 
it was necessary to plow the roads once in January, three 
times in February, once in March, and once in December. 

Total snow fall for the year was 36 inches. 


EQUIPMENT 


Our equipment with the exception of the crushing and 
hot mixing plant at the yard are in very good condition. 

The boiler used to operate these plants is nearly worn 
out, and we may with considerable patching and careful use 
get by with it this year, but have been informed by the in- 
spector that that is all we may expect of it. If we are to use 
this plant another year we will need to purchase some elec- 
tric motors, as this will be cheaper to operate than steam 
and much more convenient.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR PLYMOUTH 
COUNTY AID TO AGRICULTURE, 1929. 


The Plymouth County Extension Service cooperated 
with citizens in every town in the county this past year in 
bringing to them information about agriculture and home- 
making. Local and county-wide meetings were held for 
this purpose. Through the meetings and by means of 
correspondence, press notices, and by individual service, 
thousands of men, women, boys, and girls, were instructed 
in the better performance of farm operations and home 
duties. 

Many Middleboro people attended the meetings, demon- 
strations, and tours conducted by the county agent. At 
one series of three dairy meetings, an orchard tour, and a 
turkey growers’ meeting, held in Middleboro, there was an 
attendance of more than 300 farmers. Representatives of 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College and leading farmers 
were the speakers. The county agent visited 32 different 
farms in the town to leave definite advice about poultry 
raising, dairying, and orcharding. Letters and bulletins 
on agricultural subjects are sent regularly to 152 Middle- 
boro farmers. : 

The town also had an exceptionally strong extension 
program for the home-makers. Six garment finish groups 
were formed in various parts of the town and successfully 
completed this project. Middleboro also participated in 
other clothing projects and had a share in the nutrition and 
garden programs. The local extension committee is plan- 
ning an equally strong program for the current year. 

Thirty-one boys and girls enrolled in the 4-H clothing, 
garden, and canning clubs in 1929. The enrollment for 
1930 winter clubs now includes 75 boys and girls who are 
studying food, clothing, and handicraft. The clubs are all 
organized and holding meetings regularly with their leaders. 
They are following out their programs with actual exper- 
ience at home.

I herewith submit my first annual report. On Septem- 
ber 17, I was appointed to the position left vacant by resig- 
nation of Mr. Edward B. Van Dusen. Since then | have 
taken four collections of milk from some thirty-two dairies, 
comprising some three hundred and fifty cows. 

From the report of Mr. George E. Bolling of Brockton, 
two of them contained garget. Most of them were up to 
standard in solids and butter fats,.and only in two was the 
bacteria high, all the rest were very low in bacteria. They 
were attended to at once and on second test were found all 
right. | 

I have received a letter from Dr. George H. Bigelow, 
wanting me to bring before your Board to have tubercular 
tested cows. I did, and on August 24, you held a public 
hearing, which I could not attend, as I was away; but it 
seems all of the producers who did attend were opposed, 
unless it became a county law, and your Board voted to lay 
the matter on the table. 

But I hope sometime in the near future you will hold 
another public hearing and I will have someone from the 
state to speak in favor of it.

The Board of Health

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my First Annual Report. I came 
into office April 1, 1929, and found a peculiar situation. 
There were a number of chickenpox cases reported and on 
going around, I found most of them adults and all of them 
had chickenpox before, also, that none of them had ever 
been vaccinated. On April 19, I had 49 active cases and 
-among them some very bad cases. 

On April 22, I attended a Health Convention at Hyannis 
where I met Dr. Richard P. MacKnight and called his atten- 
tions to conditions here. He came to Middleboro that same 
evening. I showed him some of the worst cases. He re- 
ported to Commissioner of Contagious Diseases, Dept. of 
State, Dr. Clarence L. Scamman, who with Dr. Place of 
Boston City. Hospital, came to town April 28, and pro- 
nounced them smallpox, and advised me to call a meeting 
of the Board for that evening, which was done, and they ad- 
vised compulsory vaccination, which the Board granted. 

On April 25, vaccination started in different sections of 
the town, at the Town House, Church chapel, at the Green, 
South Middleboro School, North Middleboro at Pratt Free 
School and the Community Church at Rock. The first day 
there were over five thousand vaccinations, and I want to 
state here, that both Dr. Scamman and Dr. Place said they 
had never seen such hearty cooperation as the people of 
Middleboro had shown and they were very much pleased. 
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From then on conditions began to improve. The last 
onset was May 5. Of the 223 cases in town, we had 1 in 
January, 5 in February, 40 in March, 144 in April and 33 in 
May. God was very merciful to us, as not a death occurred 
and the expense was not as great as many anticipated.

HEALTH NURSE 


Miss Helen Paszter, R. N., has taken a great interest in 
the Dental Clinic. She has had from ten to fifteen children 
from the lower grades in every Wednesday morning to have 
their teeth cleaned, extracted or filled. Dr. Wood has done 
a great work for the short time he has. We have attended 
Health Conventions at Hyannis, Osterville, New Bedford, 
South Hanson and Canton. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


Scarlet fever has had quite a run for the past two years. 
There were some seventy-seven cases from the first of year 
until school closed in June. Until the opening of school in 
September there were no contagious Diseases, when six 
cases were reported from Union St. School. Then we had 
some fourteen cases reported from School Street. At no 
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time has the situation been serious. I have been in consul- 
tation with Dr. Richard P. MacKnight and Superintendent 
of Schools Cushing. We have had Dr. Smith and Miss 
Pasztor visit these schools every day, but conditions are no 
different here than in a number of cities and towns where the 
same thing has occurred. Outside of the scarlet fever cases 
we have no communicable diseases reported since opening 
of the schools. 

There has been no new tubercular cases. We have six 
patients at Plymouth County Hospital.

Very few complaints 
were made, and I want to congratulate Mr. Jennings in the 
way he has handled it. 


Public Dump 


When I came into office there were numbers of complaints 
on the condition of the dump. I appointed Mr. A. A. Sisson 
caretaker and have had nothing but praise for him, the way 
he has handled it. He has a place built in from East Grove 
Street where the trucks can back in and dump very easily, 
also, keeps all papers and such burned up. Had a number 
of complaints about the rats there. We obtained a poison 
that we put around there. Mr. Sisson tells me that there 
are very few of them now, and I have not had a complaint 
for months.

To the President and Board of Trustees 
of the Middleborough Public Library: 


I have the honor to present the annual report covering 
the year ending December 31, 1929. 

This year the library rounds out twenty-five years in 
the building so generously given to the people of Middle- 
boro by Mr. Thomas Sproat Peirce. Middleboro is indeed 
fortunate to have a library of such size and beauty, and in 
the twenty-five years of its existence many architects and 
other visitors have praised the beautiful architecture and 
design of the building. 

On April 25, 1904 the new library building was opened 
for the inspection of the townspeople, and the following day 
was opened for business. ‘That the new library was popular 
is evidenced by the fact that the circulation for that year 
showed an increase of 15,000 over the previous year when 
the library was located in the Town Hall. 


CIRCULATION 


In the year 1904 the circulation for the year was 44,410 
and in 1929, twenty-five years later the library issued 81,863 
books. Of the books issued, 49,197 were fiction, 13,685 
non-fiction, 3,918 magazines, 119 foreign books and 18,926 
were borrowed from the young peoples’ room. 

On February 23, 1929 the library had the largest circula- 
tion in its history issuing on that day 669 books. That 
February is the peak month is shown by the fact that other 
record days have all occurred in that month, the one pre- 
viously having been on February 20, 1926 when 601 books 
were issued. 
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EFFECT OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


The circulation for 1929 would undoubtedly have been 
much larger had it not been for the epidemic which visited 
the town in the Spring. During this epidemic of smallpox 
our circulation dropped to about one third of its usual vol- 
ume, despite the assurances of the doctors that no possible 
harm could come from library books. It took many months 
for the public to overcome their fear and it was not until 
well into the Fall that circulation became normal. 

We lost a great many books because of contagious dis- 
eases, as it is a rigid rule of the library never to take back a 
book that has been in a home where there has been con- 
tagious disease, whether or not the book has been in the 
room or in contact in any way with the one who is ill. The 
borrower is instructed to destroy the book and the library 
stands the loss, feeling it is wiser to sacrifice the book and 
save the peace of mind and retain the confidence of the pub- 
lic. 7 


BRANCHES 


The branch that was opened in North Middleboro at the 
request of the Community Club is functioning well under 
the efficient supervision of Mrs. Stephen Richmond, who 
generously gives her time and home to this work. 

Deposits of books are kept at the Rock, South Middle- 
boro and Bates Schools, and at the Montgomery Home. 

After nine years of efficient and loyal service, Miss Laura 
Deane has found it impossible to continue the branch that 
has been located in her home at East Middleboro. Miss 
Deane has given a great deal of her time and energy to this 
work without any financial recompensation, and to her we 
owe a debt of gratitude for having made it possible for the 
people of East Middleboro to enjoy books from the main 
library. 
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REPAIRS 


During the twenty-five years the library has been built 
almost nothing has been done in the way of repairs. The 
time has come when some re-decorating is necessary. 

In September the Trustees Room was re-decorated. 
Sanitas wall covering in a soft grey was put upon the walls 
and the paint was refinished in a warm ivory, making a very 
attractive room. 

There is much that remains to be done, and the coming 
year it is hoped that more re-decorating may be done where 
it seems to be most needed. 


ACTIVITIES 


In January the library sponsored a series of talks on new 
books given by Mrs. Wanda Power Tauber of the Personal 
Book Shop, Boston. This course proved very popular, and 
we are planning to have Mrs. Tauber give another course 
the coming year. 

The Cabot Club had a most interesting exhibit and talk 
on etchings in the Community Room on January 11th. 
Under the same auspices was held an exhibit of batik and 
tied-and-dyed work, with a lecturer from Boston. 

In May John Callan, a local artist, held an exhibit of his 
work in the exhibition hall of the library. The walls were 
filled with paintings and drawings of unusual merit, and the 
display aroused much interest. | 

The Community Room is in constant use, the District 
Nursing Association, State University Extension, the Sym- 
phonic Society, the Cabot Club, the Girl Scouts and other 
societies enjoying its use. 

During Book Week, which this year came in the week of 
November 17th, an exhibition was held of the work of 
Middleboro artists. This not only included paintings and 
drawings by local people, but also basketry, needlework, hand 
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wrought jewelry, painted china and iron work, tinted win- 
ter bouquets, photography, cabinet and batik work. 

This exhibition aroused more interest than any pre- 
viously held, and there was large attendance every after- 
noon and evening during the week the exhibit was open. 
Because of the many requests, the exhibition was kept open 
into the next week. | 

The staff has been well represented at library conferences. 
Miss Florence Robinson attended the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Library Association held in Washington in May. The 
librarian was in attendance at the conference of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Club held in June at Provincetown. Other 
members of the staff have attended meetings in Brockton, 
Boston and other nearby cities. 

The librarian spoke on new books before the Evening 
Alliance of the Unitarian Church, the Cabot Club and the 
Parent Teachers Association, and at the High School on 
‘Books as Companions” before the Southeastern Massachu- 
setts League of School Publications 


IN APPRECIATION 


We are very grateful to all those who contributed their 
handiwork to our exhibition held during Book Week and so 
helped to make it the success it was. | 

We wish to express our thanks to the teachers in charge 
of deposits of books, to Mrs. Richmond of North Middle- 
boro and others who are helping in this way. 

‘It is with sincere regret and a deep sense of gratitude to 
the librarian there that we discontinue the branch at East 
Middleboro. Miss Laura Deane has given her loyal service 
for over nine years. 

The Middleboro Gazette has been most generous in 
allowing us space. That this type of publicity is of great 
benefit to the library is evidenced by the many calls we 
receive for the books mentioned in the columns of the 
Gazette. 
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We are grateful to the friends who have presented the 
library with books, magazines, plants and flowers. 

The librarian wishes to take this opportunity once more 
to express to the Board of Trustees her very great apprecia- 
tion for their cooperation and loyal support, and to the 
staff for their faithful service which has made possible the 
successful year just reviewed.

The apparatus is in good performing condition. 

Ladder 1 and Combination 2 wagon need painting and 
varnishing very much. The engine of Engine 1 has been- 
thoroughly overhauled, cylinders reground and new brake 
drums puton. For additional safety measure, booster brakeg 
have been installed. 

The total alarms have fallen off this year, most notably 
in the Box and Still alarms. Perhaps the decrease in Still 
alarms, and in fact all alarms, may be attributed to the effi- 
cient inspection of all buildings in town last year, and 
owners’ and occupants’ attention called to the then existing 
fire hazards and advice given to remedying them. In addi- 
tion to this the continual inspection of all business proper- 
ties with the cooperation of tenants in endeavoring to 
minimize fire hazards, has been a significant factor in not 
only reducing the number of fires, but the fire losses. 

As you will note, with the assessed value of buildings of 
$40,900.00 and estimated value of contents of $42,000.00, 
the damage in excess of insurance paid was only $1625 for 
the year, this being the lowest loss for a number of years. 
There has been almost 100 special inspections more than 
reported in 1928. By direction of your Board, the daily 
inspection of one of the factories has been made. 

To all property owners, especially in the suburbs, I 
would like to emphasize the importance of inspection and 
cleaning out of their chimneys. This will result in less calls 
for the Fire Department to respond to, lessen the possibility 
of losing your home, and perhaps prevent damage to the 
apparatus, or fatal accident to those responding with the 
apparatus, such as was so recently averted in responding 
to a call of this kind. 
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The facilities provided by the installation of the dry 
hydrant connected to the pond at Rock Village, and one at 
the river in North Middleboro, will prove of great value in 
case of any serious fire in the vicinity of either. 

In connection with these installations and those installed 
in Nevertouch Pond for additional protection for the Geo. 
EK. Keith factory, I fully concur with ex-chief Maxim and 
recommended in last year’s budget, in the desirability of 
purchasing 1000 feet of 3 inch hose. This was a part of the 
program as laid out in 1927 in connection with these dry 
*hydrants, for in the case of Geo. E. Keith and North Middle- 
boro, and possibility Rock Village, because of the distance 
of source of supply from where needed it would become 
necessary to use one pumper as a booster pump to be placed 
1000 feet from either pond or river. 

The value of the 3 inch hose over the 21% inch was based 
on the following: 

Friction loss per 100 feet in 21% inch hose is 16.4 lbs. and 
on the 3 inch, 3.6 lbs. 

With 3 inch hose, 85 lbs. pressure at the pump will de- 
liver the same amount of water that it takes 200 lbs.’ at 
pump to deliver through 2% in. hose. 

With 200 lbs. pressure at pump, 1000 feet, 3 in. hose will 
deliver 345 gallons with a nozzle pressure of 85 lbs., while 
21% inch hose will deliver only 251 gal. per minute, and at a 
nozzle pressure of 45 lbs. 

It is readily apparent which is the most effective for fire 
fighting purposes. Therefore would recommend that 3 
inch hose be purchased this year. 

The two platoon system, voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting, was put into effect October 30, with the appointing 
of 8 additional permanent drivers and Deputy Chief Owens 
as Commanding Officer. 

Although at an increased cost to the taxpayer, in return 
they have a much more efficient department and better and 
quicker service, as now five men are on duty the entire 
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twenty-four hours, while before only two men were on duty 
at times. 

Would recommend that immediate action be taken to 
more fully protect the lives and property at the Town Wel- 
fare Home. Remembering the complete loss of one build- 
ing and partial loss of the present one, with the attendant 
possible loss of life, it is time to seriously consider the im- 
portance of ‘better protection. The present type of equip- 
ment consisting of two 3 gallon tanks is intended only for 
small fires and those in incipient stages. Because of the 
small number and location of these and conditions at the 
Home, consider the protection intended for quick use in- 
adequate for an institution like this where not only property 
is involved, but lives of many unable to help themselves. 

The two best methods to consider are,—to install a 
sprinkler system or a pipe up through the building with hose 
permanently attached on each floor. The former is by far 
the best and affords greatest protection and obviously, more 
expensive. The latter costs much less, and with proper care 
and maintenance would afford protection vastly superior to 
that at present. 

The weakest point in the department at the present time 
is in the use of some of the old and wornout fire alarm boxes, 
many dating back to 1889. It is important and advisable 
to institute a program whereby a few boxes should be re- 
placed each year until the entire number of 29 boxes now 
obsolete and in a measure unreliable, be replaced with mod- 
ern non-interfering type of box, and it was with this in view 
that the $600 for the purpose was included in Equipment 
and Repairs, and cannot too strongly recommend and urge 
that this program be started this year. 

The citizens of Middleboro and the Middleboro Fire De- 
partment suffered a distinct loss when Ex-Chief C. W. Maxim 
withdrew from the activities of the Middleboro Fire Depart- 
ment. . 

For a greater part of his life he was connected with the 
department, starting in with the old hose reel on Vine St. 
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and, at the time he severed his connection with the depart- 
ment, had held the office of Chief for fifteen years. 

He had the unusual experience of watching the transi- 
tion from man power direct to motor. For years it was his 
ambition to see the modern department housed in modern 
quarters, and by his unceasing and untiring efforts and labor, 
his dream of years came true. ‘Today the Central Fire 
Station stands as a monument, not only to his efforts and 
labor, but to his loyalty to the Middleboro Fire Department 
and his town. 

By his devotion to the Department he has set a standard 
of loyalty to duty that is an outstanding example to be fol- 
lowed by each and every member of the Department ote 
the citizens of Middleboro.

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REPORT OF GAS AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 


To the Town Manager, 
Town of Middleboro. 


Dear Sir: 


I am submitting herewith the thirty-sixth annual report 
of the Gas and Electric Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1929. 

This report includes, operation accounts, revenues, bal- 
ance sheet, Profit and Loss sheet, and some statistics cover- 
ing the operation of this department and in some cases made 
comparable with report of last year. 


GAS 


The increase sales of gas amounting to $1,884.56, was in 
a large measure owing to the increased use of gas for house 
heating as 367,000 cu. ft. of the total increase of 673,000 cu. 
ft. gas purchased was used for that purpose. Total gas 
purchased, 32, 928,900 cu. ft. 

The purchase of gas has proven eminently satisfactory, 
there being no interruption of supply and the cost of gas in 
holder this year was $.031 per m. less, although the increased 
amount of gas purchased cost $539, by strict economy the 
total expenses of gas operating account was $1274.82 less. 

Average price per M paid Taunton Gas Co. $.835 

Average cost per M. in holder $ .9062 

By some it is thought this constitutes the total cost to 
the town. Because of the difference in amount bought and 
sold last year the cost per M. sold was, $1.336, made up as 
follows: — 

Cost in holder $1 .018 

Transmission and distribution 036 

General and miscellaneous 022 
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Average price received per M. sold, 1.445. Average B. 
T. U. 542. Minimum required by State 528. 

In Anticipation of East Grove St. becoming a State — 
Road, would recommend the extension of gas main on East 
Grove St: from present end to river. Also, should Wareham 
St. be reconstructed, the extension of the present 6 inch 
main from Fairview St. to Wareham and Cherry Sts. 

It was having this in view that the $20,000 was recom- 
mended in budget for extensions of street mains. 


Four inch cast iron mains were laid on following streets. 


Fairview St. 710 feet 
Ktta and Forest Sts. (i) ead 
Maple Ave. 2000 
Lincoln St. S002 oF 


and 830 feet of 3 inch steel main on Prospect St. 
52 new services were connected. 


Many meters which were thought to be measuring less 
gas than was passing through were removed and replaced 
with new ones, which may in a measure account for the 
much smaller amount of gas unaccounted for last year than 
previous years. The unaccounted for was 11% against 
nearly 19% the previous year, although the greater saving 
was made by connecting with the new mains laid in the fall 
of 1927 and abandoning the old ones. 

The ratio of operating expense to revenue was reduced 
from 99.33% in 1928:to 92.50% in 1929. 


ELECTRIC 


Much of the past year has been devoted to replacing 
some of the lines with larger sized conductors, as it was 
found that by the normal growth of customers some of the 
lines were too small to give satisfactory service. A survey 
is being made of the system and voltage readings taken and 
this program of renewing wires where needed will be con- 
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tinued this year so that by the end of year with perhaps the 
installation of voltage regulators on the lines, a marked im- 
provement will be noted. | 

Special efforts have been made to keep the lines and 
appliances in a condition that would least interfere with 
radio reception and we feel that we have done al] that could 
be done and feel justified in saying that the greatest amount 
of interference does not come from so called leaky trans- 
formers, or wires, but does come from privately owned 
appliances In homes and other places. Nevertheless all 
complaints will be cheerfully attended to and efforts con- 
tinued to remove all known cases of trouble caused by wires 
- or appliances owned or controlled by the town. 

The underground system has proven all it was claimed 
for it and not one case of trouble has occurred. 

Thirty-eight new street lights have been installed. 

The Telephone Company has replaced over 400 jointly 
used poles which means a large expense and a great deal of 
labor to change the wires of the plant to the new poles but 
when completed the lines will be in better condition to with- 
stand storms than ever before, which also means more re- 
liable service. 

New lines have been built on Benson and Highland 
Streets, So. Middleboro, and on Precinct St. and Rhode 
Island Road in Lakeville. This in the aggregate is more 
than in any one other year, and the income has proven the 
wisdom of such extensions. 

The total amount of current purchased increased 224,910 
kK. W. H. but the total purchased and made only increased 
207,160 K. W. H. because the hydro plant produced 17,750 
kK. W. H. less than the year before. 

The average price paid Plymouth Electric Co. was 
$.0199 against $.0224 in 1928. 

Although the income increased $11,931, the expense :in- 
creased only $7,316, so that the ratio of operating expense 
for year to revenue received was 70.66%. That of 1928 
was 78.16%.

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THE THOMAS 8. PEIRCE 
TRUST FUNDS. 


As: the sole survivor of the original trustees appointed by 
Thomas S. Peirce in his will to administer the two trust funds 
created under said will, the net income of one to be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Middleborough Public Library, and the net 
income of the other to be paid to the Use and Benefit of the 
Town of Middleborough, and as the only person living who 
has “inside information”, I am writing the brief history, 
together with some sidelights of Peter H. Peirce and his 
family, which I trust will prove interesting as well as in- 
structive, in order that future generations as well as the 
present may know how these trusts originated. 

Peter Hoar Peirce and his wife, Nabby (Sproat) Peirce, 
came to Middleborough in the early part of the 19th century; 
built his house on the lot which he bought on North Main 
Street, in 1814, which he afterwards remodeled, and where 
his large family was reared; and also built the store across 
the street, now occupied by the P. H.. Peirce Company. 
With the exception that the “‘horse sheds’’, well remembered 
by the older people, have been converted into a store room, 
the store building stands today as originally built by him. 

Peter H. Peirce, in his day, was the most influential man 
in the Town of Middleborough, very few daring to oppose 
him; so much so that when people were approached in re- 
gard to various matters it was customary for many to say, 
“Tl have to talk it over with the Colonel,” which title he 
received during the war of 1812 as Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Fourth Regiment of Infantry of Plymouth County 
Brigade. He had many activities outside of his store. The 
principal one was his association with Horatio G. Wood, 
under the firm name of Peirce & Wood, in partnership with 
whom he erected a large shovel manufactory; and the ex- 
cellence of their production is shown by a medal in my pos- 
session bearing the following inscription: ‘‘Awarded to Peirce 
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& Wood for the best specimen of shovels, 1836’’ on one side 
and “‘American Institute, New York’’ on the other. 

The general store of Peter H. Peirce was known far and 
wide for its fair dealings and the excellent quality of merchan- 
dise, especially ““New England Rum’’, which played a large 
part in building up the fortune which he left at his death, 
of which I shall have more to say later. 

After his decease on January 27, 1861, the store was 
carried on by his sons, Job C. Peirce, Thomas S. Peirce and 
James E. Peirce; another son, Charles F. Peirce, was in 
business in the West; and William R. Peirce superintended 
the farm. 

Peter H. Peirce died without making any will and his 
estate was never divided among his children, except that some 
years after his decease the right of his son, Charles, was 
purchased by the other heirs. As a brother or sister died, 
the surviving brothers and sisters inherited his or her share 
of their father’s estate, as well as what each had acquired 
from other sources. 

Job was the hard headed business man, ably assisted 
by his brother Thomas. After the decease of Job, which 
occurred August 10, 1880, James and Thomas carried on 
the store until the death of James on July 21, 1901, leaving 
Thomas as the last of the family. 

After the decease of Peter H. Peirce, his heirs at law sold 
various parcels of land, the deeds of which were signed by 
the various heirs until William became miffed because some 
proposition he desired to carry out was denied by his broth- 
ers, and from that time on he would not join in any deeds, 
thereby tying up a vast amount of real estate. 

William delighted in being called eccentric. He, as 
stated before, ‘‘ran’’ the farm and I have often heard Thomas 
say that when “Bill” ran the farm, if he did not lose over two 
thousand dollars a year, they figured he made money. It 
may be interesting to know that the farm carried on by “‘Bill”’ 
included the land on which the High School building now 
stands; the cleared land in back, running to the river; the 
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farm on the northeast side of North Street, known as the 
Azel Thomas Farm; and the Barrows Farm, which included 
the territory now occupied by Pearl Street, from Peirce to 
North, Rice and Sproat Streets, anda portion of Frank Street. 
“Bill” had two hobbies: presenting a bell to a church which 
needed one; and the Middleborough Public Library, of 
which he was president from 1875 to 1895. He was also a 
director of the Old Colony Railroad Company for many 
years. The only person who had any influence over him 
was the late Everett Robinson, who was finally able to get 
his signature to the deed of the land occupied by the Middle- 
borough Savings Bank. 

Wood lots covered with heavy pine timber were greatly 
sought after by mill men, but the invariable answer of “Bill” 
when approached, was, “If we sell that lot where in hell are 
the crows going to build their nests.”’ William died Febru- 
ary 2, 1896, and then the complexion of affairs rapidly chan- 
ged. 

As a young country land surveyor, I was hired in April 
1896 to run some lines and look up two wood lots. My work 
seemed to be appreciated by Thomas and James for one day 
Thomas handed me all their deeds and told me to find the lots 
and do what I pleased with them. At my suggestion, Pear] 
Street, from Peirce to North, Sproat and Rice Streets were 
developed at their expense, today being one of the best resi- 
dential] districts of the town. Later, I was entrusted with 
the handling of large sums of money, stocks and bonds, 
serving as private secretary and enjoying the full confidence 
of Thomas and James. My association with Thomas and 
James is a pleasant memory. 

Both were extremely generous and each had different 
ways of expressing his generosity. Many times Thomas 
would be informed that some worthy family was in want 
and it made very little difference what hour of the day it was, 
he would immediately call some one of the clerks who worked 
for him and tell him to load up a barrel of flour, a few crack- 
ers, Sugar, butter and various other small articles, and deliver 
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them to the party who was in need. Sometimes, a family 
in rather destitute circumstances would send to the store for 
a small bill of goods and Thomas would insist on delivering 
them himself. Many of the old residents remember how, 
the moment he told you how much the goods you purchased 
came to, he would immediately reach into his vest pockets 
and throw out half dollars and quarters, as change for the 
anticipated bill he expected you to tender him; and it was his 
eustom when he received pay for the goods which he had 
carried to the needy family—as they handed him a five or 
ten dollar bill—to throw out of his vest pockets halves and 
quarters which he,seemed to be unable to hold, which would 
fall from his hands and roll over the floor and which he never 
stopped to pick up. After he had departed, on picking up 
the money, it was usually found that the amount which he 
left was in excess of the bill received. Quite a few families 
in Middleborough were supported by Thomas and James 
during their lifetime, and it was a severe blow to them, as 
well as to those who desired to borrow money without any 
collateral except their note, when the brothers passed away. 

The generosity of James was of a different type. He 
would insist on collecting the last cent that a man owed, if 
possible, and after the account had been settled in full he 
would see, in some way, that double the amount was left 
at the home of those who had paid him. Those who remem- 
ber him well know how spruce and neat he always was, 
forever brushing or dusting himself and bustling around the 
store, with a dustcloth, thereby gaining the sobriquet of 
“Dandy Jim.” 

Naturally, I was interested in the Rie poarion of the large 
estate which Thomas and James had.. James had made a 
will and, being ten years younger than Thomas, was naturally 
expected to be the last of the family of Peter H. Peirce. 
However, the Lord decreed otherwise, for he was found dead 
on July 21, 1901. This left Thomas the sole heir-at-law 
of the combined fortunes of his deceased brothers and sisters, 
excepting Charles, and a personal legacy contained in the 
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will of James to his widow, Maria Louise (Harlow) Peirce, 
which in addition to his own was no small sum. As there 
were no grandchildren, the sole-heir-at-law, as I supposed at 
the time, was an own cousin on the Peirce side, Ebenezer 
Weaver Peirce, of Freetown. Later, I learned there was 
another own cousin on the Sproat side, altho Thomas was 
ignorant of that fact when I drew his will. Accordingly, I 
urged his making his will and, after convincing him of that 
necessity, he told me to go ahead and draw up one. 

I have drawn many wills in my lifetime, but this has been 
the most important one, and much to my gratification has 
stood the acid test. After various private bequests, he said, ~ 
“What next?’. I told him I thought a Public Library 
building would be a good thing. ‘Well, I suppose ‘Bill’ 
would have liked to have one, so give them $50,000.’ “‘What 
about some money to run it?”’ lasked. “If the Town don’t 
care enough about the building to run it, they needn’t have 
it; but give them $50,000. so they can buy books from the 
income.” I suggested it might be better to include periodi- 
cals and newspapers, which he granted. I tried to get him 
to leave his homestead for a home for aged people or a hospi- 
but my suggestion was greeted with, “Go right along’, 
which was his favorite expression in dismissing a subject. 
‘‘Now what are you going to do with the rest and residue?” 
“How much have I left?” ‘“‘About half amillion.’”’ ‘Where 
did it come from?”’ ‘“‘Well, I don’t know, except I know you 
have it.” “What do you think about it?” “Well, Mr. 
Peirce, your father got the nucleus of his fortune by selling 
rum and taking mortgages on farms and lands to secure the 
debts, a large part of which came out of the store in jugs, 
and why isn’t it a good idea to leave the rest and residue of 
your estate so that the descendants of those people, together 
with the others, shall have the benefit of the ineome?’’’ I 
shall never forget how he threw back his head and laughed, 
and finally said,, ““Chester, that’s all right. Go ahead, but 
fix it so no town officer shall ever handle a cent of my money 
and fix it so that the town shall have nothing to say as to how

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it shall be spent. Can you do it?” I told him it should be 
left in the hands of three trustees who should perpetuate 
themselves and should have the say of how the money should 
be spent. This was agreeable and consequently the clauses 
under which the trustees operate came into being, so that 
“the net income of the fund held in trust for the Town of 
Middleborough shall be paid semi-annually or oftener in 
the discretion of said Trustees, to the use and benefit of 
the Town of Middleborough in such manner as said Trustees 
or their successors shall determine.” 

The selection of the Trustees was a hard matter. Natur- 
ally, I was chosen first. George W. Stetson was decided 
on very quickly and then [ hitasnag. I named about every 
prominent business man at that time and received the in- 
variable reply, “Go right along.”” J went home and passed a 
sleepless night, as I realized he was growing weaker all the 
time and the selection must be made while his mind was 
clear. Next morning, I was at his home bright and early. 
He asked me whom I had thought of. I only had three 
names left and after he rejected the first two I named George 
R. Sampson. “Well, let’s see, his father was Richard Samp- 
son, his mother was George Wood’s daughter, her mother 
was a Thompson; comes of pretty good stock, put him on. 
If he had declined Mr. Sampson, I doubt if I should have 
been able to pick anyone to satisfy him. 

His will was signed and witnessed by Amos B.. Paun, 
Albert A. Thomas and Edgar D. Wood on the evening of 
August 5, 1901, the evening the first car of the Middle- 
borough, Wareham and Buzzards Bay Street Railway ran 
from the Four Corners to the Rock and back. He failed 
rapidly and passed away September 16, 1901. Many con- 
jectures had been made about the disposition of the estate 
but I think the day I filed this will for Probate and it became 
public will come down in the annals of Middleborough his- 
tory as the most exciting day the town ever had. Steps were 
immediately taken to break the will, until the would-be 
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breakers learned that if it were broken the whole estate would 
go to two first cousins above referred to. Accordingly, 
Judge B. W. Harris allowed the will on October 14, 1901. 
That portion of the will relating to the foresaid trust funds 
and their administration follows: | 
“I give and bequeath to the Town of Middlebor- 
ough the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for 
the purpose of erecting a Public Library building in 
said Town. Said building to be erected within two 
years from the date of my decease by the Trustees 
of the Public Library of said Town, who are hereby 
constituted a committee for that purpose, and my 
Executor is hereby directed to pay over the said 
sum to their order as required. 
After the payment of the foregoing legacies and 
bequests, I give and bequeath to Chester E. Wes- 
ton, George W. Stetson and George R. Sampson 
all of said Middleborough, the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000) as a special trust fund forever, the 
net income whereof shall be paid semi-annually or 
oftener, to the treasurer of the Public Library of the 
Town of Middleborough, to be by him applied to 
the purchase of books, periodicals or newspapers 
for said Library. 

After the payment of all the before mentioned 
legacies and bequests, I hereby give, bequeath and 
devise all the rest and residue of my property and 
estate whatsoever, whether real, personal or mixed 
which I shall own or be entitled to in any way at the 
time of my decease, to Chester E. Weston, George 
W. Stetson and George R. Sampson, all of said 
Middleborough, but in trust nevertheless for the 
following purposes and uses, viz:—To be held as a 
special trust fund forever, the net income whereof, 
to be paid semi-annually or oftener in the discretion 
of said Trustees, to the use and benefit of the Town 
of Middleborough, in such manner as said Trustees 
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or their successors shall determine. 

The Trustees, above-named and their successors 
shall receive as full compensation for their services 
as Trustees, both of the Public Library fund and the 
residuary fund, a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2500), per annum, for the three, 
and in case of the death or resignation or either of said 
Trustees, the survivor or survivors shall thereupon 
nominate a successor or successors, who shall im- 
mediately upon their appointment by the Probate - 
Court, become vested with all the rights and powers, 
which the original Trustees exercise under this 
instrument including the right to nominate a suc- 
cessor or successors in the case of death or resigna- 
tion of the other member or members of the board, 
so that both said funds may be perpetually adminis- 
tered by a board of three Trustees, which shall be 
continued in the manner aforesaid. 

I hereby request that the three Trustees above 
named be exempt from furnishing any surety or 
sureties on their official bonds as Trustees under 
this instrument.”’ 

“T hereby authorize the Trustees herein named 
and their successors in said office in the administra- 
tion of the trust confided to them to sell and convey 
without leave of Court being first obtained, such 
portion or portions as they see fit of my real estate 
and personal estate or such real and personal estate 
as shall come into their control under this instru- 
ment, and no purchaser or purchasers shall be 
held responsible for the application of the purchase 
money, and I hereby authorize my said Trustees 
and their successors to execute, acknowledge and de- 
liver all deeds and other instruments necessary to 
carry ‘into effect the provisions of this paragraph.” 
With the intimate knowledge I had of the estate, I 

was able to save many thousands of dollars and felt I was 
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entitled to a fee of $50,000. which was a very small fee for 
the amount involved. The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
at that time being very conservative, decided my fee was 
too large and, feeling that Dame Rumor was persistent 
that I had appropriated a good portion of the estate caused 
an expensive audit to be made which seems to be thought 
well of in some quarters at the present time), with the result 
that my figures were in no way changed and the auditor 
received severe censure from the Judge of Probate for some 
of his criticisms. The Acting Judge of Probate, Freeman 
T. Lathrop, of Barnstable County, who presided at the hear- 
ings, seemed to feel that my fee was too large and, according- 
ly, ordered me to pay back the sum of $27,842.74. I drew 
my check for that amount, which was credited to the estate . 
by the Trustees on February 9, 1907. 

For a few months after the funds became operative there 
was more or less jealousy on the part of town officers and 
other individuals who could not handle the money, but for 
many years harmony has existed between the Trustees and 
the various boards of the town. While the town is indebted 
to me for these funds, I have never felt very much elation 
over that fact, as I consider it the duty of every citizen to 
use his influence and endeavors to promote the welfare and 
happiness of his neighbors and the interests of the town in 
which he lives. In all the years I have handled and assisted 
in handling this property, with all the unpleasant features 
which have cropped out from time to time, only one blot 
remains in my memory. After having been instrumental 
in securing the funds with which our handsome library build- 
ing was erected, in company with George W. Stetson and 
George R. Sampson, no invitation was received by any of 
us to its dedication. I trust it was an oversight on the part 
of those who had charge. 

Have the funds been a help or a detriment to the town? 
Have they been appreciated by the thinking people of the 
town? ‘The answer to the first question I submit to you in 


the detailed statement of what has been expended for the

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I cannot close this article without expressing my sincere 
appreciation of the cooperation and assistance of my co- 
trustees, during my term of service. While I did not insert 
in the will the ideas Thomas gave me in regard to what his 
money should be spent for, in addition to his request that no 
town officer should ever handle a cent of his money and that 
they should have nothing to say as to how it should be spent, 
he did say, “I should like to have it used as gingerbread’’, 
meaning by that for something that the town might not see 
its way clear to raise by direct appropriation. | Considerble 
pressure was brought to bear upon the Trustees by large 
tax payers of the town who desired to have the Trustees 
assume the payment of bonds or notes when they become 
due, thereby reducing the amount to be raised by taxes, 
as well as reducing the tax rate. You will note from the 
figures above that we did on several occasions pay the Town 
indebtedness or agreed to furnish money for certain depart- 
ments which would otherwise have had to be raised by taxes. 
It would be interesting, if time and space permitted, to have 
the figures of how much the tax rate was reduced by these 
various payments and agreements. 

As Trustees, we worked together very harmoniously, and 
I think the greatest disappointment we had was when, after 
offering the lot on Peirce Street next to the present Library 
Lot and offering to build a High School on the same to cost 
approximately $50,000, this was turned down by. voters 
of the town. Had this building been erected at that time, 
it was our intention—after that was paid for—to erect a 
brick building on Union Street where the present Union 
Street building stands and so relieve to some extent the con- 
gestion which seemed to be promised at that time. The 
turning down of that proposition has cost us many thousand 
dollars. 

As you will notice by the figures given above, many things 
have been furnished the town and paid for, which the town 
might not have had otherwise and, also, which have taken 
from the tax payers of the town the burden of the same. 
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On the death of George R. Sampson, which occurred on 
April 4, 1924, it became necessary for George W. Stetson 
and myself to nominate a successor, in accordance with the 
terms of the will. Accordingly, on July 12, 1925, Arthur 
D. Benson was appointed by the Probate Court. Due to 
the death of George W. Stetson, who passed away on June 
Ist, 1926, Mr. Benson and myself were called upon to nomin- 
ate a co-trustee; and on April 24, 1927 Frederick S. Weston 
was appointed by said Court. 

The accounts of the Trustees have been audited from the 
time the trust came into being, the last audit being May 8, 
1929. The first few years this was done by an auditor elected 
by the Town, and in recent years by auditors from the State 
of Massachusetts. The Trustees’ Probate accounts have 
also been allowed by the Probate Court for the County of 
Plymouth, under whose jurisdiction they come.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The need of aid from this Department continues to be 
about the same as last year, and will not decrease materially 
until business conditions improve. The total number aided 
was 465 people. Fifty more than last year. Many of these 
cases were only for a short period and the net cost was less. 
An analysis of cases aided for six months or more shows an 
average cost of less than $150. per person. Cases aided from 
one week to six months cover 310 people with an average of 
$17.89 per person. At the present time there are four famil- 
ies of 15 people aided who have settlement in other towns. 
Nine families of 42 people who have a State settlement, 
and twenty families of 52 people who have a Middleboro 
settlement. The total number changes almost every week 
as old cases are dropped and new cases added. 

There are ten Mothers Aid cases caring for 55 people. 
' We added four new cases during the year and closed four 
cases. The average cost per person was $163.20 of which 
amount 14 or $54.40 is refunded by the State. 

At the Town Home we have 22 inmates compared with 
17 a year ago. Three are boarders. During the year the 
average has been 20 with a total of 30. Last year the aver- 
age was 1714 with a total of 25. Only two or three of these 
people are able to do any work. Some of them are confined 
to their beds while others are unable to go down stairs for 
their meals. This makes extra labor necessary. 

The expense at the farm were $1330. less than last year 
and the receipts were $1170. less. Due mostly to a smaller 
number of boarders. The cost per inmate this year figured 
by the State Auditor’s rule (excluding board) was $9.11 
compared with $12.15 last year. This result comes from 
the larger number of inmates. If we use all receipts from the 
farm including board the per capita cost figures $7.37. 
These figures are approximately what we have been striving 
to reach for several years. 
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This fall we found the furnace had broken and could not 
be used. The Peirce Trustees bought and installed a new 
and larger furnace, to insure ample heat without forcing, 
thereby tending to save coal. The cost was over $1400. and 
we wish to express our appreciation to the Pierce Trustees 
for their help. 


During the coming year there are several repair items 
that must be met and considerable painting to be done. 
These items will increase the farm expense at least $1000. 
but it does not pay to let our buildings depreciate. 


In the comparative financial statement which follows, we 
have shown the various ways in which the money is spent. 
In past years the opinion has prevailed that only cash aid 
was given. That was wrong and this statement shows that 
where possible aid was given in other ways. Cash payments 
made last year were $8341. of which $3431. were by order of 
the State agent in charge of cases having State settlement. 


Under the heading of bills receivable there is another 
item to call to your attention. You may think that $13345. 
is large. An analysis of the account will show you that $11176. 
of this amount is due from the State. Bills were sent them 
July 1st. for the preceding twelve months as they require. 
Those bills have not yet been paid, and bills covering the 
last six months make up the total. The State will pay, but 
their delay makes us show an unsatisfactory statement. 


Last spring the Selectmen appointed Lelah M. Hathaway 
in place of Adelaide K. Thatcher as a member of this Board. 
Mrs. Thatcher served this Board faithfully for six years 
and we feel that an expression of appreciation is due her. 
She was always on hand, did her work carefully and well 
and in the absence of other members of the Board took charge 
of the full work without complaint and without receiving 
any extra compensation therefor. Such service should re- 
ceive recognition, and we want the people of Middleboro to 
know what she did while a member of this Board. 
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We have received many gifts of clothing and shoes during 
the year. These are always acceptable, and are placed 
where they will do the most good. We wish to thank all 
who have contributed and also all individuals and societies 
who have assisted in this work, thereby saving the town 
materially.

Gentlemen ;— 

Included in the duties of the Town Counsel from March, 
1929 up to and including March 1930, there has been the 
usual amount of conferences, advice and consultation with 
the Town Manager, Town Treasurer, Department of Public 
Welfare, the Town Clerk and in some cases written opinions. 
Three prominent items stand out particularly during the 
year: 

First is the case of Harvey C. Thomas v. Town of Mid- 
dleborough. In this case four notices were served on the 
Town for alleged defect on Centre Street. The plaintiffs 
in these cases against the Town were Harvey C. Thomas, 
Mrs. Charles S. Gove, Mrs. Isabelle Lagard and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Thomas. After notices were served and after confer- 
ences with counsel for the plaintiffs, as counsel for the town 
I refused to advise settlement. Suit was brought and dam- 
ages placed at $4000. In the case of Harvey C. Thomas. 
This was a test case. Writ was returnable in Superior Court 
at Plymouth in May 1927. This case was on the trial list 
in Superior Court at various times until finally tried, re- 
quiring constant effort to keep track of the same so that the 
eases could be tried without default. Tria] was finally 
arrived at, and required two full days, May 14th and 15th, 
in the Superior Court at Brockton. On May 17th judgment 
was entered for the defendant town. In the preparation of 
this case constant consultations with the Chief of Police 
and the Town Manager was required, and also keeping in 
touch with all witnesses who were of any importance in 
determining the liability of the town. This test case of 
Harvey C. Thomas being decided in favor of the town, the 
eases of Elizabeth Thomas, Isabelle Legard and Mrs. Charles 
S. Gove were abandoned. Would say that the least amount 
that I could have settled this case for was $2000.00. 

The next case of importance is that of the Ideal Con- 
struction Co. against the town, requiring consultations as to 
construction of the contract, going over vouchers and pay- 
ments with the Town Manager, and on one occasion meeting 
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counsel for the Ideal Construction Co. in conference at my 
office as late as ten o’clock at night. Although the claims 
for extras in this case are from $700 to $800, after a complete 
examination and consultation of the same with counsel for 
the Ideal Construction Co., who was a very decent fellow, 
no action seems to have been taken in regard to the collection 
of the same. 

The next cases were those of the aftermath of taking of 
lands for construction of high tension current. Settlements 
were made with everybody but Annie Otto and Deborah 
Place. These were petitions under the Statute for a jury 
to assess damages for the taking of easements and rights for 
a high tension wire. These petitions were filed in the Super- 
ior Court in June 1928. They were on the jury trial list 
for several times after that time. Realizing that the Otto 
case was one that might involve serious damage on account 
of the taking of land commonly called “front land”’ and plac- 
ing a pole with two guy wires, in the front yard, I concluded 
the same should be settled without reference to a jury and 
having obtained the settlement in the sum of $300., I am 
satisfied that the town is thereby saved some $700. as I am 
sure a jury would have assessed the damage in the sum of 
$1000. 

The case of Deborah Place could not be settled for less 
than $1000. and I elected to go to trial. This case was tried 
two full days by an auditor sent out by the Superior Court 
sometime in the month of November last, resulting in a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff for no more than the town 
offered her in the first place, this without costs. 

Among other actions is the case of notice served on the 
town by one Alice L. Craig who stepped into a hole where 
an electric light pole had been removed. ‘To this case I gave 
full investigation and am satisfied now that nothing further 
will come of it. 

In conclusion will say that for the first time in my ex- 
perience of twenty-five years as counsel for the town, there 
is NO case now pending against the town of Middleborough.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen have held twenty-nine meetings 
this year, and at each meeting have carefully considered all 
matters that have come before them. We have at all 
times, in considering these matters, borne in mind the good 
of the town asa whole. While in some cases our sympathies 
have been with the petitioners, we have had to make our 
decisions in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, 
or the Charter under which the town is governed, thus com- 
pelling us to do what we did not wish to. 

In making up the budget, we endeavored to the best of 
our ability to keep the expenses of the town at the lowest 
possible figures, consistent with the proper functioning of 
each department. ‘The law fixes the duties of some of the 
departments, and therefore the expense of the department. 
In others, the town by its vote has established certain 
fixed charges which the Board is bound to recommend, so 
that in the last analysis there are but few possibilities of 
reducing the operating expenses of the town. The High- 
way Department is the only one where there is a possibility 
of reducing appropriations in any appreciable amount, and 
that is the department above all others that the public 
is making the most demands upon. It seems as though 
every body has some criticism of the roads, either our 
present reasonably good roads are not good enough, or else 
we are not improving our country roads fast enough. 

We exercised our best judgment in recommending to 
the voters the minimum amount which we felt each depart- 
ment needed, in order that it might perform the duties and 
render the service that the towns’ people demanded of it. 
It would be comparatively easy to reduce the amounts in 
our recommended budget if the previous budgets had been 
padded, but as each budget for the past ten years has been 
pared to the bone, it surely is difficult to reduce the amounts 
recommended for departmental expenditures. However, 
we were successful in reducing the tax rate this year, and 
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hope to be able to do so the coming year. But we must 
bear in mind that the year 1931 is to be a very unusual year 
in municipal finance. The Legislature in 1930 passed the 
Old Age Assistance Act, effective July 1, 1931. This places 
an additional burden on the Public Welfare Department, 
and a very conservative estimate of this expense is $7500.00, 
for the coming year. Next year it will be twice that sum. 
True, the State is to re-imburse the town for one-third of 
this expense, but no reimbursement will be available for 
the use of the town until 1932. 

Due to the business depression of 1930, the Income Tax 
returned to the town in 1931 is estimated to be about $13,- 
000.00 less, so that the task of reducing the tax rate for 1931 
is still more difficult. 

The voters having fixed the amounts to be expended 
by the various departments. All that we then can do is to 
see to it that the money is well and economically spent. 
This we have done, as is evidenced by the fact that no de- 
partment has overdrawn the monies alloted to it, and we 
finished up this year with a total unexpended balance from 
all departments, except the Gas and Electric Department, 
of $9401.30, and our excess and deficiency account has in- 
creased $16,085.57. 

Our regular meetings are always open to the public and 
we earnestly request all citizens to attend these meetings 
and give us the benefit of their thoughts and suggestions. 
This is your town, and while we are elected to act for you 
in many things, and to serve you at all times, we can not do 
so to your satisfaction if vou do not give us the benefit of 
your thoughts and wishes.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Board of Selectmen, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


I herewith present my tenth annual report as Town Mana- 
ger, together with the departmental reports, for your ap- 
proval. : 

The amount of work and responsibility placed on this 
office has increased quite materially the past few years, as 
the activities of each department are constantly increasing. 
These, together with the special appropriations for particular 
purposes, require a Jarge amount of time, and much of it 
must be put in outside of regular office hours. 

This year, outside of the regular work, which is quite 
enough to keep one busy during the regular working day, 
there was the construction by the State of a new highway 
around the town, which entailed a lot of work by the various 
departments in looking after the services, mains and con- 
nections, the water mains and services, gas mains and ser- 
vices, and the electric light wires and poles. 

In order to adequately serve the houses on East Grove 
St., the old sewer, which when originally built, was so shal- 
low that it was necessary to relay it from Bourne St. to Cliff 
St. and relay some of the house connections and install 
new ones. This required engineering and supervision by 
your manager. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 
On East Grove St. there was about 800 feet of 12” water 


pipe that had to be lowered a maximum of 6 feet with the 
pressure on, and was done without cutting the pipe. True 
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the line was rather crooked when lowered, and some of the 
joints leaked a little, but by recalking all the joints the line 
was made perfectly tight when finished. One of the force 
mains from the Pumping Station ran under the river and has 
always been a source of worry to the department, as a leak 
would be hidden in the river and not easily detected, and 
when found, the expense of repairs would be large. As the 
State had to build a new bridge over the river in place of the 
old one, it was deemed wise to discontinue the line which 
ran under the river and carry it through the bridge and 
connect it to the other force main, thus having both force 
mains so located that any leaks that may occur may be readily 
located. 

On West Grove St. an extension of the main about 700 
feet long was laid to accommodate the existing houses. 

As the new highway was built much wider than the old 
road, nearly al] the curb gates on the water and gas services 
had to be changed, and the hydrants moved back into the 
curb line. It was also necessary to keep in close touch with 
the progress of the work to see that none of the main gates 
were buried in the new construction. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The ceilings in the School St. schoo] had become so loose 
and dangerous that it became necessary to renew them. 
Metal ceilings were used, as these are much cheaper and more 
durable. As this work was done by contract it required 
considerable supervision. 

Our school buildings are in a reasonably good condition 
except that the High School should be painted outside, and 
the Bates school inside and out. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


There is nothing particularly new in this department this 
year. All of our efforts, as usual, have been in keeping our 
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present roads as smooth as their type of construction will 
allow, and in resurfacing as many others as our appropriation 
will permit. 

Our equipment is in as good condition as can be expected 
when wear and tear is considered. The newest of our trucks 
are two years old, and the rest much older, and as they travel 
about 12,000 miles a year, more than half of which is loaded, 
it would seem as a matter of economy that the older ones 
should be turned in and new ones purchased, but considering 
the business conditions of the town, we are not recommending 
that this be done this year. 

Our gravel crushing plant is still in good condition, but 
the dragline equipment is worn out and will have to be re- 
placed. The tractor which operates this equipment is eight 
years old, and the hoist three years old, and both are so badly 
worn it would be a waste of money to try and use them 
another year. 

We are living in vain hopes, I am afraid, that the steam 
boiler of the hot mix plant at the Highway yard will pass the 
Insurance inspection. If this is true, new power will have 
to be provided if we are to use this plant this year. 

We have resurfaced either wholly or in part, fifteen of 
our country streets, a total length of 10.8 miles, using 15,110 
cubic yards of gravel, all of which passed through the gravel 
crushing plant, at a total cost of $138,378.04, or an average 
cost of $0.88! per cubic yards. 

In town we have resurfaced with oil surfaced tops, four 
streets at a cost of $2951.17. 

There have been used 12,150 gals. of tar and 20,500 gals. 
of 85% road oil in maintaining our present road surfacing, 
also 2500 gals. of light oil as a dust layer. 

Major repairs have been made on only one of our bridges 
this year, but there are two that will have to be replanked 
in 1931. 

The N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R. Co. found it necessary to 
renew the timbers of the bridge on West Grove St. over the 
‘Cape track, thus causing the town the expense of renewing 
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the planking. Next year, the other Railroad bridge on 
West Grove St. will have to be planked, as will also the 
Center St. Bridge. 

There were but three snow storms this year that required 
the use of the snow plows for removal, but there were a 
number of icy conditions that required sanding. These 
were taken care of very quickly and easily by the “‘Little 
Sandy”’ sand spreader. 

Through the co-operation of the State and County, 
Spruce St. from the Railroad crossing at South Middleboro 
to the Rochester line has been built this year; thus improving 
a road that has long been a source of complaint. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Our police department under Chief Sisson continues to 
retain the same high state of efficiency as in the past years; 
something to be proud of. 

In July we lost one of our best officers, when the Town of 
Bourne secured Sergt. Murdock as their Chief of Police. 
The Board granted him one year leave of absence without 
pay. Charles H. Rogers was appointed in Murdock’s place 
as Acting Sergeant in this department. 


PLANNING BOARD. 


John B. Savage, Howard C. Holden and George E. Doane 
resigned as members of the Planning Board and their places 
were filled for one year by joint vote of the Board of Select- 
men and remaining members of the Planning Board, by 
Jesse Carpenter Jr. representing the Grange, Enid 8S. Crosier 
the Cabot Club, and Kenneth B. Keedwel' the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT. 


Two miles of 6” and 4” gas main have been Jaid this year 
on ten streets in town. There now remains but very few 
streets that can be served by low pressure mains, that are 
not being served, and mains will be Jaid on these others as 
soon as requests are made. 
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kKlectrie lines have been built on seven streets this year; 
four in Lakeville, two in Middleboro and one in Middleboro 
and Rochester. 

On all the extensions outside of Middleboro guarantees 
have been signed, which make them all a paying proposition. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


This department is functioning very efficiently under the 
direction of Mr. Connors. There have been no serious out- 
breaks of contagious diseases this year, although we have 
had the usual number of childrens’ diseases such as chicken- 
pox, measles and whooping cough, but there have been no 
infantile paralysis cases this year. 

The Health Officer is also Milk Inspector, and as such, has 
kept in close touch with all the milk producers and dealers. 
Frequently samples have been taken for analysis, with the re- 
sult that all themilk sold in Middleboro is of very high quality. 


WIRE INSPECTOR. 


This department, while small, performs a very important 
duty in reducing the fire hazzard. All new wire installations 
and additions to old wiring are carefully inspected to see 
that all the work is done in a workman-like manner, and that 
no unsafe material is used. The object of this being to 
eliminate as far as possible all danger from fire caused by a 
short circu't. ; 

In this department, as in all others, the demand for ser- 
vice is constantly increasing. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


There is but little new to report in this department. Our 
sealer is continuing to carry on his work with the same degree 
of faithfulness, as in the past, and I trust that his work is 
fully appreciated by the public and by the merchants, as it 
is only by constant inspection of all weighing and measuring 
devices that both the purchaser and retailer can be protected.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board: 
I herewith present the annual report of the schools of 
the town and my fourth as Superintendent of these schools. 


DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 


‘“‘We recognize the increasing demands made upon the 
schools by the growing complexity of the life of today. 

The moral control of church and home are not so uni- 
versally practised as heretofore. Far too frequent gaps 
between home and church impose upon the schools the 
responsibility of training all youth to standards of life 
appropriate to American manhood and womanhood. 

In the absence of apprenticeship as the means of entry 
to industry opportunity for experiences must be offered to 
youth to try out their dispositions and capacities, and 
vocational guidance must assist them in making intelligent 
choices and in securing entrance upon suitable vocations. 

Economic self-sufficiency is more difficult to maintain 
under modern urban conditions than in the simpler village 
or country life of the past. 

Life no longer means labor exclusively. The leisure 
hours of youth must not be left to chance. A man’s char- 
acter is judged by what he does not in his working hours but 
in his leisure hours. The real satisfactions of life are found 
in the appreciation and enjoyment of literature, music, 
the fine arts, nature, science and amateur avocations, in 
active participation in good citizenship and in social rela- 
tionships happy and broadening. ‘“‘No matter how much 
education teaches about life and the world, if it does not 
teach the fundamental principles of how to live, it fails 
to accomplish its purpose.” 

If the schools as at present organized are not attaining 
these ends, new procedures must be provided for that 
purpose. The natural aptitudes and primary interests of 
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all pupils, bookminded and motorminded alike, must be 
considered in making the educational program. SPECIAL 
CLASSES OF VARIOUS TYPES ARE TODAY RECOG- 
NIZED AS NECESSITIES. The schools must be so 
organized that all children, whatever the grade or culture or 
wealth of their parents, whatever their own individual 
physical and mental capacities, may get full profit from 
them. This more varied and in some degree more individ- 
ualistic program of education must of necessity be more . 
costly than the simpler and more uniform schooling which 
served the simpler needs of an earlier generation. THE 
BEST THAT EACH PARENT DESIRES FOR HIS OWN 
CHILDREN THE PUBLIC SCHOOL, IN THE PUBLIC 
INTEREST, SHOULD PROVIDE FORALL THE CHILD- 
REN OF ALL THE PEOPLE. 

We believe with G. Stanley Hall that with the spread of 
democracy ‘‘education has now become the chief problem 
of the world” and that “there must be re-education of the 
will and of the heart as well as of the intellect.” 

We call upon the citizens of Massachusetts to believe 
with us the statement of John Dewey that “‘Education is the 
most complex, intricate and subtle of all human enterprises.”’ 
In that belief we call upon all good citizens for co-operation 
and support in that enterprise.” 


CONDITIONS IN THE CENTRAL SCHOOLS 


In accordance with the vote at the last annual meeting 
new metal ceilings have been installed in all rooms and 
corridors of the School Street school. That has removed 
the danger of possible accidents from falling plastering and 
has improved greatly the inside appearance of the building. 
New lights and reflectors were installed at the time these 
ceilings were placed thus eliminating the pupil eye-strain 
previously necessary on dark or stormy days. 

Due to the increase in enrollment in the Bates School 
it was necessary to equip the Science laboratory as a home 
room and new movable desk units were purchased and in- 
stalled taking care of forty additional pupils. 
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At the Forest Street school new type primary desk tables 
and chairs were placed in the First Grade room. These 
were made possible through the generosity of the Parent 
Teacher Association of that building who shared the expense 
of this purchase. 

The numerous boundary and name changes in the 
countries of the world since the World War have made a 
change in text of geography and the purchase of new wall 
maps imperative. During the past year all Central Schools 
have received new geographies and sets of the latest wall 
maps and globes. Since the geography text books are the 
most costly of all school text books the expenditure for books 
for the year has been greater than that of the year previous. 

During the past year there has been but two changes in 
the teaching corps of the Central Schools. Numerous 
changes in the teaching force are a serious menace to the 
success of a school system and in this respect we are indeed 
fortunate. I would call your attention to the appended 
table showing the permanency of the teachers of the town. 
The loss of Miss Grace Allen, who was obliged to resign 
because of ill health, is keenly felt. Her long term of service 
in the High School was one of faithful devotion to her work 
and to those pupils in her classes. 


CONDITIONS IN THE SUBURBAN SCHOOLS 


Enrollment in the Suburban Schools remains practically 
unchanged from that of the past five years yet fluctuation 
of membership in the individual school is always a problem. 
At the present time however, membership in these schools 
is equally divided with the exception of the Pratt Free 
School where there are only five pupils but over which the 
committee has no control. 

With the change of policy in transportation it is going to 
be possible to eliminate the last of our eight-grade schools. 
Beginning next September no Suburban school will have 
over five grades and six have three grades or less. I wish, 
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however, to repeat my recommendation of last year and 
urge the early study of a plan to erect a four or five room 
building at the Rock and the consolidation of the four 
schools in that section. 

Busses now run to the Junior High School from all but 
two sections of the town and it is planned to serve these two 
sections, Wappanuckett and North Middleboro, beginning 
with the new school year. 

New texts in Reading and Geography have been placed 
in most of the schools and replacements are continually 
being made to bring these schools to a uniform and up to 
date equipment. 


RHYTHMIC ORCHESTRAS IN FIRST THREE 
GRADES 


Believing that rhythm is the foundation and basis of 
future training in Music all classes in the first three grades 
of the Central schools and the two Suburban schools devoted 
entirely to those grades, namely Green and Plymouth Street 
schools, have been equipped with the instruments for this 
work. Mrs. Raye F. Guidaboni was appointed director 
of this branch of the music program and her schedule ar- 
ranged so that each grade is visited monthly. By this 
supervision the first two grades have uniform training in 
manipulation and ear-training while in the third grades the 
pupils are taught to read from the instrumental score and 
thus are gaining an elementary knowledge for any instru- 
mental study they care to carry on in their later school 
years. Although this work has been in progress only a few 
months the results already attained are far beyond the 
hopes and expectations of those in charge. Our classes are 
continually being visited by supervisors and teachers of 
other towns and cities where the work is contemplated and 
our director and teachers have received the highest of praise 
for the results. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


A careful survey of the transportation problem has been 
made during the year, maps of the different sections of the 
town are being drawn and pupils’ homes spotted. The study 
has shown the possibility of combining some routes and 
changing of others so that they may better serve the dis- 
tricts. As these studies have been completed the routes 
have been opened to competition through public advertising 
for bids and up to the present time contracts covering a 
three-year period have been signed for transportation in two 
sections of the town. ‘The remaining routes will have been 
carefully surveyed before the close of the present school 
year and upon the opening of the school in September all 
routes will be covered under contract. Due to this change 
in policy the cost of transportation of school children 
should show an appreciable decrease. 


HEALTH ACTIVITIES 


This year has seen the introduction of the clinic for the 
prevention of Diphtheria among our school and pre-school 
children. During the month of April four clinics were held 
and over one thousand Toxin-Anti-Toxin treatments were 
given under the direction of Dr. Richard P. MacKnight, 
State District Health Officer, and Dr. A. Vincent Smith, 
School Physician. In October these children received the 
Schick Test and practically 90 % showed a negative reaction 
or an immunity to the disease. This clinic will be repeated 
next April when it is hoped all pre-school children planning 
to enter school in the Fall will receive the treatments. 

The Dental Clinic is more and more proving its great 
value in the Health program, and approximately three hun- 
dred cases have been attended. For the first time this 
clinic is having the experience of some children coming to 
the clinic voluntarily and without solicitation. This is a 
most satisfactory condition. More children are going to 
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their family dentists and the number of certificates for 
perfect mouths has steadily increased. During the past 
year some work has been done in the two strictly primary 
Suburban schools namely the Green and Plymouth Street 
schools. 

This Clinic is conducted each Tuesday morning from 9 
until 12 and the public is most earnestly urged to visit and 
observe this most important Health project. 

The Ten Year Tubercular Class Clinic has been held as 
usual and the number of cases reported as improved over the 
previous year is encouraging. 

The State Clinic for Retarded Children was held in 
January. All cases where corrective physical defects were 
reported by the examiners have been followed up by the 
School Nurse and corrections in most cases have been made. 
The co-operation of our local physicians in making these 
corrections possible where sufficient funds were not available 
is greatly appreciated by the School Department. Some 
of these children, after defects have been corrected, have 
been able to progress at the normal rate with their grade, 
others by their more regular attendance due to better 
physica] condition have been able to regain a grade lost. 
When one considers the cost of “repeaters”? in the school 
system one of the values of the scientific study of retarded 
children will be evident. 

The Hearing of all children above the second grade has 
been tested by means of the 4-A Audiometer and all parents 
notified where defects were found. All of these cases are 
followed up by home visits and corrections arranged for 
where possible. 


HEALTH EDUCATION COURSE FOR TEACHERS 


A course of several lectures in Health Education was 
held during October and November of this year for local 
teachers and those of neighboring towns. The course was 
very successful and exceedingly well attended, an average 
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of 122 being present at each meeting. All phases of Health 
Education were discussed from the viewpoint of the teacher 
and the classroom while the high calibre speakers made each 
subject of interest. and of practical value. Below is the 
program of the course as presented.

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AN APPRECIATION OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY 
HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


I feel that an official word of appreciation should be 
extended to the Plymouth County Health Association for 
their co-operation in the health work in our own schools. 
The money paid by our citizens for the purchase of the 
annual Christmas Seals is returned to us many fold in ser- 
vices rendered by this Association. The Health Education 
Course for Teachers mentioned in detail] in another section 
of this report was arranged, speakers obtained, and all 
expenses paid by the Association. The Audiometer, a very 
expensive instrument for the scientific testing of Hearing 
together with the necessary supplies is not only furnished 
each year but operated by the Executive Secretary, Miss 
Anna J. Foley. This testing program here occupies her 
full time for five or seven school days. An hourly record 
of temperature is kept in all of our class rooms during the 
winter months and this Association has printed and furnished 
weekly charts for this record for all our schools. Profess- 
ional books on Health subjects are available upon application 
by the teachers as well as a large amount of valuable 
“teacher’s helps’ in the way of posters and pamphlets, all 
of these without cost to teachers or town. Last but not 
least should be mentioned the Summer Camp conducted 
at the County Hospital at South Hanson, to which we send 
three or four school children each year, the number depend- 
ing upon the returns from the Seal sales and the amount 
collected for this purpose by the School Nurse. 

The Plymouth County Health Association has played 
an important part in our school program during the past 
year and it’s work has been appreciated by Teachers and 
Superintendent. 
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PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHERS 


One third of the teaching force of our schools have taken 
courses in Professional Improvement during the past sum- 
mer. These are shown in the statistical table appended to 
this report. 


PRACTICAL ARTS 


The Parent Teacher Association of the Bates School 
have undertaken the project of preparing the basement 
room at the school for practical arts work for the boys. It 
is sincerely hoped that this project will be completed before 
the close of this school year and that some form of practical 
arts work may be begun next September. 


LORENZO WOOD 


At a meeting of the School Committee on May eighth 
the following resolutions were adopted on the death of a 
faithful member and chairman, Lorenzo Wood. 

Whereas—The All-Wise Ruler of the Universe has called 
from our midst one who has been closely associated with 
this board for many years as a member and at the time of 
his death as its Chairman. 

And Whereas—This Board recognizing his special fitness 
for such duties, his faithful services, his wise counsel, his 
sense of fairness and justice to all, his quiet, genial nature 
that made the association with him a memory long to be 
cherished, would in some permanent form record their great 
appreciation of his sterling character, his faithful attention 
to duty, exemplified in a life of good deeds. 

Therefore Be It Resolved, that in the passing of Lorenzo 
Wood this town has lost one of its most worthy citizens, the 
School Board one of its most valuable members, and the 
teachers and the schools a loyal friend and staunch supporter. 
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Be It Further Resolved, that these resolutions be spread 
upon the records of the School Board and a copy of the same 
sent to the family of the deceased to whom in this time of 
great bereavement the heartfelt sympathy of the members 
of this Board is sincerely tendered. 


CONCLUSION 


In concluding, I wish to express again to the teachers, 
janitors and all other town departmental officials my sin- 
cere thanks for their loyal cooperation and to the School 
Committee my appreciation for your continued confidence.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 8, 1931

Dear Sir: 
I herewith submit with pleasure my fifth annual report 
under the following headings and tables. 


I. STATISTICS AND ENROLLMENT: 

There are at present five hundred and sixteen pupils in 
the High School. Those interested should study the mem- 
bership statistics in the table following this report. These 
figures give the actual present number in the several classes, 
and not the total enrollment. The total enrollment is five 
hundred and forty-two as compared with five hundred and 
thirty-three a year ago. This would seem to indicate that 
the enrollment has reached a point where there will be little 
change. The graduating classes will continue to be record 
classes for the next two years and then they will probably 
reach a level (see table showing graduates of the past five 
years.) 

A study of pupils who have left during this year does not 
reveal any new truths. Twenty-six pupils have left. There 
were twenty-four expected from the several eighth grades, 
who did not appear. These two numbers, added to the 
five hundred and sixteen would make our registration five 
hundred and sixty-eight, instead of five hundred and six- 
teen. | 

_ Reasons for Jeaving were—work, moving out of town, 
and sickness. One truth is evident, that in the majority 
of cases those Jeaving have been actually failing in their 
work, or poor students. The present unemployment 
doubtless affects the situation, as it would cause more pupils 
to remain in school. 
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The table shows one hundred and eleven pupils from 
Lakeville, Carver and Plympton. In a study made of the 
size of our classes, it was shown that on account of their 
distribution those one hundred and eleven (111) pupils do 
not necessitate more than one extra teacher; for example 
in a class of thirty seven (37) pupils in U. S. History, only 
seven are tuition pupils. 

Another table (appended) shows the number of boys and 
girls for the past nine years. 


II. ExXxTRA-CLASSROOM ACTIVITIES: 


Socials have been held by the several classes and organ- 
izations of the school, at the rate of seven or eight a year in 
the Walter Sampson Auditorium. The practice has been 
to have a program of solos, short plays, ete. for nearly an 
hour, followed by dancing. These affairs, well supervised, 
are to be encouraged. There are problems connected with 
them, of course; but the successful solution is a constant 
challenge. 

The Pro Merito Society is proving its worth as an honor 
society. It clearly rewards, as well as stimulates, scholar- 
ship. Of the present Senior Class (91), twenty-one (21) 
are members of the Pro Merito. This year for the third 
time, Principal-Emeritus Walter Sampson has financed the 
buying of Pro Merito pins. This opportunity is taken to 
thank Mr. Sampson again, for his keen interest in the 
scholarship and welfare of the school. 

The Student Body organization has continued as before, 
except that meetings of the entire student body as such, 
have been discouraged as being too large a group to permit 
constructive discussion. The organization of the home 
room as a smaller unit, is encouraged, with the Student Body 
Council made up of representatives from all rooms. Mem- 
bership in the Student Body is limited to those who pay 
two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) for the year, or ten cents 
(.10) a week. Benefits of membership include season tickets 
to the three sports, football, basketball and baseball, the 
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three issues of the Sachem and reduced admission at socials. 
It must be recognized that financing successfully the school 
activities is a problem. Probably even those who do not 
care for athletics would not approve of doing away with the 
football team, for instance. Equipment, transportaion 
etc. go into sizeable amounts very quickly. Money is 
raised by student body dues, plays, concerts, socials, maga- 
zine contests etc. We cannot force the sale of athletic 
tickets on the playground, neither can we enforce the pay- 
ment of student body dues. This year we have curtailed 
expenses so that athletics should not cost over eight hundred 
dollars ($800). The important point however is that we are 
paying our bills and adapting expenses to income, as well 
as safeguarding the players. 


III. PHYSICAL EDUCATION: 


Each girl receives physical instruction one period a week, 
under the direction of one of the lady teachers, with a 
trainer from the Nissen School of Physical Education. The 
boys receive no physical education except in athletics. As 
was pointed out last year, the athletes are in little need of 
it. There certainly should be physical education for the 
boys. 


IV. GRADUATES: 


The table shows the number of recent graduating classes 
attending higher schools of learning 


V. CHANGE IN TEACHERS: 


The resignation of Miss Grace Allen was received with 
great general regret. She has been a strong teacher always. 
The French department of our school has become recognized 
everywhere for its superior quality. Thirty-four years of 
meritorious service should not go unnoticed. 

In October Miss Mary Brier, a graduate of Colby College 
and a teacher of several years’ experience, assumed the 
responsibilities of the French department. 
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When school began in September, it was believed that 
we were to have the same faculty as the preceding year for 
the first time since 19138. Miss Allen returned in September 
planning to continue teaching, but had to give it up because 
of poor health. 

We have been fortunate in losing only one teacher of the 
nineteen, however, and for the best interest of the school 
it is to be hoped that we may keep our faculty. 


VI. CURRICULUM CHANGES: 


There has been much criticism, both within and without 
educational circles, throughout the country, as to the 
courses to offer in high schools. Practically every subject 
has been assailed. Much of this criticism is destructive 
and indefinite. The big change this year is in the art 
courses, explained elsewhere. A curriculum should not 
be looked upon as settled for an indefinite period. 


VII. AMERICAN EDUCATION WEEK: 


This week was observed with special programs and with 
a Parent-Teacher Night in the Walter Sampson Auditor- 
ium, which was well attended. 

The extra classroom activities include athletics, Sachem, 
Orchestra, Glee Club, Latin Club, Dramatic Club, Socials, 
Senior Class Play, Cosmos Club, and Junior Red Cross. 


VIII. COLLEGE CERTIFICATE: 


The High School continued on the approved list of the 
New England College Certificate Board, Worcester Poly- 
technic Institution, Dartmouth College and is in the Class A 
for Normal Schools. It is worthy of note that seven of 
last year’s graduating class were admitted to Bridgewater 
Normal School, which is a credit to our high school as well 
as to the students. Last year for the second time, one of 
our graduates received the Augustus Buck Scholarship at 
Boston University (four years free tuition, and a year 
abroad.) Those interested in knowing which higher in- 
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stitutions are attended by graduates, should look at the 
table at the end of this report. 


IX. VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE: 


For the past several years it has been possible for Mr. 
Wilber to confer with all pupils. With available data and 
personal interview this work has become invaluable. It 
has been helpful in educational guidance as well as voca- 
tional. This year, Miss Randall has special opportunity to 
interview Freshmen. Questionaires have been filled out. 
The number of students found interested in certain voca- 
tions has been determined, and men and women representing 
those fields of endeavor have been secured to discuss their 
vocations with the group of students interested. This 
opportunity is taken to thank those who have so well co- 
operated. 


X. Miscellaneous: 


We are at or near capacity, but if it is true that our 
registration has reached a level, there is no problem. 

The Class of 1980 left money which has been used to 
purchase rhododendrons and to add trees of the evergreen 
variety. Ivy planted in previous years is beginning to 
climb, and altogether our building and grounds present an 
extremely attractive appearance. 

The hearing tests with the audiometer showed less than 
two percent of the pupils defective in hearing. 


Xs PUBLICITY: 


Each week in the Middleboro Gazette there have appear- 
ed High School Notes, written by Seniors under the direction 
of the English department. This opportunity is taken to 
thank the Gazette for this service. 


XII. CONCLUSION: 


After all, it is the attitudes and ideals instilled in our 
students that are most important. The particular courses 
are but tools in shaping the desired ends, which'are the 
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attitudes of being helpful and the ideal of living construct- 
ively. We are indebted to those who have helped in our 
objectives,—our town, our School Committee, our Superin- 
tendent, our Faculty, and our Student Body.

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REPORT OF THE ART DEPARTMENT 


Middleboro, Massachusetts

Dear Sir: 


I herewith respectfully submit to you a report of the work 
of the Art Department for the year ending December 19, 
19380. 

Art is an essential factor in the twentieth century civil- 
ization, and it plays an important and vital part in the every 
day life of the people. 

Art may be a constructive force cheering the work-day, 
glorifying and ennobling the recreation and leisure. Our 
public school presents the best opportunity for eonveying 
the beneficial influence of art to the individual, the home, 
and the environment of the people. 

All persons need sense training and a fine discrimination 
in selecting the purchase and use of manufactured articles 
for the person and home. 

Our community needs citizens who desire attractive 
homes, beautiful yards, parks, play grounds, and school 
buildings. Our merchants need salespeople with fine taste, 
beautiful show windows and attractive advertising for 
these “‘sell their goods.”’ Manufacturers everywhere are 
looking for new textiles, wall paper, rugs, furniture, jewelry, 
pottery etc. It is the trained designers and artistic crafts- 
man who fill their needs. Most of printing requires the 
principles of design, illustrations, magazines covers, and 
labels to interest the demand of the public. 

Knowing of the different fields required by Art we 
attempt to give to the pupils a knowledge of the principles 
used. Therefore the practical and aesthetic side of Art 
Education may be recognized by all.

The course of art in the grades aims— 


1. To increase skill and to maintain freedom in the use 
of drawing as a language. 

2. To acquaint children with a fundamental means of 
securing harmonious color. 

3. To give opportunity for originality and inventive- 
ness. 

4. ‘To show some regard for good composition, or in 
other words, good arrangement and spacing. 


The course of art in the High School aims— 


1. To increase the pupil’s power of graphic expression 
in terms of drawing and design. 

2. ‘To stimulate creative ability on the part of the pupil 
through the various craft activities—bookbinding, block 
printing, basketry etc. 

-3. To cultivate appreciation of art through the under- 
standing of art principles in their application to affairs of 
the community, the home and the individual. 

4. To ‘teach the technique of art so that students 
leaving school at the end of the twelfth year will have a 
working knowledge of the subject and that students who 
continue the study, in art school, college or university will 
have a solid foundation, for future work. 

We acquaint the pupils with fine examples of beauty in 
every possible way, and allow the interest of the pupils to 
take active part, have direct experience and direct contact 
with life’s activities. 

By these courses we are trying to develop aptitudes, 
interests and skills, aspirations and recreations and to dis- 
cover those adapted to make some branch of art their life 
work. The addition of more time given to the course in 
High School has greatly benefited the pupils. 

Through parents’ interest and co-operation, class room 
teachers, civic organizations, art clubs, business and in- 
dustrial firms, the Library and the Gazette the art work for 
the children has been very much enriched. 
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As directing and teaching all the art in the schools of 
Middleboro, I would be most grateful, if the Superintendent 
and the Committee would give these suggestions careful 
consideration. 

1. That three double periods a week be given for 
Mechanical Drawing in High School to allow for a more 
thorough course. 

2. That freehand drawing be compulsory all four years 
for furthering the training in observation and judgment and 
as a cultural subject. 

3. That scholarships or aid may be given for the higher 
education of the many talented pupils of Middleboro. 

4. That a small sum be set aside for miscellaneous 
purposes for furtherance of Art, lectures, travelling exhibits 
CLC. . 

The Art Department of the Middleboro Schools have 
given much help to the Community affairs and entertain- 
ment, decorating for dances, socials and other functions by 
High School pupils. 

An Art Exhibition was held at the Town Hall last May 
and each pupil’s work was shown. Posters, projects, 
mechanical drawings, blue printing, design work, free ex- 
pression and many interesting creative compositions and 
hand work was exhibited. Groups of pupils from High and 
Bates Schools gave a demonstration of various kinds of 
hand work in their exhibit. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all who have helped in 
the advancement of Art in the schools of Middleboro.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my report of the year of 1930-1931. 

The usual routine has been followed the past season, 
with over 800 personal visits to the different classes. This 
would have been impossible only for the use of the auto- 
mobile. One other activity has been made possible by 
modern methods—that is the large and fully equipped 
orchestras which is the outcome of our instrumental classes. 
Not all of those who start out so enthusiastically carry on 
for any great length of time—but a goodly portion do to 
the extent of being able to perform well enough to join our 
organizations, when one can make music themselves it 
becomes doubly valuable, because it is a means of self 
expression, and in our orchestras he not only expresses 
himself but helps to create a real school spirit. 

Rhythm, the foundation of music is established in the 
First Three Grades by the use of the percussion instruments 
and phonograph records which is called the Toy Symphony, 
and the demonstration which I have been permitted to 
witness has more than surprised me. This activity makes 
for recreation, socialization, citizenship, and concentration. 

Recreation uses it for fun. 

Socialization uses it to teach patience and the blending 
of all into one perfect whole. What better lesson can be 
learned in the creating of good citizenship. 

Concentration uses it in teaching the child the different 
melodies on which their respective instruments play. It 
teaches them to be quiet, orderly, alert, and prompt in 
obedience. 
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In the Fourth Grades the fife classes bridge over to 
further orchestral activities. The ease with which the 
pupils learn to play this fairly difficult instrument is inter- 
esting. We have over 300 boys and girls who can play the 
fife at the present time. This activity stimulates in two 
directions: first, the desire to read by syllable; and second, 
leads to other more difficult instruments. 

Some one has rather tritely said: ““A boy who beats a 
drum will never beat his family.”” ‘‘One who blows a wind 
instrument never blows a safe.’ ‘“‘A boy who draws a bow 
never draws a gun.” 

The year has produced many interesting things among 
which may be noted the cantata by the Bates school and 
the annual Spring concert by the High School, which has 
brought credit to all of those who participated. 

The vocal branch of our subject is so well established 
that extensive mention of it is unnecessary. It suffices to 
say that by the hearty cooperation of the teachers in the 
different grades, the classes are progressing in their usually 
splendid manner. 

The drum corps are most enthusiastically preparing for 
a further date of which full mention will be made later. 

In closing I would quote from an eminent authority who 
says, “It is not so vital a matter what the child will do with 
music, as what music will do with the child.”

I herewith submit my report for the Penmanship De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

During the past year I made visits to schools in various 
states with the object in mind of studying their system of 
penmanship and embodying the good points in our system. 
As a result of this study, in the higher grades, emphasis has 
been placed upon the correlation of penmanship with other 
subjects. In these grades the student gets a mark for pen- 
manship in all subjects. This is an attempt to get the pupil 
to put into effect the theory of good writing that he has 
learned in his penmanship lessons and to help him to re- 
cognize the value of good legible handwriting. 

The aims in the middle grades have been to lead the 
pupils to appreciate the importance of handwriting in the 
life of the school and in the life outside of the school; to 
make a progressive advance toward smoother and better 
controlled movement; and to acquire a knowledge of the 
correct way to write certain important kinds of materials. 

In the lower grades emphasis has been placed upon 
correct letter formation and free easy writing movement 
with same attempt at correlation in other subjects. 

Representatives from various penmanship companies 
have visited us during the year and through lectures have 
given us helpful aids in the teaching of this subject. Plans 
have been made to have more of these helpful lectures in the 
future. 

Many of the teachers who do not at the present time 
have teachers’ writing certificates are striving to gain them, 
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and in the near future we should be one hundred per cent 
along this line. 

In closing I wish to express my thanks to the Superin- 
tendent and teachers for their helpful cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
To the Selectmen and the Town of Middleborough :— 


We beg to submit the following first annual report of the 
Planning Board. 

The Board has been quite completely reorganized during 
the past year beginning with the appointment of Jesse Car- 
penter Jr., Enid 8. Crosier, and Kenneth B. Keedwell to fill 
vacancies on the Board. Since then we have proceeded to 
develop Parking Space plans, and have looked into numerous 
other matters such as street layouts, housing, etc. In 
view of present conditions, however, our recommendations 
for immediate action be confined to the parking space as a 
relief measure, the replacement of shade trees as a low-cost 
employment and improvement project, and the first step 
toward a park-and-playground development. 

In our parking space study, we have had maps prepared 
of the obviously suitable sites, and have developed plans for 
a variety of developments in each case. We have discussed 
the matter with many interested parties and are now sound- 
ing out local opinion in order to fix upon one definite project 
for presentation at Town Meeting. Granted a reasonable 
amount of cooperation, we can assure the Town of ample 
parking facilities at moderate cost. This study has taken 
most of our time and appropriation, and innumerable meet- 
ings and consultations. The bare maps secured by us should 
be worth more to the Town for Assessors and similar pur- 
poses than our entire appropriation. 

The local parking problem is certainly acute. The mer- 
chants can sell to no more motor traffic than can find con- 
venient parking, even if several thousand cars an hour are 
fed past the stores. A moving car means people going else- 
where to trade. People from outlying towns will not trade 
here unless given good facilities—better facilities than in 
the competing centers. 
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The value of the time saved residents of the outlying 
parts of Middleborough alone in doing necessary business 
here would justify the cost of a suitable parking space. 

The adoption of our plans will mean from four to ten times 
as many cars can be parked per store fronting on the space 
than at present, Our main regret is that all the stores in 
town cannot be provided for as cheaply, Since trade habits 
are slow to change, we earnestly urge immediate action 
toward providing this parking space, _ 

We also recommend the planting of highway shade trees 
to replace those dead, dying or removed, and to improve 
streets now shadeless. We are accustomed to hearing that 
the beauty of the Cape lies in its elm-arched streets, yet we 
remove elms year after year without replacements. We 
find that “a mile of elms’’ (one side only) can be set for about 
$550.00 and we suggest that such an expenditure be made 
yearly until all requirements are filled. This price is based 
on a variety of elm immune from the elm beetle. 


PURPOSES OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning board is given a broad field of study under 
the law, but no authority to execute changes it may recom- 
mend. The field of studies is the resources, possibilities 
and needs of the community. The only powers of the Board 
is in its influence on public opinion. In the parking space 
study you see an example of such work. Other studies 
usually followed are street improvements and layouts, traffic 
regulation, building lines and laws, zoning, school plant lay- 
out, parks and playgrounds, comfort stations, drainage and 
refuse disposal, water supply, billboards and nuisances, 
and map studies of population, assessments, expenditures, 
ete. 

The theory is that the Board should have at its disposal a 
small appropriation, and with this money prepare maps on 
the items to be studied, as in the parking space study. Five 
Board members secluded in the Town Hall immersed in 
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deep study are valueless without plans and maps on which 
to study, and can accomplish little, as we have seen in past 
years of no appropriation. With a modest appropriation, 
the Board may prepare projects for future action of the Town, 
and the Town will have a definite basis for action. It is 
thus seen that the Planning Board may supplant many of 
the occasional committees appointed at Town Meeting to 
study specific subjects. 

The activities we have in mind for the coming year relate 
to zoning, school plant layout, and parks and playgrounds. 
All we can do with zoning will be in starting an educational 
campaign. The school plant study will look toward the 
elimination of the Union Street School, and other features 
which may seem objectionable. The park and playground 
_ situation is dependent on action by the Town on articles in ~ 
the Warrant at our request. Incidentally, the bestowal of 
some modest powers upon the Board would make it a much 
easier post to fill. 

Zoning is perhaps the subject nearest to the basic purpose 
of Town Planning. Residential property values are based 
on confidence—confidence that the neighbors will not impair 
those values by starting a store, garage, miniature golf course, 
overnight camp, factory, etc. Judging by recent develop- 
ments, many residents have had their confidence in their 
neighbors rudely shattered. The object of zoning is to 
regulate such developments as to location, and thereby pre- 
serve property values. When this is brought home to the 
voters, there will be a demand for zoning. We may want a 
new shoe factory, but not necessarily on South Main Street. 
Nothing could stop the erection of a factory there at present. 
With a zoning law on the Town books, however, the courts 
could prevent it. Similarly with other “intrusions”. Zon- 
ing is to “‘keep the pig out of the parlor.”’ 

To sum up, the duties of the Planning Board are the pre- 
servation and enhancement of property values in the Town 
by finding ways to make Middleborough a better place in 
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which to live and trade. We draw no compensation and have 
no rights other than that of trying to influence the Town to 
help itself.

Planning Board. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


The construction of the State Highway through East 
and West Grove Streets caused a lot of work for this depart- 
ment. As this road was to be constructed with a so-called 
permanent surface, it was necessary to place our water pipes 
in as good a condition as possible. ‘To do this we extended 
the 6” main on West Grove St. a distance of 708 feet, to 
accommodate gll the houses on that street, renewed all the 
old service pipes, examined and repaired where necessary 
all the main gates, moved the curb gates into the new curb 
line, moved the hydrants back so as to be out of danger, 
installed gates on all hydrant connections where there were 
none, installed one new hydrant on East Grove St. between 
So. Main St. and Cliff St., and put in two new hydrants on 
the extension on West Grove St. 

The change of grade on the hill on East Grove St. beyond 
the Pumping Station was such that the 12” main leading 
from the Pumping Station to the standpipe had to be lowered 
for a distance of about 800 feet, with a maximum drop of 6 
ft. We were enabled to drop the pipe without making a cut 
and with the pressure still on. This of course shortened the 
distance and made a very crooked line of pipe, and caused the 
joints to leak a little, but when the pipe was in its new posi- 
tion, we were enabled by recalking the joints, to make the 
line perfectly tight. 

The construction of this new State highway on East 
Grove St. necessitated the building of a new bridge over the 
Nemasket River. The construction of this bridge enabled 
us to correct a condition that has been a source of worry 
to the department for a long time, and that is the abolishing 
of the force main leading to the center of the town that passes 
under the river. As long as the main laid in that position, 
there were always possibilities that it would break, or that 
it would spring a leak and run for a long time without being 
detected. In either case, it would be expensive to repair. 
In consulting with the State Highway Engineers, they 
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agreed to provide a space so that we could lay a new pipe 
through the bridge and connect it with the main leading to 
the standpipe. This was done, and the pipe under the river 
was disconnected at the Y in East Grove St., and by closing 
the gate near the Pumping Station, the old line under the 
river became dead. Now all the water that is pumped, goes 
through one main to a point near the street where it divides, 
part coming direct to town and the rest goes direct to the 
standpipe. Any leak that occurs now will readily be dis- 
covered. 

We have continued the policy inaugurated a few years 
ago of removing all meters that have been in use over five 
years, testing, cleaning and repairing if necessary, and then 
putting them back in service. This work is done by the 
regular force during spare time, and really costs but little, 
and makes us reasonably sure that the department is getting 
the maximum amount of revenue. 

One new sprinkler service, six inches, has been laid this 
year to the Middleboro Laundry. A T was left in the line 
so that the Fuller Garage can install a sprinkler system at 
some future time. This fire service also serves the Laundry 
as a domestic supply. 

Eight new small 1” services have been laid this year. 

All main gates have been inspected and repairs made 
where necessary. 

All hydrants have been inspected twice and put in good 
operating condition. 

In general, the system is in good condition, but there is 
much need of replacing the four inch mains with large pipe, 
and the connecting of dead ends. These will be taken care 
of as soon as the money is available. - ,

The following report was read by Mr. Fred Alger. 


Report of Committee on Representative Form of Town 
Government. Your committee appointed one year ago by 
the Town of Middleboro to investigate and report on the 
advisability of Middleboro adopting a representative Govern- 
ment, submits the following :— 
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First, a meeting was held at which time Mr. Soule, as 
secretary, was instructed to write such towns in the state as 
were working under this form of government asking for 
copies of records connected with this form and charters under 
which they operated. Letters were also written to prominent 
officials in these towns asking their opinion as to the success, 
or failure of the form. These requests brought answers 
in almost every case and considerable literature was thus 
placed at the disposal of members of the committee. From 
that time to date, a series of 6 or 7 meetings have been held 
and discussion pertaining to the subject has been in order. 
Individuals and separate members of the committee have 
also made inquiries from citizens and officials of cities in which 
this form of Government is operated. Out of 8 or 9 towns 
which are operating under this method, all but one have re- 
ported complete success and have recommended the project 
to a town of our size and one confronted with our problems. 

his one exception, and in fairness it may be said, one in- 
dividual, advises that unless our troubles are great we stick 
to our present form. No explanation was given, however, 
of his attitude, whereas, those who supported the project 
for the most part, gave reasons why they considered it so 
successful. It is not the intention of the committee to put 
into the recordsalengthy discussion of the merits of the form 
but the committee as a whole, and as individuals, desire 
that any citizen interested in more complete details than are 
possible in this kind of a report inquire from the members 
of the Committee as to these details. 

For the guidance of the people the Committee wishes to 
call attention to the fact that we have 4000 voters, approxi- 
mately, in Middleboro and that the town hall in its most 
crowded condition could not possibly accomodate in excess 
of 1000, therefore, only 25% of the voting people could 
possibly avail themselves of town meeting privileges at one 
time. ‘The Committee further wishes to call attention to the 
fact that in the event of more than that wishing to attend a 
town meeting, and any small part of them being unable to 
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gain admittance, a protest on the part of those who were un- 
fortunate in not being admitted would automatically void 
all business that might have been transacted on the night 
in question. ‘This is, of course,.the one serious fact which 
brought the meeting to a point of investigation. We are 
assured by the towns where this form of Government is 
operative, that interest in the town affairs is stimulated 
rather than killed by this particular form of Government, 
and citizens with a grievance, or with any idea are privileged 
to appear in meetings of the representative form and state 
his case just as is the case in the present form. The only 
difference being that the final vote is by the representatives. 
It would be the suggestion and advise of the Committee, 
based upon the experience of other towns, that a fairly large 
body of representatives be elected, having the various mem- 
bers of the committee vary somewhere between 100 and 300 
as to the total members. The Committee would recommend 
making the towns into 5 or 6 districts based upon the voting 
population. This layout of districts it is believed can easily 
be accomplished by the Town Manager’s office. It is cus- 
tomary in towns having this form of government to check 
up the districts and re-apportion them every 5'or 6 years. 
Experience has shown that delegates elected assume it their 
duty to thoroughly inform themselves in advance as to the 
questions that come up at the current town meetings and 
very shortly the town arrives at a point where the destinies 
are in the hands of a skilled body of voters. For the benefit 
of those who might raise the question there has been no 
evidence in towns where this plan was operative of collusion 
on the part of delegates, or in other words what is politically 
known as log rolling, certainly it would prevent any possibi- 
lity of a group of 800 or so people packing a hall and passing 
a vote which might not be acceptable to a majority of 4000. 
A delegate would represent the feeling of the locality in which 
he resided. If he, or she, failed to do so, his election would 
be impossible the following year. The members of such a 
body would of course be mixed as to sex and it has been the 
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policy of towns not to restrict the members in this respect 
one way or the other. Because of the advantages listed and 
others too numerous to become a part of this report, the com- 
mittee favor the adoption of this particular form of Govern- 
ment, but feel, however, that a matter of such importance 
should have the consideration of the entire voting people 
of the town. The Committee does not wish to make a defi- 
nite motion in this connection but feels that at a special 
meeting or at the next regular town meeting the question 
should be submitted to referendum. So far as they are able, 
the Committee as individuals offer to answer any question 
of any voter in connection with the plan and its method of 
adoption.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


Middleboro, Mass., Jan. 1, 1931 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Middleborough, Mass. 


I herewith hand you the report of the Weights and Meas- 
ures Department, for the year of 19380. The State Standards 
located at 13 Forest St. are in excellent condition. The 
Auto Truck scales located at the town barn should be painted 
to protect the iron works from rust and corrosion. By doing 
this now it will prolong the life of the scales many years. 
The Standard weights owned by the Town have become pit- 
ted with rust and should be renickled and recalibrated. 
If this is done at once it will save the town a much larger 
expense later. If this is let go this year it will mean that 
they will have to be replaced another year at a large out lay. 
The large test weights have been scraped and repainted, and 
recalibrated and are in good condition. ‘The Gasoline test 
cans and the liquid measures are in excellent condition for 
another year. Gasoline pumps and installations have been a 
source of trouble all the year. They need constant attention 
if the riding public is to get a “Square Deal’’ and can be 
assured of full measure for every dollar expended for gasoline 
and oil. Butter has caused us a lot of trouble the past year 
but after a careful check up with the store keepers and store 
managers and also the state officials the short weight was 
found to originate in another State. Through the combined 
efforts of your sealer and the ever watchful State Inspector 
the cause for this was found and eliminated at once. Some 
trouble with potatoes in burlap and cloth sacks caused each 
store keeper to weigh them before selling them. I would 
again recommend that an advance be made in the license 
fees, the advance credited to this Department to take care 
of the numerous extra trips caused by condemning and 
repairs on pumps. Often this causes long trips with no result 
The Sealer was also appointed Inspector of Petroleum by 
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the Selectmen on an order from the State Fire Marshal’s 
office. This Department was also called upon by the select- 
men to check up on all gasoline licenses and permits in the 
town, this check up was in accordance with a ruling from 
the State Fire Marshal’s office and caused a large amount of 
extra work, and the travelling of a great many extra miles. 
The work of the department is increasing each year. The 
State adds a little more and a little more. The last two years 
the work has increased rapidly. This year all drug stores 
have to have the Clinical thermometers listed and tabulated 
and then sent in to the State house at regular intervals, 
this takes a lot of time and work. 

The following is a part of the work accomplished this 
past year. 1587 pcs. sealed—100 pcs. adjusted—30 pes. 
condemned—737 pes. non sealed—1068 pcs. reweighed— 
1054 pes. were found to be correct and 10 pes. were found 
under weight. 4 pcs. were found to be over weight. There 
were 67 other inspections. I have inspected and checked 
the following. Sixteen stores on paper cartons. Twenty 
peddlers licenses. ‘Three milk dealers, jars. Twenty-two 
stores on bread labels and weight of bread. Four milk 
dealers cans. ‘Two transient vendors licenses. Five ice 
dealers scales retested. Three junk dealers scales retested. 
One hundred and five pumps retested. Four hundred and 
forty stops on gas pumps made O. K.—Twenty peddlers 
licenses checked and found to be all within the law. A 
number of complaints have been investigated, also a number 
of peddlers warned to keep within the law and in each case 
the public have responded very nicely. 

I wish at this time to thank all those who have helped 
to make the year as successful as it has been. And I wish 
to especially thank you Mr. Goodale and Chief Sisson for 
the help you have given me at all times.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Middleboro, Mass. | 


Gentlemen: 

I again have the pleasure of submitting to you a report of 
the activities of the moth department for the year 1930. 

The duties are very much the same year after year, con- 
sisting of scouting for the egg masses of the gypsy moth and 
the collecting of the brown tail moth webs through the winter 
months both of which are properly treated. 

In the early summer spraying is in order beginning with 
roadside spray for the control of the tent caterpillar and I 
believe that this was generally successful as many comments 
were offered in regard to the beautiful foliage of our highways. 

Next in order comes the private spraying of fruit trees, 
shrubs and plants which is absolutely beneficial to the fruit 
growers in controlling San Jose scale, apple scab bud moth, 
tent caterpillar, brown tail, gypsy moth, railroad worm and 
other pests that play a part in destroying our crops. 


PRIVATE WORK 


Two hundred and forty-four growers patronized this 
department this season whereas there were three hundred 
a year ago. The one chief reason for the decrease is that 
difference of opinions exist as to the proper time for the 
application of poison spray. 

May I offer you the following spraying recommendations 
in relation to bees: 


OBJECT OF SPRAYING 


For insect control a spray to be effective must control the 
pest without injury to the plant attacked and keep within a 
cost that will justify its use. Proper timing of spray appli- 
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cations is particularly essential for best control of insect 
pests. At the same time, such sprays should not interfere 
with the normal development of the plant (blossoming of 
fruit trees, etc.) or with the activity of bees either working 
the blossoms or attracted to trees by the presence of honey- 
dew. 


BEES POISONED BY SPRAYS 


The results of experiments by the U. S. Bureau of Ento- 
mology and by several State Experiment Stations (Indiana, 
Massachusetts, etc.) have shown conclusively that sprays 
containing arsenic are extremely poisonous to honey bees, 
and that very small quantities prove fatal to them. Asa 
general rule, symptoms of poison become apparent within a 
comparatively short time after bees feed upon the poison. 

While it is the field bees (those gathering pollen, nectar 
and honeydew) which are directly affected by spray poison- 
ing, such injury may result in the total loss of the colony. 
It almost invariably eliminates the possibility of obtaining 
a new honey crop. Moreover, colonies so weakened are 
subject to European foulbrood or American foulbrood and 
they frequently fail to recover sufficient strength necessary 
for winter preparation. 


THE TYPES OF INSECTS AND CHOICE OF 
SPRAYS 


From the standpoint of control, insect pests may be group- 
ed in two general classes, those with biting mouth parts which 
devour the leaf tissue of the plants and those which extract 
the plant fluids by sucking. For the first group poison sprays 
usually compounds of arsenic are employed. For the suck- 
ing insects, it is necessary to apply sprays or dusts that kill 
by actual contact with the body of the insect. It is necessary 
therefore, to accurately identify the pest in order to success- 
fully destroy it. 
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WHEN TO SPRAY 


Sprays should be timed to destroy the insect if possible, 
at the weakest point in its life history and also before it has 
had the opportunity of causing serious damage to the plant 
it has attacked. 

It is well known that plant lice and certain related insects 
scales, etc.) produce a sweetish, sticky fluid called “honey- 
dew”’. This is attractive to bees, ete. which often visit such 
trees or shrubs in large numbers. Application of a spray 
containing arsenic at such a time, would invariably subject 
the bees to the danger of poisoning. 

In such cases where honeydew has attracted the bees and 
the presence of leaf-feeding insects make a poison spray 
necessary, it would be advisable to first apply a contact in- 
secticide to eliminate the pests producing honeydew, several 
days before the poison is applied. 

Observations have indicated that arsenical sprays, ap- 
plied to fruit trees at the period of open bloom, may en- 
danger the normal set of fruit, either by direct injury to the 
blossom parts or by interruption of the activity of bees. 

Control measures recommended for the insect pests of 
fruit trees, shade trees and ornamentals, do not call for the 
application of poison sprays during the blooming period, but 
place them either just before the opening of the blossoms or 
at such a time as they are no longer attracting the bees. 


HONEY BEES IN THEIR RELATION TO SPRAY 
PRACTICES 


The importance of honeybees in the pollination of blos- 
soms, insuring the set of fruit, is well recognized by both 
orchardist and beekeeper. In fact there is little question that 
under Massachusetts conditions, honey bees are responsible 
for greater returns from the increased yield of fruit than from 
the honey they produce. 
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The demand for honeybees for pollinating Massachusetts 
orchards is at present greater than the number of colonies 
available. It is, therefore, obvious that the bees should be 
safeguarded. 

Instances of serious losses of bees have been cited as a 
result of ill-timed and indiscriminate application of arsenical 
for the control of insect pests. 


PRIVATE WORK—CREOSOTING 


This work is mandatory, per order of the state department 
of agriculture and is carried on by this department. 

In January each year, is begun the work of creosoting the 
egg masses of the gypsy moth and gathering the webbs of the 
brown tail moth. 

The property of over eight hundred land owners was in- 
spected last year. This work is done in a quiet and courteous 
manner and when these pests are found a small charge is made. 

The gypsy moth situation remains about the same as in 
1929. Though the condition of Wood, Acorn, Chestnut and 
Short Streets, where large colonies were found, is now com- 
paratively free from this pest; special attention must be 
paid to the easterly part of our town. 

Special attention was given the brown tail moth that made 
its appearance in large numbers a year ago in the Rock 
section. About eight thousand webs were gathered and 
destroyed, and as yet no webs have been noticed this year. 


SATIN MOTH 


One colony of the satin moth was found on Wareham 
Street on the bank of the Nemasket river, and placed under 
control. 

Now a word to the Nature lovers— 


SAVE OUR ELMS 


The elm leaf beetle, the dominating insect of this beauti- 
ful shade tree is working havoc. 
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The town elms received two applications of arsenate of lead 
which placed the beetle under control as far as these particul- 
ar trees are concerned; on the other hand the privately owned 
trees were sadly neglected, and consequently nearly defolia- 
ted. 

In a few years our stately elms of which we all are so 
proud will have become a matter of history. 

May we ask our townspeople to cooperate with us taking 
this slogan ‘“‘Save Our Elms’’— 

Call this department for any spray job and you will 
receive prompt and efficient service. 


EQUIPMENT 


The equipment of the department consists of three spray- 
ing outfits, one 400 gal. sprayer mounted on a Ford chassis in 
perfect condition; two 200 gal. sprayers, one in good condi- 
tion, the other having been in commission since 1911, will 
with some repairs serve a few more years; also one Chevrolet 
truck in good condition and one Ford truck that is entirely 
out of commission. I strongly recommend the purchase of a 
truck to replace it. 

In conclusion, please accept my sincere appreciation for 
the cooperation accorded this department.

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REPORT OF WIRE INSPECTOR.

Gentlemen :— 
I herewith submit my annual report as Inspector of Wires 
in the town of Middleboro ending December 31, 1930.

In submitting my report I want to make it clear to the 
property owners the importance of having their wiring 
properly installed, as well as keeping all old wiring in repair. 

When any wiring is done it shouldbe done only by a 
reliable licensed electrician who will make a report to this 
department as required by our Local By-Laws. 

A great source of trouble the past year has come from 
wiring done by an owner or his unlicensed friend who has 
little if any knowledge of how to safely install wiring. While 
an owner, may do his own wiring, he must do it according 
to the rules of the National Electric Code and local regula- 
tions, and notify the inspector on cards furnished by the 
department for that purpose before doing the wiring. Fail- 
ure on his part to file notice is a violation of the Electric 
Department and Inspection rules. In many cases, trouble 
that has been blamed to the Lighting Department has come 
from some additional wiring done by the owner, improperly 
installed, or with defective materials. 

With the adoption of the additional rules and regulations 
of the Lighting Department, they will be inforced by this 
Department as to the inspection requirements, in addition 
to the current issue of the National Electrical Code. 
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I have attended ten meetings of the Mass. Association of 
Electrical Inspectors and two of the International Associa- 
tion which are held in Boston, also the three day convention 
of Inspectors held in Pittsfield in September. These meet- 
ings are a school of instruction for the inspectors where the 
changes that are constantly being made in the wiring prob- 
lems are explained, as well as the legal details involved by the 
inspectors. 

In conclusion I want to thank your Board and the Town 
Manager for assistance given me in carrying out my duties.

The work this year, as in past years, has been wholly in 
removing dead trees and cutting out the dead limbs in others. 
While we have not taken down all the dead ones, we have 
selected those considered most dangerous, as our appropria- 
tion is not large enough to do all the work that proper regard 
for public safety would seem to indicate was necessary. 

All this work has been done by the men in the Moth 
Department and the cost charged to the Tree Warden Ac- 
count. All the money charged to this account has been for 
labor and supplies, as the Tree Warden receives no compensa- 
tion for the time he puts in on this work.

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FOREST WARDEN 


The damage done by forest fires this year has been the 
greatest of any in the past ten years, due probably to the 
unusually long periods of droughts. 

There were 23 grass fires, 27 in scrub and second growth, 
and 8 railroad fires, a total of 55; burning 450 acres and caus- 
ing an estimated damage of $4625.00. 

The two largest fires and the ones that destroyed the most 
valuable wood lands were set by a boy who had a mania for 
setting fires. Both were started back in the woods and on 
days when the wind was blowing a gale. The first, which - 
burned 300 acres, with a damage of $3000.00, was reported 
at 3 P. M., and was all out at 7.45 P. M., but of course re- 
quired watching all night. The second, burning 50 acres, 
causing a damage of $1000.00, was reported at 3 P. M., and 
was practically out at 7.30 P. M., although it was not con- 
sidered safe to leave until 11.30 P. M. 

The rest of the fires were all small, no one of which caused 
much damage, but they kept the department very busy. 

The Highway Department has added to their equipment 
this year, two pieces which should be of very great value in 
fighting forest fires. These are a 600 gal. water tank and an 
800 gal. tank mounted on a truck. These, added to the fire 
department truck and the two 200 gal. Moth sprayers, makes 
1800 gals. of water available in addition to the pump cans 
and extinguishers that are always on the job. All of this 
equipment, except the larger pieces of fire apparatus, have 
standing order to report on each forest fire call, so that now 
we have great hopes that there will be no more such large 
fires as we had this year. 

The total cost for this department this year was $2595.00.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The results obtained this year, as well as last, from the 
use of the Gravel Crushing Plant purchased in 1928, for the 
construction of the type of road which we are obliged to 
build in this town, owing to the large mileage of country 
roads, have proved that no mistake was made in buying this 
particular plant. 

In 1929 we were able with the use of this plant to place 
13767 cubic yards of gravel, spread and rolled, on 13 roads, 
at a cost of $0.97 per cubic yards. This year we have lower- 
ed the cost per cubic yards a little. 15110 cubic yards were 
spread and rolled on 15 country roads, a total distance of 
10.8 miles, at an average cost of $0.8814 per cubic yard. This 
cost includes all labor, operating expenses of the trucks and 
repairs and operating expenses of the crushing plant. No 
allowance for depreciation was included.

With the co-operation of the N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R. Co. 
another much needed improvement was made on Station St. 
The town sacrified this road, gave it a light coat of gravel, 
thoroughly rolled and compacted it, and the Railroad Com- 
pany bore the expense of the oil surface treatment. This 
road should last for a number of years, and the cost of main- 
taining its present smooth surface will be small. 

This department is constantly being criticised because 
it does not oil all the good gravel roads it builds, thus main- 
taining the smooth surface and reventing objectionable 
holes wearing in them. On the other hand it is continually 
being criticised for not building more roads so that other 
people may use them more comfortably in the winter and 
spring when the frost is coming out. With over 100 miles 
of country road to maintain, it certainly is a problem to 
know just what is best to do. We have adopted the polic y 
of graveling as many miles of road each year as the appro- 
priation will allow, leaving the oiling question to be settled 
after all the roads are so repaired as to be passable at all 
seasons of the year. Our appropriation is limited to a cer- 
tain sum. We can not gravel roads and oil them and have 
money left for building additional roads. We must do one 
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or the other. We must consider the wishes of the people 
as a whole and not any individual group. If our judgment 
has been wrong, it surely is an honest mistake, as we certain- 
ly have tried to serve the people as a whole, and not any 
particular group. 

We have been severely criticised for not having oiled 
Center St. from Taunton Road to Pleasant St., when it 
was built in 1929. This road is about three miles long, and 
the cost of rebuilding was $6277.16, or a little over $2000.00 
per mile. As it costs $1000.00 per mile to put on a suitable 
black top, the first cost of oiling would be nearly one-half 
of the original cost. But that is not the end, as the annual 
maintenance cost per mile of oil surface would be about 
$300.00. We thus see that in a few years the oiling cost 
would equal the original cost. Then too, had we oiled this 
street, we would not have had any money to have graveled 
Vernon and River Streets, and that certainly would not 
have pleased the users of those roads.

PATCHING 


In patching the holes in the present black surfaced roads 
there were used 8650 gals. of tar compound and 3634 gals. 
of paving cement in the hot mixed patches. 


SIDEWALKS 


Gravel and ash sidewalks have been built on Everett, 
Oak, Benton, Webster, Cambridge, Frank, Bourne, Clifford 
and North Streets. 

Cement walks were laid on Webster St., So. Main to 
Benton St., and on Court End Ave. from So. Main St. to 
Alden St. 

Several of the present black sidewalks were resurfaced 
with hot mix material. 


BRIDGES 


The construction of the new State road on Bedford and 
E. Grove Streets has relieved the town of the expense which 
it would have been called upon to meet within a few years, 
of rebuilding the bridge over the Taunton River on Bedford 
St. and the one over the Nemasket River at the Pumping 
Station, as both were in a dangerous condition. ‘The one 
over the Taunton River was about ready to fall down, and 
the wing walls of the one at the Pumping Station were crack- 
ing away from the abutments and would have to be rebuilt 
soon. 
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The flooring of the bridge on E. Grove St. over the Cape 
Branch of the N.Y.N.H. & H.R.R. was completely rebuilt 
this fall. The Railroad Company are responsible for the 
maintenance of the floor timbers and the Town the flooring. 
New timber was used throughout. | 


DRAINAGE 


Drainage conditions over nearly the whole center of the 
town are bad. The surface water in the immediate center 
empties into a combined sewerage and drainage system. 
This system was evidently designed for sewage only, as the 
pipes are too small to take care of the surface water in heavy 
storms, with the results that during the heighth of the storm 
the streets in many places are flooded until the storm is over, 
then it soon drains away. 

The condition on West and Vine Streets is the worst in 
town. Although the town did a number of years ago con- 
struct a drain to take care of this condition, it never worked 
satisfactorily, as the pipe is too small to take care of the water 
when it is clean, and as it is laid so nearly level, it frequently 
clogs up, causing considerable inconvenience and expense. 

The conditions on North St. between Myrtle and Rice 
Streets are bad, and these, as well as the conditions on Vine 
and West Streets should be relieved as soon as the finances 
of the town will permit. 

The bad condition that has existed on Myrtle St. at 
Myrtle Ave., which has existed for some time, was relieved 
this year by the construction of a short piece of drain in 
Myrtle St. from Myrtle Ave. to North St. 


SEWERS 


New sewer connections to several houses have been laid 
this year; the usual number of stopages cleared, all catch 
basins have been cleaned twice, and some three times. 

No extensions have been built this year. 
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SNOW 


No large storms occurred this year, and it was necessary 
to plow the roads but three times, Jan. 21st, Jan. 31st and 
Feb. 16th. 

The slippery condition required considerable sanding, 
both of roads and sidewalks. 

The roads were well taken care of through the use of the 
“Handy Sandy” sand spreader. We have not as yet seen 
any suitable mechanical device for sanding sidewalks, but 
we have been well able to take care of the conditions by hand 


labor. 
EQUIPMENT 


Our equipment is being kept in very good repair, and we 
hope to keep everything going next year without replace- 
ment, except that the drag-line equipment, as a matter of 
economy and efficiency, should be replaced. 

The motor power of our present drag-line is a Fordson 
Tractor which has been in usé in the department for eight 
years. The hoist is three years old, and is too light for the 
work we demand of it. Both are so badly worn that the 
cost of repairs during the coming year will go a long way 
toward the purchase of new machinery, to say nothing of 
the lost time which is bound to occur, caused by breakdowns 
and loss of time during repairs.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF PLYMOUTH 
COUNTY: AID TO AGRICULTURE. 


1930 
Town of Middleboro 


Through local and county-wide meetings, through the 
preparation and mailing of timely circular letters, through 
the 4-H clubs organized for the boys and girls of the county, 
through personal correspondence and by means of individual 
service to farmers and members of their families, the Ply- 
mouth County Extension Service during the year 1930 
cooperated with every town in the county in bringing to its 
citizens information regarding agriculture and homemaking. 
Approximately fifty-five hundred families in the county have 
received assistance, information, or advice from the Ex- 
tension Service this past year. 

The following paragraphs summarize very briefly some 
of the ways through which the town of Middleboro was able 
to take advantage of the service offered through this or- 
ganization. | 

A series of three dairy meetings, an orchard tour, and a 
turkey growers’ meeting held in Middleboro furnished 
unusual opportunities for the farmers of the town to secure 
information on these subjects. The agricultural agents 
made fifty-five personal calls on farmers to give suggestions 
or advice on dairying, poultry raising, or fruit matters. 
The cranberry service inaugurated this year was especially 
valuable to Middleboro for 14 bog owners were given per- 
sonal service and fifty-five received a series of circulars re- 
garding pest control. Letters and bulletins on agricultural 
subjects were sent regularly to 341 farmers. 

Through cooperation with the State Department of 
Agriculture, sediment tests were made on two different 
occasions of the milk coming from every farm supplying 
Middleboro. With the cooperation of the local milk in- 
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spector these tests and the educational work accompanying 
them proved an important factor in establishing a high 
standard for milk in Middleboro. 

During the current year Middleboro was a center for four 
demonstration groups in Vegetable Preparation. Clothing 
instruction was also given and many mothers of the younger 
children have received monthly information regarding 
Child Feeding and similar problems. 

One hundred and fifty-seven 4-H club members were in 
the following clubs during the past year: clothing, food’ 
handicraft, and garden. The clubs met regularly with the 
local leader. 

In the spring an exhibit was held by each club. The 
articles made by the club members were on display at these 
exhibits. This gave the townspeople an opportunity to see 
what excellent work the club members were accomplishing. 

A Middleboro 4-H club girl was chosen as one of the four 
Massachusetts delegates to the National 4-H Camp at 
Washington, D. C. 

The clothing delegate to Camp Gilbert was a Middleboro 
girl. Camp Gilbert is the State 4-H club camp and is held 
at M. A. C. 

One of the delegates to Camp Field at Brockton was also 
from Middleboro. This town was unusually fortunate this 
year in receiving 4-H honors.

Board of Health, 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith present my report as Inspector of Milk for the 
year 1930. 


We have had help from the Plymouth County Extension 
Bureau on sediment tests, and I think it is a good plan as I 
believe it helps to keep a good, clean milk supply and a 
report is sent to each producer and shows how they compare 
with the other producers. 

I have taken two samples a month from each dairy for 
analysis for butter fat, solids and bacteria. Iam publishing 
the results of the averages for the year it being the first 
time such a report has been issued, but I feel the public is 
entitled to know what is being done to keep a clean, whole- 
some milk supply. 

I have attended conventions at Hood’s plant in Charles- 
town and their Certified plant in North Beverly, and I have 
received a great deal of valuable information on what is 
being done throughout the State. 

We are fortunate in having two Pasteurizing plants in a 
Town of our size. In taking samples for analysis, I have 
taken them in the raw state and also after Pasteurizing.

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IMMUNIZATION CLINIC 


The clinics were held on April 1, 8, 15, 22 being from the 
first, and second grades also Pre-school age. At the first 
clinic 247 attended, second clinic 336, third clinic 297 and 
fourth clinic 170 making a total attendance of 1050. Supt. 
of School J. Stearns Cushing was very much pleased with 
the number of children treated, also for the hearty co- 
operation of the parents. 

Dr. Richard P. MacKnight, New Bedford District 
Health Officer and Dr. A. Vincent Smith, School Physician, 
were in charge. Miss Helen Pasztor, Health-School Nurse 
and Mrs. Elsie Dow, District Nurse, and Mrs. William H. 
Thomas assisted them. Mr. Louis Littlejohn and I had 
charge of transportation of children from suburban schools. 

I would also like to take this opportunity to thank the 
Girl Scouts for the good work they have done in caring for 
the children and for attending to the cards. 


SCHICK TEST 


The Schick test was given on October 27, 1930 to 285 
children and the results read on October 31, 1930. Out of 
the 285 children given the test 265 returned to have them 
read. 


228 children are immune to Diphtheria. 
23 children are not immune to Diphtheria. 

82 % showed a Negative reaction. 

91% of the Pre-school children showed Negative re- 
action. 

These children are immune from this dread disease, and 
I hope the parents will keep this in mind and have the Pre- 
school children attend the clinic in the Spring.

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GARBAGE AND RUBBISH 


The collection of both of these has been done. in a very ° 
satisfactory manner during the past year with very few 
complaints. We have extended the service of both to 
sections of the town never before covered as we had a number 
of calls for it, and thought these districts were entitled to it, 
Montello Street, East Main Street and the west side to 
Taunton Avenue and on Barden Hill during July and 
August we gave Mr. Jennings a helper as it was impossible 
for him to make the required number of collections during 
the warm weather. 


PUBLIC DUMP 


On completion of the new road at East Grove Street we 
were unable to continue the dumping of rubbish, but we 
received permission from Mr. William Finn to continue 
dumping on a plot of his land on Fairview Street which he 
wanted filled in, but it is not a desirable location as it is 
getting quite thickly populated. Although there has been 
no complaints, I do not think it is a proper place for a 
public dump and will have to get another location in the 
Spring. Mr. A. A. Sisson has done very good work in keep- 
ing things as clean as possible, and Mr. Finn intends to 
cover all rubbish over as soon as there is enough filling done 
there. 


BAKERIES AND WAYSIDE STANDS 


I have made three inspections of bakeries and one with 
State Inspector and found most of them complying with the 
law; there were a few things that needed to be attended to 
which are being done. 

I have made a number of inspections of wayside stands 
during the summer and find they all want to do what the 
law requires and all have co-operated with me in sanitary 
conditions. 
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I also make frequent inspections of restaurants and 
stores. I find it pays to keep in close touch with them, but 
on the whole I think Middleboro is in as good condition if 
not better than most towns of our size.

To the President and Board of Trustees, 
Middleborough Public Library: 


I have the honor and pleasure to present the annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

The library, as always, has the past year emphasized 
first the chief function of the library, that of distributing 
books, and second, activities in connection with the library, 
such as exhibits, lectures and co-operation with civic organ- 
izations. We believe that activities that make a contact 
between the library and the public are of material help to 
the library. 

Statistics may not make particularly interesting reading, 
but it is to figures that we must turn for an accurate es- 
timate of the year’s work. 


There was a total circulation last year of 82,797 volumes. 
Of the books issued, 58,451 were fiction, always in the ma- 
jority; 19,805 were non-fiction, of which the greatest number 
was biography; 4,326 magazines and 215 books in foreign 
languages. 

The library averages a daily circulation of 273 volumes. 
Saturday and Monday are the busiest days, and on these 
days the circulation figure often tops 500. 


DEPOSIT OF BOOKS 


The branch library in North Middleboro, now in its 
second year, has an excellent circulation of books, and seems 
to be much appreciated by the people in that community. 
Mrs. Stephen Richmond is still very kindly serving as 
librarian, with the library located in her home. 
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Schools at Rock, South Middleboro, the Green, Thomp- 
sonville, Bates School and School Street School all have 
deposits of books. Most of these schools allow the books 
to be taken home by the children, a record being kept by 
the teacher. The children appreciate this privilege, as it is 
almost impossible for those in the outlying districts to come 
to the main library. 

The Montgomery Home still enjoys a group of books 
kept there. While some of those residing at the Home, 
come to the library, others are not able to do so,.\and are 
glad of the opportunity to read books from the library which 
are brought to them, the collection being changed at fre- 
quent intervals. 


DUPLICATE PAY COLLECTION 


In October the library offered an innovation in the way 
of a “Duplicate Pay Collection,” or “‘Rental Collection.” 
In this collection are kept only the newest books, and a 
charge is made of two cents per day per book. ‘The money 
thus collected is used to buy more books for this collection. 
For every book in the duplicate pay collection there is a 
duplicate in the regular circulating department. 


The advantage of such a collection lies in the fact that 
new books are always available. ‘Those in the free circu- 
lating department seem to be always out or are tied up on 
the reserve list, so that it is almost impossible to find the 
latest books on the shelves. Many borrowers are glad of 
the opportunity to pay two cents a day for the sake of ob- 
taining a new book. 


The collection has proved to be very popular and we 
have already been able to add twenty new books to the 
collection from the two cent fees received. The many 
pleased comments from our borrowers convince us we made 
no mistake in establishing this Rental. Collection. 
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REPATR: 


We have been able to carry on in a small way our pro- 
cram of re-decorating. The librarians’ office has been 
re-finished,—the paint a warm ivory and a very beautiful 
pattern, in tones of light brown, of Sanitas wall covering on 
the wall, making a most attractive room. 

The large center halls both upstairs and down are badly 
in need of repair, and we hope to be able to do something 
on this the coming year. 


EXHIBITS 


The library has been fortunate the past year in being 
able to offer to the public some unusually interesting ex- 
hibits. 

During Book Week we had an extensive exhibit of dolls, 
dressed in costumes of the foreign nations that are repre- 
sented in Massachusetts. There were fifty-three dolls in 
the group, each one a perfect representative in dress, hair 
arrangement and accessories of the nation it represented. 
This delightful exhibit was loaned us by the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs. With the dolls were 
displayed books on the various countries represented. 

In the picture gallery during the same week was an 
exceptionally fine exhibition of paintings by Mr. Leander 
M. Churbuck of Brockton. These beautiful paintings 
aroused much interest, for many of the scenes pictured are 
in this vicinity. Mr. Churbuck was a resident of Middle- 
boro in his youth. 

There was the usual interesting display of new books for 
children during Book Week. Many people have come to 
depend on our Book Week exhibit for making selections for 
Christmas gifts. 

The Trustees’ Room was devoted to an exhibit carried 
on by the Art Department of the Cabot Club. One day 
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was given over to an exhibit of pottery, gathered from all 
over the United States. During the remainder of the week 
there were displayed paintings and needlework by local 
people, as well as other objects of art. 

The Symphonic Society has had a display of prize 
posters, done by High School pupils as publicity for a 
Christmas party. Miss Amy Whittemore exhibited seven 
figurines made by herself from the Tenniel illustrations of 
Alice in Wonderland. 

From time to time during the year we have displayed 
original drawings from children’s books, lent us by the 
Macmillan Company. 

At the time of writing this report there are upstairs over 
one hundred original designs in color made by Mr. Charles 
H. Goodwin of this town. 

Mr. Goodwin evinces an unusual talent in sense of color 
and creative ability. He is well known to the school child- 
ren, being caretaker of the High School building. Not 
only have the children taken a lively interest in this ex- 
hibition of designs, but a great many adults have come 
more than once to view this unusual display. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The Old Colony Library Club held its Fall meeting at 
the library on November 20th. A most interesting pro- 
gram was presented. 

Mrs. Wanda P. Tauber of the Personal Book Shop of 
Boston, who gave a lecture course at the library two years 
ago, again gave a course of five talks on the newest books. 
Mrs. Tauber has become a favorite in Middleboro and the 
course was well attended. 

The pupils of the Junior High School came as usual once 
a week for five weeks for instruction in the use of the library. 
This course has proved to be of great value to the pupils in 
their work in High School, and in their higher education. 
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It is also helpful to the library, as it teaches the pupils to 
use the facilities of the library themselves, thus requiring 
much less aid from the library staff. 

The Community Room has been in constant use, having 
been used by many of the local organizations for committee 
meetings and lectures. 

Talks on new books have been given by the librarian 
before the Cabot Club, the Evening Alliance of the Uni- 
tarian Church, the Bates Parent and Teachers Association 
and on library work at the Forum conducted last winter 
at the Unitarian Church. 

Members of the library staff have attended library 
conferences at Brockton, Boston and Swampscott. 


IN APPRECIATION 


We are grateful to those who have made gifts to the 
library,—the Daughters of the American Revolution for 
their magazine, and the churches who supply us with their 
religious papers; to Mr. and Mrs. Orlando B. Hastings who 
have given the library an unusually valuable collection of 
books and magazines, and to the many generous friends of 
the library who have contributed books, magazines and 
flowers; to the Middleboro Gazette for the generous space 
given to library notes, and to Mrs. Richmond and the 
teachers who give so much of their time to the furtherance 
‘of the work of the library. 

To the staff, to whose faithful service is due the har- 
monious and efficient working of the library, and to the 
Board of Trustees, always understanding and considerate 
in the interest of the library, I express sincere appreciation.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present herewith, for your consider- 
ation, the tenth annual report of the Chief of the Middleboro 
Fire Department, for the year ending December 31, 1930, 
in accordance with Section 16 of Chapter 592, Acts 1920. 


APPARATUS 


The apparatus of the department consists of the following :— 

1 Maxim 1000 Gallon Pumping Engine purchased April 
23, 1928. 

1 Maxim 500 Gallon Pumping Engine, purchased June 
28, 1920. 

1 Knox Combination Chemical and Hose Car, pur- 
chased October 14, 1912. 

1 Maxim City Service Ladder Truck, purchased October 
1451.915; 

1 Maxim Hose Car, purchased May 12, 1914. 

All are well supplied with ladders, 3 gallon hand ex- 
tinguishers and the most necessary appliances for aiding 
the extinguishing of fires.

Most of the apparatus is in good condition, both for 
performance and appearance but the Ladder-Truck needing 
a coat of paint and varnish is more apparent than ever, 
because of the fact that a year ago the money asked for at 
that time was cut from budget. It has now reached the 
point where in order to prevent further and lasting damage 
to woodwork it should be attended to. 

The citizens may be under the impression that all five 
pieces of apparatus are modern and in first class condition, 
whereas the facts of the case are that only three pieces ap- 
proach that condition. The Knox Combination was pur- 
chased in 1912 and is nearly nineteen years old and this past 
year the time it has been in shop for repairs is more than 
all others combined. The manufacturers of this particular 
piece went out of existence several years ago and regular 
repair parts are almost impossible to find. By substituting 
other changes, up to the present time it has been possible 
to keep in operating condition but at an expense in excess 
of results obtained. During the past year of the amount 
spent for repairs of all pieces, namely $532.68, $294.77, or 
more than 55% of total spent on the five pieces, has been 
spent on the Knox wagon. 

Combination 2, purchased in May 1914, has reached 
that condition where it is not so reliable even for forest fire 
purposes, which has been the principal work this truck has 
been called upon of late years to do. 

I cannot too strongly stress the need of at least one new 
piece to replace this hose wagon. This new piece could be 
built and equipped with the view of answering the still 
alarms in town, consisting mostly of chimney fires, and do 
it as well if not better than the Engine 1, which is called 
upon to do that work, and being built and equipped for 
forest fires, could do that work far better than the Com- 
bination 2 now does it. Or in a few words, this new piece 
costing approximately $3000 to $3500 would do most of the 
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work done by Engine 1, saving the wear and tear on a 
$10,000 piece and all the work done by Combination 2, 
which could be loaded with hose and held in reserve for 
large fires or to accompany Engine 1 on out of town calls, 
where more hose may be required than carried on Engine 1. 

The Two Platoon System seems to have worked out to 
the satisfaction of all, and the citizens have had the most 
and best protection available for the money expended. 

The work of the department is increasing each year as 
the number of the alarms increased 16 and the mileage in- 
creased 223.5 miles. It may surprise as well as interest you 
to know the apparatus traveled a total of one thousand 
twenty-nine and seven tenths (1029.7) during 1930,—also 
that 237 three gallon tanks were charged and used for use 
outside the regular fire department requirements. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Two of the oldest boxes which seemed to be in the worst 
condition have been replaced with the modern non-interfer- 
ing type. ‘Two others were purchased but not yet installed. 
One is to replace box 25 near the High School and one new 
installation at West Side School. These two are of a type 
that not only answer for a street box, but can be operated 
from any number of stations located inside the school 
buildings, thereby saving much time in giving an alarm 
which may mean the saving of some child’s life. 

At the time of building the High School, an underground 
duct was laid with this object in view. The West Side 
School can readily be connected by overhead wires at a very 
low cost in comparison with the advantages gained. It is 
hoped and recommended that the program of this year of 
replacing obsolete and near worn out boxes with modern 
non-interfering type of box, be continued this year by re- 
placing at least four old with new. 

Earnestly recommend that property owners and tenants 
in that part of town where water mains are not available for 
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fire protection, make themselves familiar with any brook, 
pond, or pond hole located near their property that would 
serve as a water supply in case of fire, and also if possible, 
keep road clear to such place for by so doing thay may save 
their property in case of fire. 

Am more firmly convinced than ever that the faithful 
and efficient inspections on the part of those doing that duty 
have been a large factor in the prevention of fires during 
this year.

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REPORT OF GAS AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 


To the Town Manager, 
Town of Middleboro. 


Dear Sir: 


I am submitting the thirty-seventh annual report of the 
Gas and Electric Department for the year ending December 
31, 1930. 

This report includes operation accounts, revenues, Bal- 
ance Sheet and Profit and Loss Sheet, all in the same form 
as in our report to the Public Utilities. 


GAS 


The Taunton Gas Co. continue to render 100 % service 
in furnishing gas at the holder at an average of 539 B. T. U., 
which is eleven more than minimum required by the State. 

The use of gas for house heating is growing in favor and 
adoption, as may be seen by the increased amount used, 
for of the total increase purchased of 2,080,900 cu. ft., 
1,683,000 cu. ft. more was used for house heating than in 
1929. Nearly 20% of total purchased was used for house 
heating by gas.

A meter prover was purchased and a systematic test 
has begun of the meters that have been in use the longest 
period. 
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New Services laid—64 

The main on Wareham St. was extended 1.2 miles with 
6 inch steel pipe with welded joints. 

4800 feet of 4 inch cast iron B. & S. joints were used in 
making several small extensions to the system in town. 

All of town that can be profitably served from the low 
pressure system except a few short streets now have street 
mains and only one large extension possible remains. 

Present mains installed 22.9 miles. 

As will be noted the manufacturing profit although small 
as compared with the electric, was even greater than last 
year, and with the continued decrease in ratio of operating 
expense to income, (this having dropped from 99.33 % in 1928 
to 92.48 % in 1930), together with the possibility of a con- 
tract with Taunton at the expiration of the present one more 
favorable to the town it may be possible to reduce the rates 
to consumers in some classes of service. 

Bonds or Notes outstanding, None. 


ELECTRIC 


The policy of last year of increasing size of conductors is 
still being carried out and in many cases transformers have 
been replaced with larger ones. A few of these changes have 
been made because of complaints, but in most cases it has 
been where improved services may be rendered. 

Complaints of radio interference that might be caused 
by lines of plant have been very few compared with previous 
years. In fact for a period of three months no complaints 
were received. The management is still willing and anxious 
to render all possible service to improve radio reception and 
remedy any defect that might cause interference. 

The underground system proper is still giving perfect 
service and the only trouble has been on two occasions when 
transformers have failed in base of street light standards. 

A new and improved type of disconnecting switch has 
been installed on the Plymouth High Tension line at the 
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Carver-Middleboro line and an additional one at Short 
Street, to facilitate sectionalizing line to aid in locating 
trouble. 

During the past year the load on the three substation 
transformers for reducing voltage has been at times greatly 
in excess of their rated capacity. In 1916 when these three 
200 K. W. each transformers were installed the peak demand 
was less than 800 K.W. At times during the past year the 
demand has been over 1200. Three transformers of 500 
K.W. capacity have been ordered and when installed will 
give ample capacity for future needs, and provide a factor 
of safety which has not existed for a long time. 

Some provision should be made this coming year for im- 
proving the power factor of the system. In my opinion this 
can best be accomplished by installing a synchronous con- 
denser at a cost of approximately $4500. This machine 
would make a net saving annually of approximately $1900 in 
power purchased and a net return on the investment of 20 %. 
It would also give additional capacity on the new trans- 
formers. 

Application for additional street lights continues to come 
in, but because the transformers used for that purpose are 
now loaded to their full capacity it has not been possible to 
add any more without impairing the quality of those now 
on them. With the installation of the contemplated new 
one these requests might be granted. Most of requests 
come from localities in which street light lines already exist; 
therefore at a nominal expense the side streets, especially 
those entering in the white way district could be and should 
be lighted to conform to the present day practice of increas- 
ing the light on such streets near the point where entering 
one of intensive lighting. 

The drought of 1930 is reflected in production of current 
by the hydro plant at electric station. The total produced 
was only 93,500 K.W.H., this being the smallest amount 
since 1916. Four months in succession the water wheels 
were not used at any time. In 1924, 217,560 K.W.H. was 
generated by water.

As you will observe, the combined manufacturing profits 
of Gas & Electric Plant were $35,558.08, less note and in- 
terest of $8,036.67, leaves a net profit of $27,521.41, on a 
plant investment of $427,625.47. 

As our plants are self sustaining and we have been able to 
lower the electric rates with an estimated saving to the 
consumers of $22,000, and expect to show a profit, we feel 
that we have made a commendable showing and it is gratify- 
ing to be able to submit this report.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Middleboro, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


The Board of Public Welfare reports a year of unusual 
demands and also of unusual achievements. Public de- 
pendency always indicates a definite lack of something. 

A lack of a breadwinner. 

A lack of health. 

A lack of a job and sometimes. 

A lack of ambition. 

The lack of a job has been more prominent this year than 
at any time in the history of the town. Many people, who 
in ordinary years, would never think of our board, have 
been obliged to ask us to shoulder their burdens. In as- 
suming these new families, we have tried to stress the 
importance of milk for growing children together with the 
right of every child to warm shoes and stockings and good 
rubbers. | 

It seems pertinent also to remind the public that public 
relief—in contrast with private relief agencies—must relieve 
distress, while the private agency can choose to aid worthy 
cases only. 

We report several changes. William G. Boynton com- 
pleted his term as member of the board and the selectmen 
appointed John 8. Cobb to fill the vacancy. We take this 
opportunity to speak a word of appreciation for Mr. Boyn- 
ton’s services and to welcome Mr. Cobb as the new member. 
We also in April accepted the resignation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bert G. Brown as Matron and Superintendent of the Town 
Infirmary. Aided by Mr. Francis Bardwell, State Inspector 
of Infirmaries, we elected Mr. and Mrs. Wallace G. Grant 
to the positions thus made vacant. ‘The choice has proven 
to be most fortunate and to these employees is due in large 
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measure the increased efficiency and the saving encompassed 
at the Infirmary. On regular household help alone we are 
saving $650 annually. Conditions there at the present 
time are eminently satisfactory, and we take this oppor- 
tunity of reminding the citizens that it is Your Infirmary 
and you are urged to visit it often. Take a few moments 
from your busy lives to drop in and say a friendly word to 
the people resident there. They enjoy a casual touch with 
their fellowmen. 

Upon organizing, the board adopted several policies 
that have been adhered to rigidly throughout the year. 
These policies have produced efficiency, economy, and co- 
operation. ‘They are as follows:— 

No cash aid given—excepting in the Mothers’ Aid cases 
and State cases of long standing. 

In place of cash, orders for provisions, fuel, doctor, 
medicine, shelter, and clothing. 

Every able-bodied man receiving an order is obliged to 
show his appreciation of the same by giving the equivalent 
in work to some department of the town. ‘To date such 
work has been done at the Infirmary under the supervision 
of the superintendent. For benevolent reasons, each man 
has been given a warm dinner at the institution. To 
January first, 255 dinners were thus given to our outside 
workers. ‘Thanks are due to the matron and her assistants 
for their co-operation in serving these meals. 

Mercantile orders have been distributed among all local 
merchants who wish to co-operate with the board by allow- 
ing us a trade discount. 

At the farm we asked for and have accepted an oil 
burner and an electric washer from the Peirce Trustees. 
We have bought an electric mangle and now have a compact 
and efficient laundry in the basement. We invited the 
State Fire Inspector to visit the building and have followed 
his suggestions with regard to fire protection on each floor 
and in the dumb waiter and clothes shafts. We have re- 
paired and re-roofed the silo and repaired the roof of the 
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barn. We have painted the trimmings of the house and are 
completing the renovating of the interior of the building. . 

We co-operate with the local Board of Health by keeping 
pigs to consume the garbage collected by them from the 
town people, and by furnishing truck, driver, and super- 
vision for the collection of rubbish bi-weekly. 

We contemplate some improvements in our piggery and 
hope soon to have the best-housed and best-mannered pigs 
in the community. 

We have cleaned up the local cemetery and plan a simple 
scheme of markers there. 

We have increased our bathroom and toilet facilities in 
the building. We have dug drainage ditches for our ob- 
solete and out-grown cess-pool and plan to put in a new 
cement cess-pool as the logical solution of our sanitary 
problem. 

The inmates of the Infirmary have sawed, split, and 
delivered wood to our dependents in all parts of the town 
and have moved our families, whenever moving was re- 
quired. | 

We take pride in mentioning our Christmas observance 
at the farm. In addition to the Christmas tree and the 
annual visit of Santa Claus on Christmas Eve, Communion 
was served on Christmas Day to the Protestant inmates by 
the Episcopal rector, Rev. Wm. C. Kilpatrick and to the 
Catholic inmates by Father C. T. O’Brien who was assisted 
in the celebration of the mass by the Catholic choir. | 

With the advice and assistance of the tree warden, we 
have put local men into the town forests to cut wood. This 
serves a three-fold purpose, it helps with our fuel supply; 
it takes scientific care of our town forests, and it gives our 
dependents a chance to work for their living. 

The farm is under the direct control of one of the mem- 
bers of the board and is visited every week by one or more 
members of the board. 

We have helped 87 families in town consisting of 410 
individuals, we support 6 families of 32 individuals living 
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here with a settlement elsewhere. We have 7 state cases 
consisting of 15 individuals. We have 2 Mothers’ Aid 
cases of 9 individuals living elsewhere, and 10 Mothers’ Aid 
cases of 54 individuals living in town, and 12 families with 
settlement here, but living in other towns. We have had 
40) inmates at the Town Infirmary during the past year. 
At the present time, we have 8 boarders, and 18 dependents. 
During the year, one was transferred to Taunton State 
Hospital, one to Pondville Hospital, one to Tewksbury for 
medical treatment, and two have passed away. 

During the year, we have refused aid to twelve cases for 
legitimate reasons and have refused extra or special aid to 
four cases already under our care. 

We particularly appreciate the co-operation of all in- 
dividuals and societies in our distribution of worn and out- - 
grown clothing and rebuilt toys. Thousands of garments 
have been given out during the year and the need still 
continues. Never has the need been so great and never 
have our people rallied with such loyalty and interest to the 
ery of the public weal. Truly, it is your town and your de- 
partment and we bespeak your continued interest. 

A new and expensive project filled with opportunities 
for service awaits us during the coming year. On July first, 
the old age assistance act becomes effective. Your Board 
has properly organized to care for all applicants and allow- 
ance has been made for the necessary expenditures in the 
proposed budget. Any needy citizen over seventy years 
of age who has resided in the state for twenty consecutive 
years is eligible to receive this aid. 

Regular meetings have been held during the year and all 
policies have been adopted after conferences at the board 
meetings. 

We have borne in mind at all times that we are spending 
public money for the relief of public distress, and have con- 
scientiously tried to relieve the burden of taxation with full 
justice to all concerned. Our financial statement is ap- 
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pended. And we announce with great satisfaction that, 
instead of carrying an overdraft, we are turning back into 
the Town Treasury the sum of $2869.69. 

In closing we pledge you our earnest, interested efforts 
on behalf of the department and bespeak your continued 
interest and support.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Middleborough for the period from January 
1, 1929 to September 30, 1930, made in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. This 
report is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Edward 
H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Middleborough for the period 
from January 1, 1929 to September 30, 1930, and submit 
the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money for the town, were examined and reconciled with ~ 
the books and records in the accountant’s office. 

The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The records of receipts 
were checked with the departmental reports to the account- 
ant and with the treasurer’s books, and the recorded dis- 
bursements were checked with the treasury warrants and 
with the records of payments in the treasurer’s office. 

The general and appropriation ledgers were examined 
and all appropriations, transfers, and loan orders were 
checked with the town clerk’s record of town meetings. 

The original vouchers on file in the accountant’s office 
were examined and checked with the warrants. In the 
examination of the vouchers, it was noted that the vouchers 
representing the mileage of several officials were not itemized; 
also many statements were found on which the detailed 
items were not shown and the supplementary vouchers 
or slips supporting these statements were not filed with the 
accountant. All original vouchers and supplementary slips 
should be on file in the accountant’s office, so that complete 
information may be available at all times. 

The necessary correcting and adjusting entries were 
made, a trial balance was taken off proving the ledger to be 
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in balance, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town as of September 30, 1930. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and the col- 
lector, as treasurer, were examined and checked, the recorded 
receipts being compared with the records in the several 
departments collecting money for the town, with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
and with the records in the accountant’s office. The pay- 
ments were checked with the warrants authorizing the 
treasurer to disburse town funds and with the accountant’s 
ledger accounts. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count and 
the bank balances were reconciled with statements fur- 
nished by the several banks and with a bank book of the 
Savings bank. 

In verifying the cash on hand with the cash book, a 
discrepancy of $404 was found. 

It is quite evident that the treasurer has not balanced 
his cash account daily, or even weekly or monthly, as errors 
made in the early part of the year and which affected the 
cash balance were not discovered until the present audit. 

In December, 1929, the treasurer credited the cash 
account with the amount of several protested checks which 
had been returned by the bank, but did not notify the 
accountant; later the amounts due on two of these checks 
were collected but the treasurer failed to re-enter the amounts 
in the cash book. 

It was also noted that, included as cash on hand, were 
several checks which had dates ahead from one to four 
weeks, although the tax accounts for payment of which the 
checks had been given were recorded as paid; also that 
checks received three and four weeks prior to the date of 
the audit had not been deposited in the bank. 

It was again found that the treasurer, as collector, does 
not pay over all amounts as entered on the treasurer’s cash 
book, it being found that $1,294.27 had not been paid over 
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at the date of the audit, this amount appearing as surplus 
in the collector’s account. It is recommended that all 
receipts be entered promptly and that care be taken to 
clearly indicate the source and purpose of the receipt. 

The bank books and securities, representing the in- 
vestments of the various trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals checked and reconciled. 

It was noted that bequests have not been invested 
promptly after receipt by the treasurer. One bequest 
amounting to $200 made in January, 1930, is still in the 
general cash of the town, and another amounting to $50, 
for which a warrant was drawn September 7, 1930, was not 
deposited in the savings bank until October 27, 1930. 

It was noted that in many accounts there have been no 
withdrawals for a considerable period, and it is recommended 
that investigation be made to ascertain whether the lots 
are being cared for in accordance with the bequests. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector, 
as collector, were examined. The commitments of taxes 
and special assessments for the levies of 1926 to 1930, in- 
clusive, were examined and verified with the warrants 
issued for their collection and with the assessors’ records. 

The cash books were footed and the recorded collections 
were checked with the commitment books and with the 
treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 

As in previous audits because of the many errors in 
recording and reporting collections, it was necessary to 
check the cash book entries with the commitment books in 
detail, which required a considerable amount of time, 
thereby increasing the cost of the audit. 

The abatements on account of taxes and assessments 
were checked and verified by a comparison with the assess- 
ors’ records of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts 
on the commitment books being listed and reconciled. 
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A further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town. 
Among the replies received was one claiming that the tax 
in question had been paid. The receipted bill and can- 
celled check showing payment were personally examined 
and verified, and the amounts of $124.97 for taxes of 1928 
and of $3.18 for interest were charged to the collector. 
From the balance of replies, it appears that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 

As in reports of previous audits, it is reeommended that 
the collector transfer the actual amount of cash as reported, 
so that the cash balances of the separate accounts may be 
readily verified. 

It was noted that the collector has not collected interest 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 57, Chapter 59, 
General Laws. A test of the amounts collected, especially 
on collection of partial payments, indicates that interest 
due on taxes of 1927 aggregating $270.13 and on taxes of 
1928 amounting to $188.44 was not collected. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the treasurer’s and of the. collector’s cash, together 
with summaries of the tax and assessment accounts. 

The financial records of the water department were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments were 
examined and the recorded receipts were checked and com- 
pared with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 
The outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

The books and accounts of the Municipal Light Depart- 
ment were examined and checked in detail. The accounts 
receivable were examined and checked, the payments to 
the treasurer were checked by a comparison with the treas- 
urer’s records and the accountant’s books, and the out- 
standing acounts were listed and proved. 

The deposit account was checked with the records on 
file in the light department. The departmental ledger was: 
analyzed and compared with the accountant’s books, and a 
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trial balance was taken off as of September 30, 1930, showing 
the ledger to be in balance. 

Appended to this report are tables showing summaries 
of the water and municipal light department accounts 
receivable. 

The commitments and charges for the various other de- 
partmental accounts receivable were examined, and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified by a comparison 
with the treasurer’s cash book and the accountant’s ledger. 


The records of the town clerk for dog and hunting and 
fishing licenses were examined and checked. The payments 
to the County and the State, respectively, were compared 
with receipts on file, and the fees transferred to the town 
clerk’s receipts were verified by a comparison with the 
town clerk’s cash book. ‘The cash book, representing the 
collections of recording fees and fees for licenses and permits 
issued by the town clerk, together with the fees for licenses 
and permits issued by the selectmen, was examined and 
footed, and the payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the records in the treasurer’s office and the account- 
ant’s ledger. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count, and 
the bank balance was reconciled with a statement furnished 
by the bank. 

The records and accounts of the sealer of weights and 
measures, the health department for licenses, the several 
inspectors of milk, the public health nurse for dental clinic 
donations and fees, the moth department for sale of lead, 
the town infirmary, and the town hall rentals were examined 
and checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified 
by a comparison with the treasurer’s cash book and the 
accountant’s ledger. 

In addition to the above departments, the accounts of 
the public library for fines and deposits were examined, and 
the payments compared with the treasurer’s cash book and 
the accountant’s ledger. 
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The surety bonds of the treasurer and collector, the 
bonds of the assistant treasurer and collector, the town 
clerk, the town manager, and the town manager’s clerk 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The books and accounts of the funds under the will of 
Thomas S. Peirce, consisting of the Thomas S. Peirce Fund 
and the Thomas S. Peirce Library Fund, were examined 
and checked in detail. The investments were personally 
examined and listed, the cash on hand was verified by an 
actual count, and the bank balances were reconciled with 
statements furnished by the several banks of deposit. The 
income and receipts, together with the payments, were 
checked. 

Tables showing the transactions and condition of these 
various trust funds are appended to this report. 

For the courtesies extended and the assistance rendered 
during the process of the audit, I wish on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, to express appreciation.
